These  Farmers  Say 

Proso  Is  Good  Feed

"We  have  a  lot  of  proso  in  the  bin  at  home.  Would 
that  be  a  good  feed  for  a  steer?" 

This  question  came  from  a  boy  at  a  4-H  Club  meeting 
in  western  Lake  County,  S.  D.,  not  long  ago.  It  is  a  ques- 
tion which  editors  of  the  Farmer  and  which  animal  hus- 
bandmen at  Northwestern  colleges  of  agriculture  have 
been  receiving  frequently  of  late. 

Not  only  do  folks  ask  about  proso's  feeding  value  for 
steers,  but  they  also  want  to  know  about  feeding  it  to 
chickens  and  to  lambs.  It  was  because  of  these  questions 
that  we  set  out  to  find  some  farmers  who  have  had  ex- 
perience with  proso  feeding  to  chickens,  lambs  and  steers, 
so  that  we  could  pass  the  results  of  their  experience  on 
to  you. 

W.  H.  Boyd,  an  Angus  breeder  of  Lake  County,  S.  D., 
was  the  first  man  with  whom  we  talked.  Mr.  Boyd,  like 
all  the  men  with  whom  we  talked  later,  had  found  that 
steers  do  well  on  proso. 

"Last  year,"  Mr.  Boyd  said,  "we  had  400  bushels  of 
proso  which  we  fed  with  barley  to  our  steers  and  they 
came  along  just  as  fast  as  they  do  on  corn.  The  barley 
and  proso  were  mixed  in  50-50  proportions  and  ground 
fine  in  a  hammer  mill.  We  soon  found  after  we  started 
feeding  whole  proso,  that  we  were  losing  a  lot  of  it 
through  our  cattle.  The  trouble  was  all  over  just  as  soon 
as  we  ground  it." 

Another  man  who  has  had  considerable  experience  with 
proso  feeding  to  steers  is  F.  G.  Norgren,  who  lives  near 
Mr.  Boyd.  Mr.  Norgren  had  18  head  of  grade  Hereford 
calves  which  he  put  on  feed  in  December  of  1935  when 
they  weighed  an  average  of  325  pounds.  The  first  three 
weeks  nearly  all  their  grain  was  oats,  and  then  a  shift 
was  made  to  proso  with  proso  hay  and  pigeon  grass  as 


roughage.  Pigeon  grass  being  of  the  same  family  as 
proso,  this  was  about  as  near  a  straight  proso  diet  as 
could  be  devised.  When  on  full  feed  the  18  head  were  tak- 
ing a  little  more  than  eight  bushels  of  finely  ground  proso 
a  day,  which  is  about  the  same  as  the  amount  of  corn 
they  would  consume.  "They  did  just  as  well  as  they  would

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have  done  on  com,"  Mr.  Norgren  de- 
clared. "When  I  sol  dthem  they  aver- 
aged 90  pounds.  It  was  raining  most 
of  the  night  we  hauled  them  to  the 
yards  at  Sioux  Falls,  so  they  looked 
pretty  bad  when  we  got  there,  and 
they  wouldn't  take  any  water  or  any 
feed.  In  spite  of  that  though  they 
brought  $8.75  a  hundred,  while  the 
top  of  the  market  that  day  was 
$9.15." 

Both  Mr.  Boyd  and  Mr.  Norgren 
say  that  they  had  no  trouble  with 
their  cattle  scouring  as  a  result  of  the 
proso  feeding,  and  the  two  lamb  feed- 
ers who  had  fed  proso  said  that  it 
hadn't  caused  lambs  to  scour  either. 
One  of  these  lamb  feeders  was  Warn- 
er Boyd,  a  son  of  W.  H.  Boyd.  There 
were  70  head  of  native  June  lambs  in 
the  lot,  which  were  finished  entirely 
on  proso,  and  weighed  an  average  of 
90  pounds  when  they  were  marketed 
in  December. 

Lambs  Do  Well 

W.  J.  Schoenfield  is  another  lamb 
feeder  who  has  found  that  lambs  do 
well  on  proso.  On  September  13,  1935, 
he  received  a  shipment  of  600  western 
lambs,  which  weighed  an  average  of 
62Y2  pounds  each  when  they  were 
loaded  in  Montana.  During  the  first 
two  weeks  after  the  lambs  were  re- 
ceived they  were  pastured  on  stubble 
and  given  a  little  oats.  Then  during 
the  following  two  months  they  were 
fed  one  feeding  of  flax  screenings  and 
two  feedings  of  finely  ground  proso  a 
day.  They  got  alfalfa  hay  as  rough- 
age, and  when  the  first  bunch  was 
sold  on  December  11  they  were  sold 
near  the  top  of  the  market. 

F.  B.  Morrison,  whose  books,  "Feeds 
and  Feeding,"  is  considered  a  highly 
authoritative  guide  by  nearly  all  the 
animal  nutrition  specialists  of  the 
country,  puts  proso's  feeding  value  as 
compared  to  corn  even  higher  than 
does  Mr.  Schoenfield.  In  the  latest 
edition  of  "Feeds  and  Feeding,"  Mr. 
Morrison  writes  that  proso  has  from 
75%  to  90%  tne  value  of  corn. 

Proso  for  Chickens 

Those  who  have  experimented  with 
proso  in  feeding  chickens  have  found 
it  equally  as  good  for  them  as  for 
steers  and  lambs.  At  South  Dakota 
State  College,  experiments  were  con- 
ducted with  proso  in  1935.  Sixty- 
three  pullets  in  one  pen  were  fed  a 
growing  mash  consisting  of  52  pounds 
of  ground  Early  Fortune  red  proso, 
15  pounds  of  wheat  bran,  10  pounds 
of  meat  and  bone  scraps,  5  pounds 
of  dried  skimmilk,  and  3  pounds  of 
alfalfa  leaf  meal.  The  mash  was  fed 
in  open  feeders  so  that  the  birds  al- 
ways had  access  to  it,  and  as  grain 
proso  was  fed  in  open  feeders.  In  an- 
other pen  there  were  70  pullets  which 
were  fed  exactly  the  same  mash  with 
the  exception  of  corn  was  substituted 
for  the  proso,  and  instead  of  proso  as 
grain,  corn  was  fed  as  grain. 

The  pullets  were  put  on  the  ra- 
tion when  they  were  eight  weeks  old, 
and  when  they  were  28  weeks  oiu 
those  that  had  received  the  corn 
weighed  an  average  of  5.2  pounds 
each,  and  those  that  received  proso 
weighed  5.6  pounds  each.  Although 
it  was  found  that  the  pullets  did  as 
well  on  proso  as  on  corn,  it  was  dis- 
covered that  supplementing  the  proso 


ration  with  some  ingredient  high  in 
vitamin  A  was  necessary.  Proso  does 
not  contain  this  vitamin,  while  yellow 
corn  is  comparatively  high  in  it.  As 
a  vitamin  A  ingredient  when  the 
birds  do  not  have  any  other  source 
of  green  feed,  and  when  they  are 
getting  proso  instead  of  yellow  corn, 
the  ration  should  contain  at  least  7% 
alfalfa  leaf  meal. 

Mr.  Schoenfield,  who  fed  proso  to 
lambs,  has  had  about  the  same  suc- 
cess feeding  it  to  chickens  as  the  col- 
lege has  had.  Mr.  Schoenfield  fed 
proso  to  their  flock  of  100  two  and 
three-year-old  hens,  and  when  we  vis- 
ited him  late  in  September  the  100 
birds  were  laying  35  to  40  eggs  per 
day  despite  their  age.  C.  A.  Hicks, 
county  agent  of  Lake  County,  S.  D., 
fed  proso  to  his  chicks  last  spring 
and  he  also  had  good  results.  When 
his  chicks  were  six  weeks  old,  he  fed 
them  starter  mash  in  open  feeders 
and  fed  proso  as  scratch  grain.  They 
went  for  the  proso  with  the  same 
relish  as  they  would  go  for  corn,  and 
seemed  to  do  as  well  on  it. 

Good  Emergency  Crop 

All  these  men  hail  proso  as  a  sal- 
vation crop  when  others  fail  during 
the  first  weeks  of  summer.  Proso  on 
some  farms  is  seeded  in  late  June 
when  it  appears  that  corn  will  not 
make  a  crop,  or  about  July  1  when 
alfalfa  shows  the  effects  of  winter 
killing  or  drouth.  It  was  on  alfalfa 
land  that  Mr.  Schoenfield  seeded 
proso  last  summer.  There  were  30 
acres  seeded  about  July  1,  and  the 
average  yield  was  35  bushels  per 
acre.  Mr.  Schoenfield  has  had  yields 
as  high  as  40  bushels  per  acre.  Mr. 
Norgren  seeded  proso  on  July  1  a  year 
ago,  and  got  a  40  bushel  per  acre 
yield.

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HARRY  H.  CHARLES  PASSES 


Pioneer  Agricultural  and  Poultry 
Advertising  Specialist 

The  many  friends  of  Harry  H. 
Charles  in  the  poultry  and  agricul- 
tural industries  were  shocked  to  hear 
of  the  death  of  this  pioneer  exponent 
of  poultry  and  agricultural  adver- 
tising which  occurred  on  March  2,  as 
a  result  of  an  attack  of  pneumonia. 

Mr.  Charles,  who  was  72  years  of 
age,  had  been  identified  with  the  agri- 
cultural and  poultry  industries  nearly 
all  his  business  life.  He  started  his 
long  advertising  career  when  he  re- 
signed from  the  McCormick  Harvest- 
er Co.,  where  he  had  been  in  charge 
of  collections,  to  become  advertising 
manager  of  the  Stahl  Incubator  Co., 
of  Quincy,  111.  He  left  that  position  in 
1905  at  the  request  of  the  late  Frank 
B.B.  White  to  take  charge  of  the  New 
York  office  of  White's  Class  Adver- 
tising agency.  When  the  White 
Agency  was  liquidated,  Mr.  Charles 
organized  his  own  agency. 

During  his  long  career,  Mr.  Charles 
filled  many  prominent  positions  in  the 
advertising  world.  He  was  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  Agricultural 
committee  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Advertising  Agencies. 

Mr.  Charles  was  president  of  the 
Advertising  Club  of  New  York  from 
1923  to  1926.  He  promoted  the  first 
Advertising  Exposition  to  be  held  in 
New  York  City.  Later  he  was  general 
chairman  of  the  American  delegation 
which  visited  the  twenty-fifth  annual 
convention  of  the  International  Ad- 
vertising Association  in  Berlin. 

Mr.  Charles  had  a  great  capacity 
for  friendship.  His  list  of  friends  in- 
cluded men  from  all  walks  of  life,  in- 
cluding President  Coolidge.  While 
president  of  uie  Advertising  Club,  Mr. 
Charles  called  upon  President  Cool- 
idge at  the  White  House  with  a  scroll 
notifying  him  of  his  election  to  hon- 
orary membership  in  the  New  York 
Advertising  Club. 

The  French  government  signally 
honored  Mr.  Charles,  decorating  him 
with  both  the  Legion  of  Honor  and 
the  Merite  de  Agricole  (Merit  in  Ag- 
riculture). 

The  Charles  Advertising  Service 
will  be  continued  under  the  direction 
of  the  staff  who  have  worked  with 
Mr.  Charles  for  over  twenty  years.

THE     POULTRY  KEEPER 


The  Editor  Says 


YOU  CAN  COUNT  YOUR 
CHICKS  BEFORE  THEY 
ARE  HATCHED 

It  was  a  piece  of  good  advice  given 
years  ago  to  never  count  the  chicks 
before  they  were  hatched.  However, 
things  have  changed  since  father  was 
a  boy,  and  nowdays  it  is  possible  to 
determine  the  exact  number  of  chicks 
one  will  need  and  be  sure  of  having 
not  only  just  the  number  wanted,  but 
also  having  them  on  the  exact  date 
wanted.  The  plan  to  which  we  refer 
is  buying  the  baby  chicks  of  a  com- 
mercial hatchery.  With  modern  hatch- 
ing facilities  and  methods  of  conduct- 
ing business  the  hatcheries  are  able 
to  fill  orders  for  baby  chicks  with 
surprising  exactness. 

Each  year  the  demand  for  baby 
chicks  grows  and  grows,  and  today 
we  find  great  hatcheries  devoted  to 
the  supplying  this  demand.  The  very 
fact  that  the  demand  has  been  grow- 
ing would  indicate  that  so  far  as  the 
buyer  is  concerned  it  is  proving  a 
very  satisfactory  arrangement.  Nat- 
urally, we  find  some  buyers  are  not 
satisfied,  but  a  few  complaints  do  not 
prove  anything.  Every  business  faces 
some  who  are  not  satisfied. 

Not  only  can  you  buy  the  number 
of  chicks  wanted  and  get  them  on  the 
day  needed,  but  generally  speaking 
we  believe  it  is  cheaper  to  buy  chicks 
than  to  try  and  hatch  them.  You 
must  figure  in  the  cost  of  the  eggs, 
heat,  investment  in  incubators — but 
the  trouble  is  that  few  of  us  are  ex- 
pert operators  when  compared  with 
the  operators  at  the  big  commercial 
hatcheries.  It  takes  a  lot  of  ability 
to  run  an  incubator  holding  47,000 
eggs.  One  mistake  and  see  the  loss. 
Therefore  the  percent  hatch  in  the 
commercial  hatcheries  is  usually  high- 
er than  we  can  get  at  home. 

Taken  all  in  all,  it  seems  that  the 
case  for  the  commercial  baby  chick 
is  a  very  strong  one,  and  we  predict 
that  more  chicks  are  going  to  be 
bought  this  year  than  ever  before. 
Certainly,  under  such  an  arrange- 
ment you  can  count  your  chicks  be- 
fore they  are  hatched.

DISINFECTANT  MOST 

USEFUL 

Poultrymen  have  been  in  the  habit 
of  mixing  up  some  kind  of  a  solution, 
going  out  and  spraying  the  inside  of 
the  poultry  house,  then  going  to  the 
house,  sitting  down  in  the  big  arm 
chair,  and  saying,  "Well,  wife,  I  just 
gave  the  coop  another  good  spraying, 
and  I'll  bet  the  germs  won't  bother 
now."  Confidence  is  a  fine  thing  in 
many  places,  but  in  this  particular 
case  the  poultryman  knows  almost 


nothing  of  the  so-called  disinfectant 
which  he  mixed.  Perhaps  he  hatched 
the  formula  out  of  his  own  head,  or 
someone  gave  it  to  him.  He  does  not 
really  know  whether  it  will  prove  ef- 
fective or  not. 

How  much  better  it  would  have 
been  had  he  used  a  standard  disinfec- 
tant put  out  by  a  reliable  concern. 
The  maker  of  such  a  product  tests  it 
and  knows  how  strong  it  should  be, 
and  when  the  directions  are  followed 
the  results  are  satisfactory.  The 
guess  work  has  been  removed.  The 
ordinary  individual  does  not  have  the 
knowledge  or  facilities  for  testing  to 
make  sure  of  the  efficiency  of  his 
mixture.  More  than  that,  probably 
he  can  buy  a  manufactured  disinfec- 
tant cheaper  than  he  can  mix  it  at 
home. 

Poultrymen  depend  too  much  upon 
a  disinfectant  to  take  chances  of  hav- 
ing an  inferior  article.  We  believe  it 
better  to  play  safe  and  buy  a  disinfec- 
tant of  known  value.   The  matter  is 


too  vital  to  have  any  relation  to  the 
few  cents  one  might  save.  The  cost 
of  disinfectant  is  a  small  item  pro- 
vided it  does  that  which  you  expect 
it  to  do.  If  it  fails,  it  may  be  very 
costly.

KEEPING  UP  WITH 
PROGRESS 

Every  business  goes  ahead  or  back- 
ward. There  is  no  such  a  thing  as 
standing  still.  Occasionally  during  the 
past  three  and  one-half  years  it  has 
seemed  that  there  was  more  back- 
ward movement  than  anything  else. 
Perhaps  this  was  true.  On  the  other 
hand  in  order  to  properly  judge  the 
progress  it  is  essential  to  take  a  long 
range  view.

Intensive  System 

Some  years  ago  I  tried  out  the  Philo  system 
of  keeping  poultry,  and  it  seemed  to  me  to  be 
a  very  satisfactory  plan,  but  today  we  hear 
very  little  of  it.  Can  you  tell  me  why  we  do 
not  hear  more  about  this  intensive  idea  of 
poultry  keeping? — F.  H..  Vermont. 

The  Philo  system  was  quite  well 
advertised  at  one  time,  and  along 
with  the  rest  we  tried  the  idea.  We 
got  more  eggs  under  the  system  than 
any  other,  but  we  found  that  the 
labor  element  was  something  to  con- 
tend with.  It  took  more  labor  to  care 
for  the  birds.  We  now  have  a  laying 
battery  which  has  many  of  the  fea- 
tures of  this  system.  We  confine  a 
hen  to  a  very  limited  space  and  so 
feed  her  that  all  of  the  energy  goes 
into  eggs  instead  of  running  around 
the  barnyard. 

Mangels  for  Poultry 

I  have  been  thinking  of  planting  some 
mangels  for  my  poultry,  but  wonder  how  I  am 
going  to  keep  them  for  winter  use. — W.  B. , 
Indiana. 

To  begin  with  you  will  not  harvest 
them  until  late  in  the  season.  Then 
dig  a  hole  in  the  ground  and  bury  the 
mangels.  Cover  the  dirt  with  straw 
and  put  some  boards  on  the  straw  to 
keep  it  from  blowing  away.  On  nice 
days  you  can  dig  into  the  pile  and  re- 
move what  mangels  you  will  need  for 
some  days  to  come.  They  will  keep 
well  this  way,  and  be  crisp  and  nice. 
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Rabbits  and  Poultry 

I  have  been  raising  poultry  for  a  long  time 
and  have  always  managed  to  make  some  money 
out  of  my  hens,  no  matter  how  cheap  eggs 
get.  I  have  a  few  rabbits  and  have  been 
wondering  what  you  think  of  keeping  them 
together.  I  do  not  mean  in  the  3ame  house, 
but  I  prefer  to  keep  rabbits  as  sort  of  side- 
line to  my  chickens. — E.    S..  Missouri. 

Certainly  they  can  be  kept  on  the 
same  place.  While  poultry  furnishes 
meat,  yet  the  rabbits  will  supply  even 
more  meat,  and  then  you  have  the 
pelts  to  sell  for  furs,  and  no  doubt

We  call  the  Dasheen  a  new  vegetable  be- 
cause it  is  new  in  this  country,  but  In  fact 
it  has  been  known  for  years  in  China,  and 
is  known  in  the  various  parts  of  Europe  and 
Asia,  and  in  some  localities  in  South  America. 

The  Dasheen  is  grown  principally  as  a  root 
crop,  the  tubers  being  used  the  same  as  Irish 
potatoes.

breeders.  If  you  like  animals  and  are 
willing  to  give  some  extra  care  to 
rabbits  you  can  make  quite  a  little 
money  out  of  them.  The  rabbit  busi- 
ness has  suffered,  as  has  the  poultry 
business,  with  a  lot  of  fellows  who 
rush  in  and  then  rush  out  again  when 
they  find  that  money  does  not  grow 
on  trees.  To  the  hustler  the  rabbit 
business  offers  a  real  opportunity. 
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Feeding  Salt 

Some  time  ago  you  said  that  poultry  needed 
salt,  and  I  have  been  giving '  it  In  the  mash, 
but  they  do  not  eat  the  mash  as  they  should. 
Can  you  tell  me  some  other  way  to  feed  salt 
so  that  the  hens  will  get  the  amount  they 
need? — Miss  K.  G. .  Tennessee. 

If  the  hens  do  not  eat  the  mash 
they  will  not  lay  as  well  as  they 
should.  Better  look  to  the  composi- 
tion of  your  mash.  If  you  do  not  add 
too  much  salt  to  the  mash,  that  is  a 
good  way  to  feed.  You  may  add  just 
a  pinch  of  salt  to  the  drinking  water. 
You  do  not  want  to  overdo  this  salt 
business,  but  when  given  in  reason- 
able quantities  it  will  make  the  hens 
drink  more  water,  and  -he  more 
water  they  drink  the  more  mash  they 
will  eat,  and  the  more  mash  they  eat 
the  more  eggs  they  will  lay. 
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The  Breed  Question 

I  am  thinking  of  starting  with  the  White 
or  Buff  Leghorns,  and  want  your  advice  on 
which  to  select.  I  know  that  you  can  help  me. 
— Mrs.  L.  G..  Illinois. 

To  begin  with,  Mrs.  G.  forgot  to 
give  her  address,  so  we  could  not  give 
her  letter  of  inquiry  a  personal  reply. 
Had  she  done  so,  we  could  have  given 
her  much  information  which  would 
hardly  be  permitted  in  this  depart- 
ment. 

Both  the  White  and  Buff  Leghorns 
are  fine  fowls.  Probably  the  White 
variety  is  more  popular  on  egg  farms, 
but  this  fact  snould  not  detract  from 
the  Buff  ability  to  lay. 


FEEDING  APPLES  TO  CHICKS 


The  following  is  a  little  device  for 
feeding  chicks  with  green  food,  which 
recently  appeared  in  the '  Rural  New 
Yorker.  Take  a  piece  of  board,  say 
five  or  six  inches  wide,  and  drive 
eightpenny  nails  right  through  up  to 
the  head.  Take  cull  apples,  remove 
the  peeling  on  one  end,  and  impale  on 
the  nails.  The  first  time  it  is  tried, 
sprinkle  on  the  peeled  end  some  fine 
grain,  and  with  a  knife  scrape  up  the 
apple.  Just  as  soon  as  the  chicks  get 
a  taste  of  the  apple,  they  are  eternal- 
ly eager  for  it,  and  will  consume 
quantities.  Mangels  and  beets  will  do 
just  as  well.

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WATERFOWL  NOTES 


Ducks  of  any  breed  must  have  some 
attention  every  day  in  the  year,  more 
at  some  seasons  than  others,  but  if 
given  half  a  chance  they  will  take 
care  of  themselves  with  much  less 
care  and  trouble  than  hens. 

There  are  probably  more  people 
interested  in  Pekin  ducks  than  any 
other  one  breed  in  this  country,  main- 
ly because  of  their  color,  size,  hardi- 
ness and  rapid  growth  for  market. 
A  good  strain  of  Pekins  is  certainly 
an  ideal  market  duck,  but  my  experi- 
ence has  been  that  in  keeping  ducks 
for  egg  production,  the  Indian  Run- 
ners are  far  in  the  lead. 

Yards  and  pens  where  breeding 
ducks  are  confined  should  be  kept 
reasonably  clean  and  sanitary,  do  not 
allow  them  to  get  wet  and  sticky. 
Keeping  the  runs  clean  depends  much 
upon  the  character  of  the  soil,  that 
which  is  sandy  is  best,  as  it  absorbs 
the  droppings  and  moisture  better 
than  a  heavy,  clay  soil.  A  board  or 
cement  floor  should  have  a  good  cov- 
ering of  straw  to  prevent  breakage  of 
eggs.  A  dirt  or  sandy  floor  is  prefer- 
able, and  they  require  some  bedding. 

There  is  quite  a  difference  of  opin- 
ion in  regard  to  the  amount  of  floor 
space  required  for  breeders.  The  large 
breeds  need  more  room  than  the  small 
ones.  Some  say  that  three  square 
feet  per  duck  is  enough.  A  Farmers 
Bulletin  states  that  approximately 
ten  square  feet  should  be  allowed. 
The  general  opinion  is  that  no  less 
than  four  square  feet  should  be  al- 
lowed for  any  breed.  Some  Indian 
Runners  have  a  habit  of  laying  in  a 
nest  on  the  floor,  but  others  as  a  rule 
lay  all  their  eggs  on  the  floor,  and  if 
sufficient  room  is  not  given  them, 
more  or  less  eggs  will  be  cracked 
and  become  bady  soiled. 

Some  make  the  mistake  of  hatch- 
ing too  early  and  then  holding  the 
ducks  for  weeks  or  months  after  they 
have  reached  market  age,  so  as  to  get 
the  advantage  of  better  prices  dur- 
ing the  holidays.  For  the  green 
roasters,  ten  or  twelve  weeks  will  be 
sufficient  time  to  grow  them.  Hatch-

ing  Pekins  early,  unless  for  a  special 
market  is  only  a  loss  of  time  and 
money.  The  Runners  will  lay  at  about 
the  same  age  as  Leghorns,  so  there 
is  no  advantage  in  hatching  these  un- 
til along  in  the  spring.  Whatever 
breed  is  raised,  use  pure  bred  stock, 
it  is  more  profitable  for  any  purpose.

START  CULLING  EARLY 


Everyone  admits  that  it  pays  to 
cull.  The  only  question  is  regarding 
the  best  time  to  do  the  culling.  It 
seems  quite  foolish  to  raise  chicks 
which  never  can  prove  profitable. 
Why  waste  good  feed  on  such  chicks? 
When  you  see  that  you  have  some 
chicks  that  never  will  amount  to  a 
hill  of  beans,  remove  them  from  the 
flock.  The  sooner  you  stop  feeding 
a  worthless  cull,  the  better.

During  the  time  since  it  was  first  in- 
troduced in  this  country,  it  has  become  acclimated  so  that  it  grows  here  just 
as  well  as  our  own  native  crops.  It  is  easy  to  thresh,  and  may  be  planted 
any  time  after  danger  of  frost  is  over — up  to  the  middle  of  July.  It  may  be 
planted  in  high,  dry  soil  or  ground  that  has  been  drowned  out  and  not  in 
shape  to  work  until  late  in  the  season.  It  may  be  planted  in  acid  soil  or 
soil  not  suitable  for  other  grains.  Especially  valuable  as  a  summer  "catch" 
crop.  When  sowing  in  drills,  use  about  5  lbs.  to  the  acre;  for  broadcasting, 
use  about  12 '  2  lbs.  to  the  acre. 


Fowls  Prefer  It  to  Other  Grains 

Proso  is  extremely  palatable.  Chickens  like  it.  It  has  a  flavor  that  seems  to  parti- 
cularly attract  them.  They  will  eat  more  Pro3o  as  a  usual  thing  than  they  will  corn  or 
wheat.  In  our  Experimental  Plant  the  fowls  leave  all  other  grains  once  they  have  tasted 
Proso.  Makes  a  splendid  mash  when  ground  alone.  Fed  with  corn  or  oats,  the  ratio 
should  be  4  parts  Proso  to  one  part  other  grain.  It  may  be  fed  in  bundles  or  as  clean  grain 
from  the  thresher.  A  good  scratch  feed.  It  will  grow  the  birds  and  keep  hens  in  the  pink 
of  laying  condition.    Also  fine  for  hogs,  cattle  and  sheep.

KUDZU 

THE  GREAT  FORAGE  CROP 

KUDZU  is  a  wonderful  perennial 
legume.  It  outyields  alfalfa  on  poor 
land;  succeeds  on  land  too  poor  for 
alfalfa;  and  does  not  have  to  be  fer- 
tilized or  limed.  While  it  is  perfectly 
hardy  in  the  Northern  State,  the 
South  is  where  it  thrives  to  perfec- 
tion, and  it  is  there  that  it  is  a  most 
profitable  crop.  It  is  adapted  to  every 
class  of  well-drained  soils,  and  will 
succeed  on  practically  any  land  not 
water-soaKed  and  not  a  desert.  It  en- 
riches poor  soil  more  rapidly  and 
more  permanently  than  it  can  be  im- 
proved in  any  other  way,  and  will 
transform  nonproductive,  barren  hill- 
sides into  a  main  resource  of  the 
farm. 

KUDZU  contains  more  protein  than 
wheat  bran — as  high  as  19.82  per  cent 
and  averaging  17.43  per  cent.  A  re- 
markable feature  is  that  although  the 
hay  is  richer  than  alfalfa,  yet  it  is  not 
injurious  to  horses  and  perfectly  safe 
for  all  stock,  when  fed  either  green 
or  dry.  Does  not  cause  sickness  of 
animals  even  when  overfed;  when  fed 
to  cows,  it  will  produce  more  milk 
and  richer  milk  than  any  other  one 
feed;  and  makes  a  good  permanent 
pasture. 

KUDZU  can  be  harvested  when  the 
weather  conditions  are  unfavorable 
for  other  hays,  and  will  yield  a  fine 
quality  of  hay,  often  when  continued 
showers  and  dampness  would  mean 
ruin  to  any  other  legume  hay.  It  cures 
the  quickest  of  any  known  hay,  and 
the  leaves  do  not  drop  off.  Instances 
are  known  when  four  cuttings  of  hay, 
averaging  2y2  tons  per  cutting  and 
making  a  total  yield  of  ten  tons  per 
acre  in  a  single  season,  have  been 
made. 

KUDZU  should  be  given  cultivation 
the  first  season.  A  full  crop  of  corn 
or  a  good  crop  of  potatoes,  or  any 
other  similar  crop,  may  be  raised  on 
the  same  land  the  first  year,  so  the 
farmer  does  not  lose  the  use  of  the 
land.  After  the  first  year,  no  cultiva- 
tion is  needed,  as  the  plants  will  cover 
the  ground  the  next  season  and  take 
root  at  the  joint,  growing  so  rapidly 
as  to  choke  out  other  plants  (even 
such  pests  at  Johnson  and  Bermuda 
grasses)  yet  it  is  an  easy  matter  to 
get  rid  of  Kudzu  if  desired,  for  it  has 
a  peculiar  habit  of  neither  blooming 
nor  bearing  seed  under  field  culture, 
and  the  plants  will  only  sprout  from 
the  crowns  and  can  be  killed  by  cut- 
ting off  these  crowns  with  a  disc  plow 
in  hot,  dry  weather.  When  the  crowns 
of  Kudzu  roots  are  cut  off  and  ex- 
posed to  sunshine  for  half  a  day  or 
so,  they  are  killed,  and  the  roots  de- 
cay. Another  method  to  eradicate 
Kudzu,  in  case  one  desires  to  put  a 
field  back  to  intertilled  crops,  is  to 
plow  late  in  the  fall  and  plant  the 
following  spring  to  corn,  beans,  pota- 
toes, or  any  other  crop  that  can  be 
given  careful  cultivation.

STICK  TO  POULTRY 


Each  year  a  large  number  of  poul- 
trymen  quit  the  business.  The  aver- 
age life  of  the  poultryman  is  but  a 
few  short  years.  Pessimists  hold  up 
this  fact  to  prove  that  poultry  does 
not  pay.  We  are  not  ready  to  admit 
the  contention.  One  must  take  all  the 
conditions  into  consideration  before 
coming  to  a  conclusion. 

To  begin  with,  very  few  poultry- 
men  educate  themselves  with  the  ex- 
pectation of  making  poultry  keeping 
a  vocation.  They  drop  into  the  busi- 
ness by  accident  or  through  force  of 
circumstances.  Consequently,  the 
average  poultryman  faces  the  task 
of  learning  the  business  after  he  is  in 
it.  Certainly  this  is  not  an  ideal  con- 
dition. 

The  trouble  with  the  average  poul- 
tryman is  that  he  is  unmindful  of  the 
actual  conditions.  He  does  not  realize 
that  he  must  give  some  time  to  learn 
the  business.  He  is  facing  new  prob- 
lems and  it  requires  time  to  learn 
just  how  to  handle  the  business.  All 
he  can  see  is  the  dollars  which  he 
hopes  to  pile  up.  When  the  money 
does  not  come  in  as  rapidly  as  he  an- 
ticipated, he  becomes  discouraged  and 
sooner  or  later  he  becomes  a  candi- 
date for  the  Quitters  Club.  The  trou- 
ble with  this  kind  of  a  man  is  that  he 
was  lacking  in  knowledge  and  did  not 
have  courage. 

The  poultry  business  will  pay  when 
one  learns  how  to  make  it  pay.  Of 
course,  one  must  have  sufficient  nerve 
to  hang  on  even  when  things  look 
blue.  It  is,  indeed,  a  very  sorry  thing 
to  see  a  man  quit  just  about  the  time 
he  was  getting  ready  to  make  the 
business  pay.  The  fellow  who  never 
knows  when  he  is  licked  will  make  a 
success  of  the  poultry  business  or  any 
business.  Success  is  largely  a  matter 
of  mental  attitude.  If  you  say  you 
are  beaten,  you  are.  If  you  fight  on 
and  keep  your  nerve,  you  have  a  good 
chance  to  win  out.  Don't  be  a  q  quit- 
ter. Stick  to  poultry  and  make  it 
pay. 


FERMENTED  MASH  POPULAR 


The  use  of  a  fermented  mash  is 
growing  each  year.  In  a  way,  the  idea 
of  using  a  fermented  mash  was  more 
or  less  new,  and  the  average  poultry- 
man  could  not  grasp  the  real  mean- 
ing. Gradually  it  has  been  understood 
that  fermented  mash  is  an  aid  to  di- 
gestion. Fermentation  breaks  down 
the  starches  and  renders  food  more 
easy  of  digestion.  It  will  also 
make  available  certain  minerals  and 
food  elements  which  are  indispensible 
to  the  welfare  of  the  hen.  To  sum 
it  up,  the  fermented  mash  is  a  real 
help  in  the  feeding  of  poultry. 

Eggs  are  made  from  food,  and  if 
the  food  is  well  balanced,  the  more 
a  hen  eats,  the  more  she  will  lay.  The 
fermented  mash,  because  it  is  so  eas- 
ily digested,  permits  the  hen  to  con- 
sume very  much  food.  The  result  is 
a  marked  increase  in  egg  production. 

Better  digestibility  and  assimila- 
tion means  better  health.  The  hen  is 
able  to  store  up  more  of  those  life- 
giving  and  growing  elements.  Build- 


ing up  a  reserve,  as  the  hen  does 
when  given  a  fermented  mash,  it  is  to 
be  expected  that  the  hatchability  will 
be  better.  That  is  just  what  usually 
occurs. 

The  fermented  mash  is  usually 
strong  in  vitamin  B,  and  the  high  fer- 
tility and  hatchability  is  due  to  the 
presence  of  this  vitamin. 

The  fermented  mash  is  made  by  the 
addition  of  a  small  amount,  usually 
one  per  cent,  of  yeast  to  the  mash. 
The  mash  is  moistened  and  allowed  to 
ferment.  Of  course,  ordinary  yeast  is 
too  expensive  to  use,  but  there  is  a 
special  yeast  made  for  this  purpose 
which  is  inexpensive. 

If  your  hens  are  not  laying  as  they 
should,  we  suggest  that  you  try  a  fer- 
mented mash  and  note  how  quickly 
they  will  begin  to  lay,  and  also  note 
how  large  the  eggs  will  be.

late  spring  or  early  summer  when 
the  egg  price  is  low.  We  let  the  hens 
take  it  easy  when  the  price  is  down. 
Later,  when  prices  start  the  upward 
climb,  we  induce  the  hens  to  start  up 
a  little.  As  the  price  of  eggs  mount 
up  and  up  we  urge  the  hens  a  little 
more  and  more.  And,  friends,  we  ac- 
tually get  more  eggs  in  winter  than 
we  do  in  summer.  Selling  the  winter 
eggs  at  high  prices,  we  make  more 
money.  We  think  the  hens  come 
through  the  winter  in  better  shape 
when  they  have  had  a  vacation  dur- 
ing the  previous  summer.  The  lay- 
ers last  longer  and  keep  making  us  a 
profit  for  a  long  time. 


LATE  CHICKS  PAY 


For  many  years  we  have  said  that 
it  paid  to  raise  late  chicks.  We  re- 
call one  year  when  we  hatched  some 
Anconas  on  June  15.  Some  of  our 
friends  predicted  they  would  not 
amount  to  much.  They  grew  like 
weeds,  and  by  November  1  mey  start- 
ed to  lay,  and  we  never  had  pullets 
that  gave  a  better  account  of  them- 
selves. We  certainly  got  a  lot  of 
eggs  from  these  pullets.

And  of  course  you  will  want  some 
later  chicks  this  year. 


ROADSIDE  STANDS 


In  these  aays  of  good  roads  and 
automobiles,  the  growth  of  roadside 
selling  has  created  a  demand  for  suit- 
able stands  to  display  and  protect 
the  produce  offered.  In  many  cases 
these  stands  are  rather  simple  affairs. 
Economy  demands  that  they  be  cheap- 
ly constructed.  It  would  be  hardly 
appropriate  to  spend  several  hundred 
dollars  to  erect  a  stand  to  sell  just 
a  few  eggs.  While  the  stand  should 
be  attractive  it  must  not  be  too  elab- 
orate. The  cost  must  be  in  relation- 
ship to  amount  of  business  transact- 
ed. 

In  building  such  a  stand,  please  do 
not  overlook  the  value  of  signs.  And 
above  all,  have  the  signs  simple,  easy 
to  read,  and  give  prices.  People  are 
funny  in  that  they  want  to  know 
what  eggs  are  going  to  cost  before 
they  stop. 


SELL  NON-PROFIT  HENS 


Just  why  some  hens  are  alive  today 
is  more  than  we  can  say.  According 
to  the  profit  they  are  making,  they 
should  have  been  sent  to  the  butcher 
months  ago.  Indifference  or  senti- 
ment permits  them  to  live  on  and  on 
at  our  expense. 

If  you  are  foolish  enough  to  have 
any  non-profit  hens,  we  hope  you  will 
get  rid  of  them  at  once.

Building  Better  Poultry  Houses 


Most  of  us  have  a  poultry  house.  It 
may  not  be  much  of  a  house,  but  still 
pass  as  a  poultry  house.  Thus,  at  the 
very  beginning,  we  recognize  the  fact 
that  some  poultry  houses  are  better 
than  others.  If  some  poultry  houses 
are  superior,  then  it  would  be  wise 
for  us  to  give  the  subject  rather  care- 
ful study,  because  we  all  want  the 
best  house  obtainable.  Let  us  make  it 
perfectly  clear  that  when  we  say  we 
all  want  the  best  house,  that  we  refer 
to  a  house  so  constructed  as  to  give 
the  best  results  for  many  years.  Mere 
size,  style  or  appearance  are  strictly 
secondary  in  our  consideration.  Reli- 
able, dependable  and  satisfactory  ser- 
vice is  our  first  thought. 

Perhaps  our  first  consideration  will 
be  the  size  of  the  house.  The  matter 
of  size  is  one  which  must  be  settled 
by  each  individual  poultryman.  The 
size  must  be  made  to  conform  to  the 
needs,  present  and  future.  Due  care 
must  be  given  not  to  build  too  small 
a  house.  Crowding  is  a  shortcoming 
of  which  many  are  guilty.  We  realize 
that  lumber  costs  money,  but  you  can- 
not pack  birds  into  your  house  like 
sardines  in  a  can,  and  get  decent  re- 
sults. Few  are  guilty  of  building  too 
large  a  poultry  house. 

On  farms  where  space  is  not  much 
at  a  premium,  a  house  20x20  feet  has 
come  into  popular  favor.  One  may  add 
as  many  units  of  this  same  size  as 
required.  There  are  many  advantages 
in  a  house  20  feet  deep.  Drafts  can 
be  more  easily  avoided,  better  ventila- 
tion secured,  and  the  worker  has  more 
head  room  in  the  deep  house.  Of 
course,  the  fellow  who  has  the  mis- 
fortune to  live  in  town,  where  not 
much  ground  can  be  had,  will  find  it 


necessary  to  reduce  the  size  of  his 
poultry  house  plans.  A  house  10x12 
makes  a  very  nice  house  for  him. 
About  8x8  is  as  small  as  seems  prac- 
tical. In  narrow  houses  one  must 
watch  for  drafts,  especially  in  winter. 

Everything  has  a  foundation.  A 
number  of  years  ago  poultry  houses 
were  built  on  posts.  Such  an  arrange- 
ment meant  cold  floors  in  the  winter, 
and  the  posts  had  a  way  of  settling 
and  throwing  the  house  out  of  shape, 
which  was  not  at  all  conducive  to  a 
peaceful  frame  of  mind.  Stone  walls 
were  next  used.  Rats  were  always  de- 
lighted with  a  home  under  such  a 
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poultry  house.  Finally  cement  prac- 
tically solved  the  problem.  A  cement 
foundation  well  set  in  the  ground  and 
extending  high  enough  so  that  gravel 
or  cinders  may  be  packed  between  the 
walls  under  the  prospective  cement 
floor,  makes  a  real,  permanent  ar- 
rangement. Such  a  wall  and  floor,  if 
properly  constructed,  will  last  beyond 
the  life  of  man.  It  never  pays  to 
cheapen  the  foundation. 

The  construction  of  the  house  is  a 
problem  which  demands  far  more  con- 
sideration than  it  usually  receives. 
Some  have  experimented  with  tile, 
brick  or  cement  blocks,  but  the  re- 
sults are  not  in  close  relationship  to 
the  cost.  Without  a  doubt,  the  major- 
ity of  poultry  houses  are  made  of  drop 
siding. 

As  the  matter  of  winter  egg  pro- 
duction increases  in  importance,  we 
note  that  a  reasonably  warm  poultry 
house  gains  in  favor.  Our  idea  is  that 
the  house  may  be  sheeted  up  on  the 
outside  with  ordinary  flooring.  This 
makes  a  tight  wall.  Now  put  insula- 
ting board  over  the  sheeting,  and  fin- 
ally cover  the  insulating  board  with 
shingles.  Such  a  wall  would  be  wind 
tight,  moisture  proof,  and  keep  the 
house  warm  inside  even  in  extremely 
cold  wintry  weather. 

We  strongly  urge  the  use  of  the 
insulating  board,  but  where  its  cost 
makes  its  use  prohibitive,  we  have  a 
substitute  plan.  Tack  a  good  grade 
tar  roofing  paper  over  the  sheeting 
and  then  cover  with  shingles.  This 
will  resist  wind  and  moisture,  but  will 
not  give  as  good  insulation  as  our 
other  plan.   However,  either  plan  will 
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be  an  improvement  over  the  ordinary 
wall  construction. 

In  laying  the  roof  of  practically  all 
poultry  houses,  the  roll  roofing  should 
be  used  in  place  of  shingles.  It  is  not 
practical  to  use  shingles  on  a  nearly 
flat  roof.  We  prefer  a  heavy  grade 
roll  roofing,  laid  on  a  rather  warm 
day  to  insure  a  flat  job.  About  every 
two  or  three  years,  go  over  the  roof 
with  asphalt  paint,  and  while  still 
sticky,  sift  on  a  little  fine  sand.  This 
stops  all  leaks,  builds  up  the  roof,  and 
will  give  long  and  dependable  service. 
Never  get  up  on  the  roof  while  the 
roofing  is  cold,  as  it  will  be  brittle 
and  crack  easily. 

The  house  faces  south  and  natur- 
ally has  plenty  of  windows  on  that 
side.  We  like  to  hinge  the  bottom  of 
the  top  sash  to  the  top  of  the  bottom 
sash,  so  that  the  top  of  the  top  sash 
may  be  tilted  into  the  house.  Side 
wings  of  metal  not  only  hold  the  sash 
in  position,  but  compel  fresh  air  to 
come  in  at  the  top.  Be  sure  to  have 
plenty  of  windows  to  make  the  house 
light  and  cheerful.  Of  course,  window 
glass  is  cold  in  winter,  so  better  not 
have  too  much  glass,  or  house  will  be 
cold.  If  you  use  glass  substitutes,  as 
so  many  are  doing  these  days,  you 
will  find  the  house  much  warmer.  Bet- 
ter follow  the  instructions  of  the 
makers  of  the  glass  substitute  so  that 
you  may  have  the  assurance  of  longer 
use  of  it. 

We  can  hardly  think  of  a  poultry 
house  lacking  in  proper  ventilation. 
Yet  almost  every  day  we  receive  let- 
ters relating  to  problems  which  are 
really  problems  of  ventilation. 

The  hinged  window  to  which  we 
have  made  reference  will  help  you 
admit  the  right  amoutn  of  clean,  fresh 
air.  The  problem  is  how  to  get  the 
foul  air  out  of  the  house.  In  the  ma- 
jority of  the  cases  a  flue  may  extend 
from  about  18  inches  of  the  floor  to 
the  roof  and  two  or  three  feet  above. 
The  ventilator  flue  may  be  of  metal 
or  wood.  The  wood  will  allow  the  air 
more  freedom  of  flow.  Some  put  a 
metal  cap  on  the  roof  and  have  wood 
down  in  the  poultry  house.  The  metal 
is  better  to  resist  the  weather.  A  flue 
one  foot  square  will  care  for  the 
average  size  poultry  house.  A  damper 
should  be  installed  in  the  flue  to  check 
the  outward  flow  on  very  cold  days 
in  winter.  Some  have  a  small  door 
in  the  flue  near  the  roof,  and  in  hot 
weather  this  door  is  left  open.  In  this 
way  the  excessive  summer  heat  of  the 
poultry  house  is  removed. 

Dropping  boards  came  into  use 
when  it  was  found  that  more  atten- 
tion to  sanitary  measures  was  re- 
quired. The  dropping  board  should  be 
made  so  that  the  job  of  cleaning  it  is 
reduced  to  a  minimum.  In  placing  the 
boards  remember  that  you  will  scrape 
the  droppings  towards  you.  It  will  be 
more  easy  to  scrape  lengthwise  than 
crosswise  of  the  boards.  We  have  tried 
metal  dropping  boards,  but  not  with 
entire  success. 

The  roosts  should  be  removable  and 
if  possible  build  the  dropping  boards 
so  that  they  may  be  taken  outside  the 
house  for  a  thorough  cleaning  at  least 
twice  each  year. 

Home-made  nests  are  all  right,  but 
we  rather  lean  to  the  metal  ones.  Last 
summer  we  saw  one  which  the  poul-

tryman  lifted  off  a  couple  hooks,  took 
outside  and  dumped  in  almost  no  time. 
Easy  to  clean,  lice  proof,  sanitary, 
and  looks  like  it  would  last  a  life- 
time. We  made  the  mental  reserva- 
tion right  there  to  build  no  more 
cracker  box  nests.  No  sir;  no  home- 
made contraptions  for  us  from  now 
on.  Those  metal  ones  have  our  nests 
beat  a  mile. 

We  have  purposely  avoided  telling 
you  just  what  type  of  house  to  build. 
We  have  tried  to  mention  a  few  ideas 
that  will  make  almost  any  house  a 
better  house.

POULTRY  OUTLOOK 


The  government  report  which  has 
just  been  issued  on  frozen  eggs  in  cold 
storage  holdings  in  the  United  States 
as  of  March  1,  1937,  was  34,426,000 
pounds.  This  compares  with  last  year 
of  47,983,000  pounds.  In  fact,  not  since 
1928  has  the  amount  of  frozen  eggs 
in  storage  been  as  low  as  it  was  on 
March  1,  and  it  is  particularly  notice- 
able because  a  great  many  more 
plants  are  in  operation  handling 
frozen  eggs  than  there  were  in  1928. 
Elsewhere  in  this  issue,  we  call  at- 
tention to  the  small  number  of  baby 
chicks  being  bought,  the  small  num- 
ber of  chicks  being  hatched,  and  the 
general  depletion  of  poultry  supplies 
on  the  farms  of  the  country.  That  this 
will  bring  a  tremendous  shortage  and 
mean  increased  prices  for  both  poul- 
try and  eggs  is  further  proven  by  the 
above  report.  When  poultry  is  low 
and  feed  is  high,  then  everybody 
wants  to  quit  raising  poultry.  It  is 
just  the  time  to  hold  on,  because  the 
scarity  that  is  already  becoming  evi- 
dent in  the  government  figures  will 
come  out  much  more  prominently  by 
next  fall  and  make  this  year's  poul- 
try raising  far  more  profitable  than 
it  appears  to  those  who  look  only  at 
the  immediate  situation.

SHORTAGE  EXPECTED

Notwithstanding  the  shortage  in 
frozen  eggs,  cold  storage  holdings  as 
of  April  1,  1937,  were  1,406,000  cases 
compared  with  807,000  on  April  1 
last  year.  The  reason  for  this  is  evi- 
dent. Nobody  is  buying  baby  chicks 
with  the  result  that  hatcheries  are 
not  buying  the  eggs,  and  they  are 
going  to  market  and  into  storage.  The 
real  shortage  will  come  next  fall  when 
we  will  miss  all  of  the  baby  chicks 
that  were  not  hatched  this  year,  as 
represented  by  these  extra  eggs  in 
storage. 

The  amount  of  poultry  in  storage  is 
reported  at  120,000,000  pounds  on 
April  1,  1937.  Also,  it  is  reported 
that  one-fourth  of  these  holdings  were 
turkeys.  From  this,  one  realizes  that 
the  farmers  selling  off  their  poultry 
this  spring  has  increased  the  poultry 
in  storage,  but  then  this,  too,  will  in- 
dicate the  shortage  to  be  expected 
this  fall. 
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IN  POULTRY  CONSTRUCTION 
WATCH  THE  ROOF

The  poultry  field  is  highly  com- 
petitive today.  It  approaches  much 
more  closely  the  status  of  a  science 
than  was  true  a  few  years  ago.  To  be 
successful  in  it  in  these  days,  one 
must  appreciate  this  fact,  and  one 
item  to  which  real  attention  must  he 
devoted  is  that  of  housing  the  birds 
properly. 

It  follows  naturally  that  one  of  the 
chief  items  of  concern  in  maintain- 
ing poultry  buildings  in  an  efficient 
state  of  repair  is  that  of  the  roof.  A 
dry,  sanitary  interior  is  necessary  if 
ailments  disastrous  to  the  daily  egg 
output  are  to  be  avoided. 

Generally,  poultry  house  construc- 
tion is  of  a  simple  type  and  initial 
construction  costs  are  maintained  at 
a  low  per  bird  level.  Shed  roofs  of 
relatively  little  pitch  are  too  com- 
monly employed,  with  the  result  that 
in  the  course  of  two  or  three  years 
leaks  develop,  and  repairs  become 
necessary,  continuing  to  be  necessary 
with  increasing  frequency. 

Thus,  in  building  poultry  houses,  I 
should  consider  very  carefully  the 
matter  of  roof  construction.  If,  with 
a  slightly  greater  initial  outlay,  the 
problem  of  leaky  roofs  could  be  elim- 
inated and  greater  permanence  of  the 
entire  plant  attained,  I  should  advise 
moving  in  that  direction. 

Durability  should  certainly  be  a 
prime  factor  in  the  choice  of  poultry 
house  roofing.  Fire-resistant  qualities 
of  the  material  which  will  resist  the 
chimney  spark  or  the  spark  carried 
from  any  nearby  brush  or  building- 
fire  should  be  another  requisite.  At- 
tractiveness in  appearance  is  also  im- 
portant, not  only  from  the  standpoint 
of  sales  appeal,  but  also  because  it 
exerts  an  important  influence  on  the 
owner  from  the  standpoint  of  pride 
and  satisfaction. 

The  employment  of  an  even  span, 
or  uneven  span,  type  of  roof  construc- 
tion which  allows  for  increased  pitch 
over  the  shed  roof,  plus  the  use  of  a 
more  permanent  type  of  roofing  ma- 
terial, will  accomplish  these  goals  ad- 
mirably. Asphalt  shingles  are  one  of 
the  leading  types  of  roofing  which 
achieve  these  aims  remarkably  well, 
and  add  to  the  general  attractiveness 
of  any  poultry  plant. 

It  is  true,  of  course,  that  under 
present-day  competitive  conditions, 
birds  cannot  be  expected  to  yield 
profits  when  saddled  to  high  over- 
head charges.  But  it  becomes  more 
and  more  apparent,  in  view  of  wide 
observation,  that  low  initial  costs, 
plus  fairly  frequent  and  regular  re- 
pair bills  over  a  period  of  years,  more 
than  offset  a  somewhat  higher  initial 
cost  that  eliminates  subsequent  re- 
pairs.

NUMBER  OR  SIZE? 

One  big  question  before  our  poul- 
trymen  today  is  whether  we  are 
going  to  breed  the  hen  which  lays 
large  eggs  or  the  hen  which  lays  a 
large  number  of  eggs.  Of  course,  a 
combination  hen  which  would  lay  a 
large  number  of  big  eggs  would  be 
the  ideal.  It  appears  that  such  hens 
must  be  developed.  One  such  hen  does 
not  indicate  that  many  others  will 
follow.  It  does  seem  quite  certain 
that  eventually  we  will  reach  the 
goal  of  birds  combining  both  these 
qualities. 

At  the  present  moment,  consider- 
able stress  is  being  placed  upon 
heavy  laying.  Now  certainly  this  is 
in  the  right  direction.  We  must  have 
birds  capable  of  heavy  production. 
The  more  eggs  a  hen  will  lay,  the 
greater  will  be  our  profit.  And  who  is 
not  in  the  poultry  business  to  make 
money  ? 

In  many  cases  heavy  production  is 
secured  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  size  of 
the  egg.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
more  and  more  attention  is  being 
given  to  the  size  of  the  egg.  It  is  not 
enough  that  a  hen  lay  200  eggs  per 
year.  She  must  lay  large  eggs.  The 
buying  public  is  becoming  educated 
to  demand  an  egg  which  weighs  at 
least  two  ounces.  Eventually  only 
large  eggs  can  be  sold  for  table  pur- 
poses. In  that  event  it  will  be  neces- 


sary to  have  hens  which  will  lay  large 

eggs. 

In  our  craze  to  obtain  high  produc- 
tion, let  us  pause  and  look  into  the 
future  and  try  to  fully  realize  that 
while  we  must  have  lots  of  eggs,  yet 
they  must  be  large  ones.  The  day  of 
the  small  egg  is  numbered.  The  day 
of  the  large  egg  is  just  dawning.  In 
the  next  ten  years  we  will  hear  con- 
siderable about  big  eggs.  Poultry 
breeders  must  recognize  the  coming 
change  and  alter  their  plans  to  con- 
form to  the  new  order  of  things. 
Alter  all,  if  the  breeders  fail  to  sense 
the  drift  of  events,  they  may  seriously 
impair  the  future  of  poultry.  Public 
opinion  is  demanding  big  eggs.  It  is 
our  duty  to  see  that  the  need  is  met. 
■  o  

THE  BALANCED  RATION 

At  all  seasons  of  the  year  we  hear 
considerable  about  the  balanced  ra- 
tion. Possibly  we  hear  more  about  it 
at  this  particular  season. 

Just  what  is  the  balanced  ration 
and  is  its  importance  worthy  of  so 
much  stress? 

The  balanced  ration  contains  the 
right  food  elements  in  the  proper 
proportion  to  gain  the  desired  results. 
In  order  to  mix  a  balanced  ration,  one 
must  know  for  what  purpose  the  ra- 
tion is  to  be  used.  For  example,  you 
may  wish  to  obtain  rapid  growth  in 
your  young  stock.  Or  you  may  desire 


a  ration  to  promote  heavy  egg  pro- 
duction. Possibly  you  may  wish  to 
fatten  some  of  the  surplus  birds.  Thus 
it  is  seen  that  the  ration  may  have 
several  purposes  to  perform.  It  seems 
but  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the 
ration  that  is  balanced  in  one  case 
may  not  be  balanced  in  another.  The 
ration  can  only  be  properly  balanced 
when  we  know  for  what  purpose  it  is 
to  be  used. 

Many  poultrymen  attempt  to  mix  a 
balanced  ration  at  tome.  In  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  they  lack  the  knowl- 
edge and  facilities  for  developing  a 
properly  balanced  ration.  Of  course, 
they  manage  to  mix  up  some  kind  of 
a  feed,  and  often  the  wonder  is  that 
the  result  sare  as  good  as  they  are. 
In  this  day  and  age  of  well-balanced 
commercial  feeds,  it  appears  unwise 
for  the  individual  to  attempt  to  mix 
rations  at  home.  The  commercial  ra- 
tions are  the  result  of  skill,  scientific 
knowledge,  and  elaborate  machinery 
and  equipment.  The  result  is  a  high- 
ly satisfactory  and  well  balanced 
ration.

FEEDS  MANGLES 


Waukesha,  Wis.,  April  10,  1937. 
Editor  POULTRY  KEEPER: 

I  note  W.  B.  inquires  in  regards  to 
keeping  mangles  through  the  winter. 

I  have  raised  mangles  for  chickens 
for  the  last  four  years  and  have  good 
success  in  keeping  them. 

Harvest  the  crop  before  it  °;ets  too 
cold.  Do  not  cut  the  tops  off,  but 
break  them  off  by  hand.  Take  all  the 
dirt  off  that  is  possible  without  break- 
ing or  bruising  them,  put  them  in  a 
pile,  and  cover  them  with  the  tops 
for  a  few  days;  procure  nice  dry 
leaves,  maple  leaves  preferred.  Pro- 
cure a  box  large  enough  to  hold  your 
supply,  put  in  a  layer  of  leave3  on  the 
bottom,  then  a  layer  of  mangles, 
more  leaves,  etc.  Put  the  box  in  a 
cool  part  of  the  cellar,  the  same  as 
for  other  vegetables. 

Be  sure  the  leaves  and  the  outer 
surface  of  the  mangles  is  dry  when 
you  pack  them.  I  have  mangles  now 
that  are  as  fresh  as  when  I  packed 
them.

Food  Consumed 

Would  you  please  tell  me  whether  Leghorn 
chickens  eat  less  than  heavy  breeds,  like 
Orpingtons? — A.  V.  K.,  Pennsylvania. 

Dr.  Kaupp  in  his  book,  "Poultry 
Culture,"  says,  "Small  breeds  such  as 
Leghorns  and  Campines  will  consume 
on  an  average  about  65  to  70  pounds 
of  feed  per  hen  per  year.  Large  breeds 
as  the  Plymouth  Rocks  and  Orping- 
tons will  consume  an  average  of  about 
85  pounds  feed  per  hen  per  year." 
This  answers  your  question,  but  in 
justice  to  the  larger  breeds  it  should 
be  said  that  when  they  are  sent  to 
market  they  will  bring  more  than  the 
small  breeds.

Feeding  Table  Scraps 

I  would  like  to  ask  it  the  waste  stuff  from 
the  table  is  alright  to  feed  to  the  hens. — A.

Fresh,  clean  table  scraps  are  all 
right  to  feed  your  poultry.  It  may  be 
a  little  rich,  so  do  not  give  too  much 
of  it.  We  like  to  run  it  through  a 
food  chopper  and  mix  in  enough  dry 
mash  to  make  it  crumbly  and  then 
give  this  at  noon.  Be  sure  to  give 
plenty  of  green  food  along  at  the 
same  time,  and  we  do  not  believe  that 
you  will  have  any  trouble.

1.  The  strain  which  you  have  is  one 
of  the  best.  It  is  considered  more  in- 
tensively bred  for  production  than  for 
exhibition,  but  the  writer  has  seen 
some  of  the  birds  at  the  shows  which 
gave  a  very  good  account  of  them- 
selves. 

2.  Yes.  It  has  always  done  well,  and 
when  properly  managed  it  is  a  top- 
notcher. 

3.  No.  Nothing  could  be  gained  and 
a  great  deal  might  be  lost.  By  all 
means  keep  it  pure. 

4.  Generally  March  or  April  is  a 
good  time  to  hatch  Barred  Rock 
chicks.  Sometimes  if  well  cared  for 
the  May  and  early  June  chicks  will 
do  real  well,  but  a  great  deal  depends 
upon  the  caretaker.

Aphis  cannot  be  killed  by  arsenic 
or  sundry  poisons  because  their  na 
ture  of  attacking  plant  life  enables 
them  to  avoid  some  types  of  poison. 

The  aphis  is  a  sucking  insect.  It 
derives  its  nourishment  and  inflicts 
damage  by  inserting  its  bill-like 
mouth  into  the  plant  stem  and  draw 
ing  out  the  sap  just  as  a  mosquito 
draws  blood  from  a  person.

K  UDZU 

THE  GREAT  FORAGE  CROP 


Here  is  green  food  for  your  poultry 
all  winter  long.  Kudzu  is  different 
from  other  plants.  It  is  harvested 
just  like  hay  and  cures  quicker  than 
any  other.  In  the  winter  time  just 
moisten  the  Kudzu  and  it  becomes 
almost  like  fresh  foliage  again. 

Kudzu  grows  rampant  in  any  cli- 
mate and  can  be  planted  on  any  soil 
not  water  soaked  and  not  a  desert.  It 
is  a  perennial  legume  that  grows  year 
after  year;  the  soil  becomes  richer 
with  each  passing  year.  The  great 
roots  dig  deeply  into  the  soil  and 
make  it  proof  against  dry  weather 

Kudzu  comes  from  the  roots  with 
the  first  thaw  and  grows  vigorously 
until  a  killing  frost.  Two  crops  may 
be  cut  in  the  north  and  four  in  the 
south.  The  yield  is  about  2V2  tons 
per  cut,  and  10  tons  have  frequently 
been  cut  in  one  season  from  a  single 
acre.  Kudzu  should  be  given  cultiva- 
tion the  first  year  and  some  other 
row  crop  can  be  raised  on  the  same 
land.  After  the  first  year,  however, 
Kudzu  needs  no  attention.  It  is  a  na- 
tive of  Japan  where  it  is  the  leading 
hay  crop.  It  may  be  fed  to  any  live- 
stock without  danger. 

KUDZU  contains  more  protein  than 
wheat  bran — as  high  as  19.82  per  cent 
and  averaging  17.43  per  cent.  A  re- 
markable feature  is  that  although  the 
hay  is  richer  than  alfalfa,  yet  it  is  not 
injurious  to  horses  and  perfectly  safe 
for  all  stock,  when  fed  either  green 
or  dry.  Does  not  cause  sickness  of 
animals  even  when  overfed;  when  fed 
to  cows,  it  will  produce  more  milk 
and  richer  milk  than  any  other  one 
feed;  and  makes  a  good  permanent 
pasture. 

KUDZU  can  be  harvested  when  the 
weather  conditions  are  unfavorable 
for  other  hays,  and  will  yield  a  fine 
quality  of  hay,  often  when  continued 
showers  and  dampness  would  mean 
ruin  to  any  other  legume  hay.  It  cures 
the  quickest  of  any  known  hay,  and 
the  leaves  do  not  drop  off.  Instances 
are  known  when  four  cuttings  of  hay, 
averaging  2%  tons  per  cutting  and 
making  a  total  yield  of  ten  tons  per 
acre  in  a  single  season,  have  been 
made. 

KUDZU  should  be  given  cultivation 
the  first  season.  A  full  crop  of  corn 
or  a  good  crop  of  potatoes,  or  any 
other  similar  crop,  may  be  raised  on 
the  same  land  the  first  year,  so  the 
farmer  does  not  lose  the  use  of  the 
land.  After  the  first  year,  no  cultiva- 
tion is  needed,  as  the  plants  will  cover 
the  ground  the  next  season  and  take 
root  at  the  joint,  growing  so  rapidly 
as  to  choke  out  other  plants  (even 
such  pests  at  Johnson  and  Bermuda 
grasses)  yet  it  is  an  easy  matter  to 
get  rid  of  Kudzu  if  desired,  for  it  has 
a  peculiar  habit  of  neither  blooming 
nor  bearing  seed  under  field  culture, 
and  the  plants  will  only  sprout  from 
the  crowns  and  can  be  killed  by  cut- 
ting off  these  crowns  with  a  disc  plow 
in  hot,  dry  weather.  When  the  crowns 
of  Kudzu  roots  are  cut  off  and  ex- 
posed to  sunshine  for  half  a  day  or 
so,  they  are  killed,  and  the  roots  de- 
cay. Another  method  to  eradicate 
Kudzu,  in  case  one  desires  to  put  a 
field  back  to  intertilled  crops,  is  to 
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plow  late  in  the  fall  and  plant  the 
following  spring  to  corn,  beans,  pota- 
toes, or  any  other  crop  that  can  be 
given  careful  cultivation. 

One  farmer  who  has  given  Kudzu  a 
good  trial  says:  "In  my  thirty-five 
years'  experience  in  farming  in  differ- 
ent states,  and  with  various  hay  crops, 
I  have  never  seen  a  hay  that  cures  so 
quickly,  held  its  leaves  so  well,  or 
kept  its  color  so  perfectly  under  vari- 
ous conditions  as  Kudzu  docs.  It  does 
not  require  lime,  as  is  the  case  with 
alfalfa  and  some  other  legumes.  It 
does  not  require  a  rich  soil,  and  so 
far  as  our  experiments  have  gone  the 
past  ten  years,  fertilizing  is  not  only 
unnecessary  but  unprofitable.  I  have 
had  plantings  in  which  some  were  lo- 
cated in  the  very  poorest  of  soils — 
soils  that  would  not  produce  corn, 
melons,  or  even  cow  peas — and  with 
the  exception  that  young  plants  did 
not  start  off  quite  so  readily  on  these 
poor  soils,  no  one  could  tell  the  differ- 
ence at  the  end  of  the  second  season." 

Growers  are  now  propagating  it  al- 
most entirely  by  transplanting  young 
plants  from  old  Kudzu  fields.  They 
prepare  the  ground  the  same  as  for 
a  crop  of  corn,  and  then  check  off 
into  rows  10  feet  apart  each  way,  set- 
ting a  plant  at  each  check.  While  it 
is  a  common,  everyday  matter  for  a 
man  to  set  out  a  number  of  acres  of 
cabbage,  tomato,  tobacco  or  sweet 
potatoes,  setting  each  plant  by  hand, 
it  is  rather  a  shock  at  first  to  consid- 
er putting  out  a  hay  or  pasture  field 
in  this  manner.  When  we  come  to 
scrutinize  this  objection,  however,  it 
seems  to  vanish  in  thin  air,  for  the 
common  practice  of  setting  the  plants 
ten  feet  apart  calls  for  only  about 
450  plants  to  the  acre.  This  is  a  job 
not  nearly  so  expensive  as  seeding  an 
acre  of  alfalfa;  especially  is  this  so 
when  we  take  into  consideration  the 
thorough  preparation  necessary  for 
alfalfa  and  the  cost  of  liming  and 
manuring  or  fertilizing  the  field  as  is 
the  common  practice. 


PREDICT  HIGHER  POULTRY 


Commenting  on  poultry  conditions, 
based  on  reports  from  various  agen- 
cies, Reese  V.  Hicks,  secretary  of  the 
International  Baby  Chick  Association, 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  writes: 

"There  is  a  definite  shortage  of 
poultry  on  the  farms.  Many  farmers 
have  sold  their  flocks  off  and  have 
not  replaced  them  with  chicks  that 
will  be  pullets  this  fall.  Hatcheries 
are  reporting  fewer  chicks  sold  this 
year.  This  means  that  eggs  will  be 
needed  for  this  fall,  and  the  farmer 
who  has  flocks  will  be  able  to  cash 
in  on  his  flocks,  due  to  the  outlook 
for  good  egg  prices. 

"Less  poultry  on  farms  also  means 
that  dressed  poultry  will  be  higher 
this  fall  and  the  outlook  is  that  price 
will  be  four  or  five  cents  a  pound 
higher.  Chicks  bought  in  May  and 
June  can  be  raised  for  very  little 
money  and  will  be  producing  eggs,  or 
can  go  to  market  next  fall  when 
prices  are  best,  thus  increasing  profits 
for  the  poultry  raiser  who  acts  on  the 
present  indications. 

"In  comparison  with  a  few  years 
ago,  chick  prices  are  considerable 
lower.

SHELL  STRENGTH 


Losses  from  breakage  are  frequent- 
ly quite  serious  because  a  single  brok- 
en egg  may  spoil  the  appearance  of 
the  whole  case  of  eggs  and  thereby 
decrease  the  value  of  the  entire  lot. 
The  strength  of  the  egg  shell  depends 
on  the  amount  of  calcium  in  the  ration 
and  the  access  of  the  birds  to  the 
vitamin  D  factor.  The  calcium  can  be 
furnished  by  keeping  oyster  shell  be- 
fore the  birds  at  all  times.  Vitamin  D 
can  be  supplied  by  either  alolwing  the 
birds  acces  sto  direct  sunshine  or  by 
feeding  one  per  cent  cod  liver  oil  in 
the  ration.

THE  GREAT  FORAGE  CROP 


KUDZU  is  a  wonderful  perennial 
legume.  It  outyields  alfnlfa  on  poor 
land;  succeeds  on  land  too  poor  for 
alfalfa;  and  does  not  have  to  be  fer- 
tilized or  limed.  While  it  is  perfectly 
hardy  in  the  Northern  State,  the 
South  is  where  it  thrives  to  perfec- 
tion, and  it  is  there  that  it  is  a  most 
profitable  crop.

It  en- 
riches poor  soil  more  rapidly  and 
more  permanently  than  it  can  be  im- 
proved in  any  other  way,  and  will 
transform  nonproductive,  barren  hill- 
sides into  a  main  resource  of  the 
farm. 

KUDZU  contains  more  protein  than 
wheat  bran — as  high  as  19.82  per  cent 
and  averaging  17.43  per  cent.  A  re- 
markable feature  is  that  although  the 
hay  is  richer  than  alfalfa,  yet  it  is  not 
injurious  to  horses  and  perfectly  safe 
for  all  stock  when  fed  either  green 
or  dry.  Does  not  cause  sickness  of 
animals  even  when  overfed;  when  fed 
to  cows,  it  will  produce  more  milk 
and  richer  milk  than  any  other  one 
feed;  and  makes  a  good  permanent 
pasture. 

KUDZU  can  be  harvested  when  the 
weather  conditions  are  unfavorable 
for  other  hays,  and  will  yield  a  fine 
quality  of  hay,  often  when  continued 
showers  and  dampness  would  mean 
ruin  to  any  other  legume  hay.  It  cures 
the  quickest  of  any  known  hay,  and 
the  leaves  do  not  drop  off.  Instances 
are  known  when  four  cuttings  of  hay, 
averaging  2V2  tons  per  cutting  and 
making  a  total  yield  of  ten  tons  per 
acre  in  a  single  season,  have  been 
made. 

KUDZU  should  be  given  cultivation 
the  first  season.  A  full  crop  of  corn 
or  a  good  crop  of  potatoes,  or  any 
other  similar  crop,  may  be  raised  on 
the  same  land  the  first  year,  so  the 
farmer  does  not  lose  the  use  of  the 
land.  After  the  first  year,  no  cultiva- 
tion is  needed,  as  the  plants  will  cover 
the  ground  the  next  season  and  take 
root  at  the  joint,  growing  so  rapidly 
as  to  choke  out  other  plants  (even 
such  pests  as  Johnson  and  Bermuda 
grasses)  yet  it  is  an  easy  matter  to 
get  rid  of  Kudzu  if  desired,  for  it  has 
a  peculiar  habit  of  neither  blooming 
nor  bearing  seed  under  field  culture, 
and  the  plants  will  only  sprout  from 
the  crowns  and  can  be  killed  by  cut- 
ting off  these  crowns  with  a  disc  plow 
in  hot,  dry  weather.  When  the  crowns 
of  Kudzu  roots  are  cut  off  and  ex- 
posed to  sunshine  for  half  a  day  or 
so,  they  are  killed,  and  the  roots  de- 
cay. Another  method  to  eradicate 
Kudzu,  in  case  one  desires  to  put  a 
field  back  to  itnertilled  crops,  is  to 
plow  la.te  in  the  fall  and  plant  the 
following  spring  to  corn,  beans,  pota- 
toes, or  anv  other  crop  that  can  be 
given  careful  cultivation.

SMALL  BREEDING  UNIT 


FEED  AND  CARE  OF  DUCKS 
AND  GEESE 


There  are  many  flocks  of  ducks  and 
geese  that  are  not  fed  and  cared  for 
during  the  late  winter  as  they  should 
be  for  best  results.  Many  of  these 
fowls  get  only  what  they  chance  to 
pick  up  when  the  hens  are  fed  and 
what  they  can  find  to  eat  around  the 
farm  buildings,  and  that  is  not 
enough. 

It  pays  to  give  the  ducks  and  geese 
good  care  and  plenty  of  feed  during 
the  winter  and  spring  breeding  sea- 
son. Roughing  them  through  on  scant 
rations  does  not  pay.  Ducks,  especial- 
ly, will  not  thrive  with  a  caretaker 
who  tries  to  hustle  them  around,  loses 
his  temper  through  lack  of  patience, 
or  is  slack  in  the  duties  of  feeding 
and  cleaning.  A  liking  for  ducks  is 
essential  to  the  successful  duck 
farmer. 

Starting  now,  geese  should  be  fed 
rations  which  will  keep  them  in  good 
condition,  but  not  fat.  That  these 
fowls  will  get  some  additional  fiber, 
give  them  all  the  alfalfa  or  clover 
hay,  or  corn  ensilage  they  will  clean 
up  in  an  hour  or  so  at  morning  and 
night.  All  of  these  feeds  should  be 
clean  and  free  of  mold.  For  grain 
mixture,  two  parts  of  corn  and  one 
part  of  wheat  by  weight  .answers 
very  nicely. 

About  three  weeks  before  you 
want  them  to  start  laying,  cut  down 
on  the  grain,  and  feed  a  laying  mash 
consisting  of  two  parts  by  weight  of 
ground  wheat,  one  part  corn  meal 
and  one-fourth  part  of  meat  scraps. 
Moisten  with  skim  milk  and  water, 
preferably  all  skim  milk,  so  as  to 
make  a  crumbly  mash  and  give  only 
what  they  will  clean  up  in  ten  min- 
utes morning  and  night. 

In  feeding  breeding  ducks,  it  de- 
pends on  the  brood,  for  heavy  ducks 
start  about  three  weeks  before  they 
are  expected  to  lay,  and  feed  a  mash 


made  up  of  three  parts  corn  meal, 
four  parts  of  bran,  two  parts  alfalfa 
meal  or  sprouted  oats,  and  three- 
fourths  part  of  meat  scraps,  all  by 
measure,  moisten  the  same  as  for 
geese,  and  feed  what  they  will  eat  up 
in  twenty  minutes  morinng  and  night. 
Waterfowl  require  plenty  of  grit  and 
shell,  and  always  water  enough  close 
by  so  that  they  can  get  their  entire 
head  in.  Persons  who  do  not  like 
ducks  or  geese  had  better  let  them 
alone,  for  in  such  hands  they  are  not 
profitable.— C,  N.  Y.

you  claim  to  sell.  Do  not  misrepre- 
sent anything.  Possibly  we  may  not 
be  your  netx  customer.  Perhaps  we 
may.  You  never  can  tell  when  we 
may  drive  into  your  yard  and  ask  for 
three  or  four  dozen  eggs.  And  if  you 
always  sell  good  eggs  you  have  noth- 
ing to  fear.  If  you  sell  "rejects"  we 
might  ask  the  federal  authorities  to 
look  into  the  matter  and  it  might  cost 
you  quite  a  little  money.  It  always 
pays  to  be  honest. 


TRAP  NESTING  PAYS 


Many  poultrymen  refuse  to  install 
trap  nests  because  they  feel  it  de- 
mands considerable  labor  to  keep 
them  working.  Of  course,  it  does 
take  some  attention  to  keep  the  rec- 
ords. However,  we  feel  that  the  bene- 
fits to  be  derived  from  the  use  of  the 
trap  nest  are  far  more  valuable  than 
the  extra  labor  necessary. 

The  trap  nest  reveals  many  loafers 
in  the  flock,  and  by  systematic  cull- 
ing the  non-producers  may  be  sent  to 
the  butcher. 

We  firmly  believe  that  a  large 
number  of  our  readers  will  find  it  to 
their  advantage  to  trap  nest  their 
flocks.  Possibly  the  profits  would  be 
larger  if  they  would  get  rid  of  the 
star  boarders. 

Remember,  that  the  trap  nest  en- 
ables you  to  locate  the  loafer.  You 
know  what  each  hen  is  doing.  In  most 
cases  where  trap  nests  are  installed 
there  are  a  number  of  surprises  when 
you  look  over  the  records.  Certainly 
you  do  not  wish  to  be  blind  to  the 
facts  and  keep  a  lot  of  non-produc- 
ers. Why  not  trap  nest  the  birds  and 
get  your  business  dow  non  the  most 
efficient  basis? 


BREAK  UP  BROODY  HENS 


If  a  hen  becomes  broody  and  you 
do  not  expect  to  use  her  to  incubate 
eggs,  break  her  up  at  once. 

Some  years  ago  we  carried  on  some 
observations  and  found  the  hen  which 
was  immediately  put  in  the  broody 
coop  was  back  to  laying  in  ten  days. 
Another  hen  was  allowed  to  stay 
broody  for  ten  days  before  she  was 
placed  in  the  broody  coop.  She  was 
not  back  to  laying  for  twenty-one 
days.  Still  another  hen  was  broody 
twenty-one  days,  and  she  took  thirty- 
five  days  to  get  back  to  her  nest 
duties.  This  indicates  the  importance 
of  promptly  breaking  up  a  broody 
hen.  Every  poultryman  should  have 
a  broody  coop.  Don't  try  to  drown  the 
hen  to  make  her  stop  being  broody. 
Don't  abuse  her.  Put  her  in  a  broody 
coop  and  feed  her  well,  and  she  will 
be  back  to  her  duties  of  shelling  out 
eggs  in  almost  no  time.

Caponizing  Brings  Profits 


Records  have  been  found  which  in- 
dicate that  capons  have  been  pro- 
duced at  least  2,000  years  ago,  and 
perhaps  longer.  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that  caponizing  dates  back  for  many 
centuries,  even  today  capons  are  not 
as  popular  as  they  deserve  to  be.  It  is 
a  very  hopeful  sign  that  slowly  the 
public  is  coming  to  appreciate  their 
value,  and  the  demand  is  increasing 
more  rapidly  each  year. 

Perhaps  some  who  read  these  lines 
may  wish  to  start  at  the  very  begin- 
ning and  ask  what  a  capon  is.  A 
capon  is  a  castrated  cockerel  and 
bears  the  same  relationship  to  the 
flock  as  does  the  steer  to  the  herd. 
Caponizing  is  merely  removing  the 
generative  organs.  While  the  opera- 
tion is  not  serious,  yet  it  completely 
changes  the  characteristics  of  the 
cockerel.  Even  the  most  pugnacious 
cockerel  becomes  docile  after  the 
operation.  He  gets  lazy,  moves  more 
slowly,  and  seems  to  have  one  sole 
aim  in  life,  and  that  is  to  keep  his 
crop  full.  The  comb  and  wattles  stop 
growing,  but  the  birds  begin  to  show 
signs  of  extraordinary  growih.  ouch 
birds  are  easy  to  fatten,  and  the  flesh 
becomes  tender,  fine  grained,  juicy, 
and  sweet  flavored.  Naturally,  such 
birds  command  high  prices  because 
of  their  fine  quality.  Once  a  person 
has  had  a  choice  capon  for  his  Sunday 
dinner,  he  is  not  satisfied  with  an 
ordinary  fowl  in  the  future. 

One  should  not  overlook  the  fact 
that  while  the  quality  of  the  flesh  is 
greatly  improved,  yet  the  size  of  the 
bird  is  also  increased.  Many  times 
capons  will  weigh  from  one-third  to 
one-half  more  than  a  rooster  of  the 
same  age.  This  means  greatly  in- 
creased profits. 

What  breed  is  best  adapted  to  the 
production  of  capons  will  prabably  be 
your  next  question.  This  question  will 
be  answered  according  to  the  purpose 
for  which  to  produce  capons  for  home 
consumption,  he  can  use  the  cockerel 
at  hand.  If  he  desires  to  enter  this 
field  as  a  commercial  proposition,  he 
will  be  far  more  careful  as  to  the 
breed  he  will  select.  The  Plymouth 
Rocks,  Wyandottes  and  Rhode  Island 
Reds  make  excellent  capons.  The 
Orpingtons,  Jersey  Giants  and  other 
large  breeds  should  not  be  overlooked. 
They  are  excellent.  The  Leghorns, 
Anconas  and  other  small  breeds  do 


not  make  such  good  capons.  Caponiz- 
ing will  improve  the  quality  of  meat 
in  these  smaller  breeds,  but,  generally 
speaking,  they  are  not  considered  as 
best  for  commercial  capons. 

Before  we  start  the  actual  opera- 
tion, we  should  look  over  the  instru- 
ments and  equipment,  and  see  that 
everything  is  ready.  We  will  need  a 
stand  about  2  by  3  feet  with  rounded 
corners.  We  have  used  a  barrel  when 
a  suitable  table  was  not  at  hand.  Two 
strong  cords  will  be  needed.  We  will 
want  one  cord  to  fasten  the  wings 
and  the  other  to  tie  the  legs. 
Weights  will  be  necessary  to  tie  on 
these  cords.  A  sharp,  thin  knife  to 
cut  through  the  skin  is  essential,  and 
be  sure  it  is  sharp.  A  speader  is  most 
essential  and  will  be  found  in  every 
set  of  instruments.  The  probe  is  used 
to  push  back  the  intestines  so  as  to 
give  one  a  better  view  of  his  work. 
There  are  many  various  instruments 
to  remove  the  testicles.  Some  are  in 
the  form  of  a  spoon,  while  others 
employ  a  fine  wire  to  sever  the  cord 
which  fastens  the  organs  to  the  back- 
bone. Be  sure  to  have  a  dish  of  vater 
to  which  has  been  added  a  few  drops 
of  carbolic  acid,  and  a  small  sponge 
may  be  very  handy. 

Look  over  the  various  tools  and  be 
sure  that  you  are  familiar  with  their 
uses.  If  you  know  how  to  use  each  in- 
strument you  will  find  the  operation 
far  more  easy,  and  the  chances  for 
success  will  be  increased.  Have  every- 
thing handy.  You  can't  run  around 
to  look  up  an  instrument  whil  i  you 
are  performing  the  operation. 

Before  you  begin  the  operation, 
make  sure  that  the  cockerels  are  of 
the  proper  size  and  age.  If  they  are 
too  small  the  organs  will  not  be  suffi- 
ciently developed  that  they  may  be 
easily  removed.  If  the  birds  are  too 
large  there  is  added  danger  that  they 
may  bleed  to  death.  Usually  the 
cockerels  should  be  from  2  to  3 
months  of  age,  and  weigh  from  iy2 
to  2  pounds.  This  matter  calls  for 
some  discretion  on  your  part. 

Thirty-six  hours  before  the  opera- 
tion, food  should  be  discontinued.  This 
will  empty  the  intestines  and  give 
more  room  in  which  to  work. 

It  used  to  be  thought  essential  to 
perform  the  operation  on  a  day  in 
which  the  sun  was  very  bright.  Nowa- 
days an  electric  light  makes  it  possi- 


ble to  work  any  day.  A  bright  light 
is  very  necessary. 

Fasten  the  fowl  on  the  table  and  be 
sure  he  is  well  secured. 

Dampen  the  feathers  just  forward 
of  the  right  hip.  Part  the  feathers 
between  the  first  and  second  ribs. 
Draw  the  skin  back  over  the  hip. 
Find  location  one  inch  below  the 
backbone  and  make  a  slight  incision 
between  and  parallel  with  the  ribs. 
Be  careful  not  to  cut  too  deep.  Take 
the  hook  and  tear  the  membrane 
which  encloses  the  abdominal  cavity. 
Now  arrange  the  light  so  that  it  will 
shine  in  the  abdomen.  Insert  spreader. 
Press  back  the  intestines  and  along 
the  backbone  you  will  observe  the  two 
testicles  which  are  shaped  like  a  kid- 
ney bean.  They  are  cream  colored. 
They  are  attached  to  the  backbone  by 
fine  cords.  Now  insert  the  removing 
instrument  and  endeavor  to  remove 
lower  testicle  first.  Then  repeat  oper- 
ation on  other  testicle.  Herein  lies  the 
need  for  skill.  You  must  completely 
remove  al  lof  each  testicle.  If  any 
is  left  it  will  begin  to  grow  again  and 
the  result  will  be  a  "slip,"  which  is 
neither  a  capon  or  a  rooster.  Such 
birds  have  low  market  value.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  you  get  too  close  to  the 
backbone  you  may  rupture  a  blood 
vessel,  in  which  case  the  fowl  will 
bleed  to  death.  The  blood  vessel  is 
close  to  the  backbone,  and  care  must 
be  taken  not  to  injure  it.  Should  it 
be  evident  that  this  blood  vessel  has 
been  severed,  kill  and  bleed  the  bird 
at  once.  However,  slight  bleeding  need 
cause  no  alarm.  The  sponge  will 
quickly  absorb  any  surplus  blood. 

When  the  operation  is  completed, 
the  spreader  may  be  removed  and  the 
skin  allowed  to  slip  back  in  place.  If 
you  drawed  the  skin  over  the  hip  as 
suggested  it  will  be  found  that  the 
wound  is  in  front  of  the  incision.  This 
will  help  in  the  healing  process. 

Release  bird  and  put  in  box  well 
bedded  with  clean  straw.  Give  water 
and  a  light  feed  of  soft  food.  Be 
careful  not  to  overfeed  for  a  few 
days.  And  keep  the  capons  away 
from  the  cockerels.  A  capon  has  no 
desire  to  fight  and  really  needs  some 
protection  for  a  time  until  strength 
returns.  When  properly  cared  for 
the  bird  appears  to  suffer  no  ill  ef-

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fects  from  the  operation.  They  usual- 
ly go  back  to  eating  right  away. 

Caponizing  is  not  at  all  difficult. 
One  must  have  the  right  kind  of  in- 
struments. In  the  majority  of  cases 
where  trouble  is  experienced,  we  have 
found  that  home-made  instruments 
were  used.  In  many  cases  it  is  pos- 
sible to  use  home-made  equipment, 
but  in  the  matter  of  caponizing  we 
think  it  best  to  purchase  a  set  of  in- 
struments. When  good  tools  are  used 
the  loss  is  very  small.  We  have  known 
of  many  who  never  lost  a  bird,  and  a 
very  large  per  cent  were  beginners.  A 
loss  of  2  or  3  per  cent  is  about  the 
usual  run  and  in  very  rare  cases  we 
heard  of  over  5  per  cent.  With  a  good 
set  of  instruments  and  a  little  care, 
you  need  not  have  any  worry  about 
losses. 

We  feel  that  probably  quite  a  num- 
ber of  our  readers  will  want  to  solve 
the  surplus  cockerel  problem  by 
caponizing  them.  You  will  find  it 
profitable.  Doubtless  you  could  buy 
some  of  your  neighbor's  cockerels  and 
caponize  them.  Here  is  an  opportun- 
ity. You  can  turn  it  to  a  tidy  profit. 
Or  if  you  wish  to  caponize  the  cock- 
erels for  your  friends  you  can  do  it  at 
so  much  per  bird.  In  this  way  you 
get  cash  for  your  work,  and  in  almost 
every  section  there  is  always  a  chance 
for  one  who  knows  how  to  caponize 
cockerels. 

Even  if  you  do  not  wish  to  do  this 
on  a  commercial  scale,  we  hope  you 
will  caponize  a  few  cockerels  for  home 
use  anyway.  Treat  yourself  and  fam- 
ily to  a  real  good  capon  dinner  some 
time  next  fall  and  you  will  be  so  de- 
lighted that  you  will  never  let  a  cock- 
erel run  on  your  place  again.  Capons 
are  good  to  eat,  and  make  good 
profits  for  you.

CARE  OF  YOUNG  TURKEYS 


The  feeders  and  water  fountains 
commonly  used  for  chicks  during  the 
first  few  weeks  are  satisfactory  for 
young  turkeys.  At  least  two  inches  of 
feeder  space  should  be  provided  for 
each  poult,  which  means  a  minimum 
of  two  feeders  four  feet  long  for  each 
100  poults.

Just  because  at  this  season  of  the 
year  both  the  young  stock  and  the 
older  hens  are  running  more  or  less 
to  range,  do  not  get  careless  and 
overlook  keeping  oyster  shell  before 
them  at  all  times.  They  are  eating 
green  feed  and  picking  up  all  sorts 
of  insects,  and  if  we  neglect  to  keep 
oyster  shell  before  them,  they  will 
soon  be  missing  it,  and  their  growth 
and  egg  production  affected  vitally. 
They  need  oyster  shell  to  help  in  their 
digestion  and  grinding  the  food  in  the 
gizzard  in  the  summer  just  the  same 
as  in  the  winter.  The  laying  hens 
need  oyster  shell  not  only  for  the  aid 
in  digestion,  but  as  a  contribution  to 
the  shell  of  the  eggs  which  they  are 
to  produce.  Birds  on  a  range  that 
do  not  have  an  opportunity  to  pick  up 
grit  have  a  tendency  to  lay  soft- 
shelled  eggs,  and  so,  for  production's 
sake,  see  that  the  supply  of  oyster 
shell  is  replenished  from  time  to  time.

SEPARATE  THE  SEXES 
EARLY 

In  a  great  many  cases  the  young 
Stock  makes  rapid  growth  until  about 
the  time  the  sexes  can  be  dis- 
tinguished, and  then  they  appear  to 
stop  growing.  The  wise  poultryman 
picks  out  the  cockerels  just  as  soon 
as  possible,  and  places  them  in  a  yard 
by  themselves  and  fattens  them  for 
market.  Of  course,  there  will  be  some 
which  will  be  kept  for  breeders,  and 
these  should  not  be  forced  but  given 
plenty  of  range  and  allowed  to  grow 
and  develop  more  slowly,  but  the  rest 
should  be  marketed  when  they  weigh 
from  iy2  to  2  pounds.  If  you  pass 
this  stage  they  will  have  to  be  kept 
another  six  weeks  to  be  profitable, 
and  it  is  usually  considered  best  to 
dispose  of  them  at  the  smaller  size. 

The  pullets  should  not  be  forced  too 
much  or  they  will  start  laying  at  too 
early  an  age.  Our  experience  has  been 
that  early  layers  were  not  the  best 
breeders.  When  a  pullet  starts  laying 
she  usually  stops  growing,  and  too 
early  laying  means  a  stunted  bird. 
We  like  fully  matured  pullets.  If  a 
large  range  can  be  provided  with  an 
orchard  or  corn  field  for  the  pullets 
to  run  in,  so  much  the  better.  Shade 
and  green  food  are  quite  necessary. 

No  matter  if  you  have  but  a  few 
head  of  young  stock,  remember  you 
will  get  better  results  if  you  separate 
the  sexes  just  as  soon  as  they  can  be 
distinguished.  With  Leghorns  and 
Anconas  this  is  a  rather  early  age, 
but  with  the  larger  breeds  they  will 
be  older.

BUY  ADVERTISED  POULTRY 
REMEDIES 

When  your  poultry  becomes  sick, 
and  they  sometimes  do,  you  will  have 
need  for  a  good  reliable  poultry  rem- 
edy. In  the  majority  of  cases,  if  a 
good  remedy  is  used  promptly,  the 
disease  may  be  checked.  If,  however, 
an  untested  and  unreliable  medicine  is 
used,  the  results  are  not  always  satis- 
factory. It  would  appear  that  every- 
one could  see  the  wisdom  in  using  a 
well-known  and  reliable  remedy,  but 
for  various  reasons  poultrymen  con- 
tinue to  experiment,  many  times  at 
rather  great  expense. 

Perhaps  the  well-known  remedy 
will  cost  a  few  cents  more,  but  when 
the  health  of  your  flock  is  at  stake 
a  few  cents  can  hardly  be  considered. 
The  cost  of  remedies  is  next  to  noth- 
ing, and  the  best  is  so  much  more 
efficient  that  there  is  no  comparison. 

It  is  possible  to  mix  remedies  at 
home,  but  their  effectiveness  is  al- 
ways more  or  less  of  a  question  be- 
cause the  strength  of  drugs  is  un-

known.  The  makers  of  well-knov/n 
poultry  remedies  have  laboratories  in 
which  they  test  and  determine  the 
strength  of  every  drug.  Under  such 
conditions  the  results  are  certain  to 
be  more  effective. 

Some  poultrymen  object  to  the  use 
of  poultry  remedies  by  saying  that 
they  do  not  favor  giving  dope  to  their 
birds.  We  agree  with  them  that  the 
constant  use  of  medicines  is  not  to 
be  recommended.  However,  when  the 
birds  are  sick,  they  need  help.  Are 
you  going  to  stand  by  and  let  them 
die  ?  Not  at  all.  So  far  as  the  writer 
is  concerned,  he  advocates  giving 
medicine  only  when  the  birds  need  it, 
and  then  using  only  well-advertised 
remedies  of  known  worth.  If  a  manu- 
facture does  not  think  enough  of  his 
product  to  advertise  it,  we  do  not 
think  enough  of  it  to  buy  it. 


LONG  PROFITS  FROM  A 
SHORT  MOLT 

During  the  late  summer  every  lay- 
ing hen  will  shed  her  feathers  and 
grow  a  new  coat.  This  is  called  the 
molting  period.  During  this  time  an 
unusual  strain  is  put  upon  the  sys- 
tem, and  few  hens  have  sufficient 
vitality  to  produce  eggs  and  grow  a 
new  coat  at  the  same  time.  The  result 
is  that  the  hen  stops  laying  because 
Nature  insists  upon  a  new  coat  of 
feathers.  So  the  hen  does  not  lay 
during  the  time  the  new  feathers  are 
growing.  It  would  appear  that  any- 
thing which  would  shorten  the  molt- 
ing period  would  lengthen  the  laying 
time,  and  naturally  increase  the 
profits.  It  is  impossible  to  prevent 
the  molt,  and  the  next  best  plan  is  to 
shorten  it. 

The  hen  which  starts  to  molt  in 
June  or  early  July  will  spend  more 
time  at  the  tesk  than  the  bird  which 
begins  to  molt  in  August.  It  appears 
best  to  have  the  hens  go  into  the  molt 
in  the  late  summer.  While  it  may 
not  be  possible  to  hold  off  the  molt 
at  will,  yet  doubtless  a  great  deal 
may  be  accomplished  in  this  direction. 
Probably  one  of  the  most  satisfactory 
plans  is  to  breed  from  hens  which  are 
known  late  molters.  Such  a  plan,  if 
followed  for  a  few  years,  will  produce 
a  strain  of  late  summer  molters,  and 
consequently  better  profit  producers.

A  sound  motion  picture,  "The  Na- 
tional Poultry  Improvement  Plan," 
which  describes  the  various  steps  in 
poultry  improvement,  has  just  been 
released  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.

The  picture  is  available  thru 
the  Division  of  Motion  Pictures,  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  in  both  the  16  and  35- 
millimeter  sizes,  and  only  in  the 
sound  version,  which  requires  a  sound 
projector.  Sound  projectors  are  not 
available  for  distribution  by  the  De- 
partment with  the  films. 


BREAK  UP  BROODY  HENS 


The  presence  of  broody  hens  in  the 
laying  flock  at  this  time  of  the  year 
materially  reduces  egg  production  and 
income  on  many  farms,  says  D.  D. 
Moyer  of  the  Missouri  College  of 
Agriculture.  Since  hens  that  are  out 
of  production  consume  about  two- 
thirds  as  much  feed  as  laying  hens, 
it  takes  the  production  profits  from 
two  laying  hens  to  offset  the  cost  of 
maintaining  one  broody  hen. 

Many  hens  of  the  heavy  breeds  take 
a  vacation  of  30  to  60  days  during  the 
spring  months,  which  materially  de- 
creases the  number  of  eggs  they  lay 
during  that  period.  Broodiness  is  an 
undesirable  inherited  characteristic, 
and  when  hens  are  to  be  kept  over  in 
the  breeding  flock  the  second  year  it 
is  important  that  only  the  hens  going 
broody  the  fewest  number  of  times 
be  retained.  This  selection  can  be  ac- 
complished by  leg-banding  the  hens 
each  time  they  go  broody,  and  dispos- 
ing of  the  serious  offenders  before  the 
breeding  season  the  next  year.  By 
doing  this  for  several  years,  the  fac- 
tor of  broodiness  can  largely  be  elim- 
inated in  heavy  breeds. 

Broody  hens  can  be  brought  back 
into  production  in  a  few  days,  if  on 
the  first  signs  of  broodiness  they  are 
placed  in  a  coop  preferably  equipped 
with  a  wire  netting  floor.  They  should 
be  fed  the  regular  laying  mash,  and 
water  or  milk  kept  before  them  sup- 
plemented with  a  limited  amount  of 
grain. 

Additional  losses  result  also  from 
the  damage  done  to  the  interior  qual- 
ity of  eggs  laid  in  the  nests  occupied 
by  broody  hens.  Eggs  left  under  a 
broody  hen  for  several  nours  are,  from 
the  standpoint  of  quality,  several  days 
old  when  gathered.  Germ  develop- 
ment in  fertile  eggs  begins  above  68 
degrees,  and  bloodrings  are  soon 
formed,  making  the  eggs  undesirable 
and  unfit  for  consumption.

2.  Runts  may  come  because  of  im- 
proper food  or  feeding,  but  often  they 
are  the  result  of  weak  breeding  stock, 
poor  incubation  or  brooding,  or  many 
other  causes.  Runts  do  not  just  hap- 
pen— there  is  a  cause  and  we  feel  that 
it  is  a  good  plan  to  trace  the  cause 
down  and  remove  it.

Feeding  Milk 


Is  feeding  dried  buttermilk  in  the  mash 
equivalent  to  feeding  sour  or  buttermilk  as  a 
drink,  and  if  so  what  would  you  advise  as  a 
drink  for  chickens? — L.  F.  T. .   

We  believe  that  dried  buttermilk 
will  give  the  best  result.  One  of  our 
Experiment  Stations  have  tested  birds 
fed  on  liquid  buttermilk  and  dried 
buttermilk,  and  found  that  in  the 
liquid  buttermilk  pen  the  average  was 
164.7  eggs,  while  in  the  dried  butter- 
milk pen  they  laid  189.4  eggs.  We  do 
not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying 
that  liquid  buttermilk  is  not  a  good 
food,  but  it  seems  that  dried  butter- 
milk is  better.  For  a  drink  for  poul- 
try, we  would  give  good,  clean  water.

Not  the  Best  Food 

I  have  some  pork  crackings  that  have  got- 
ten fly  blown,  and  I  have  killed  the  worms 
with  gasoline  which  I  have  allowed  to  evapor- 
ate. I  want  to  know  if  it  will  be  all  right 
for  poultry  feed.- — Mrs.  W.  H.  R..  Okla- 
homa. 

We  should  doubt  the  wisdom  of 
using  this.  Perhaps  the  gasoline  you 
get  is  better  than  we  have  here,  but 
our  gasoline  is  full  of  kerosene  which 
will  not  evaporate,  and  besides  it  is 
doped  with  all  sorts  of  things.  Meat 
scraps  are  not  very  expensive,  so  you 
can  use  milk,  especially  dried  butter- 
milk. We  believe  that  you  are  taking 
a  chance  in  using  it.

Wants  Dry  Cement  Floor 

We  want  to  build  a  new  poultry  house  and 
put  in  a  cement  floor,  t>ut  we  want  it  dry. 
Can  you  tell  us  how  to  make  it? — Mrs.  J.  F. 
B.,  Kansas. 

Always  build  poultry  house  on  soil 
which  is  dry  and  well  drained.  Fill 
in  with  cinders  or  gravel  and  put 
cement  floor  on  the  gravel  and  have 
it  well  above  the  surrounding  ground. 
It  is  a  good  plan  to  have  the  ground 
slope  away  from  the  house.  The  grout 
mixture  may  not  need  to  be  strong, 
but  the  top  coating  should  be  sirong 
and  well  mixed.  Trowel  it  down  to 
give  good,  smooth  surface. 


Water  in  Meat  Scraps 

Can  you  tell  me  if  there  is  any  water  in 
meat  scraps,  and  how  much. — P.  13.,  Ken- 
tucky. 

Of  course,  you  realize  that  the 
amount  of  water  in  meat  scraps  will 
vary  to  a  large  degree,  but  the  table 
which  we  have  before  us  says  that 
there  is  7.9%  water  in  meat  scraps.

Canned  Sunlight 

You  say  that  if  chicks  are  in  the  sunlight 
that  they  get  the  ultra  violet  "-ay  and  will  not 
need  cod  liver  oil.  How  about  feedin?  hard- 
boiled  eggs  under  like  conditions? — Mri.  E.  H., 
Alabama. 

According  to  theory,  if  the  chicks 
are  out  in  the  sun  they  will  not  need 
cod  liver  oil  or  eggs,  but  we  usually 
feel  it  is  a  little  safer  to  give  them 


some  just  to  play  safe.  Cod  liver  oil 
is  sometimes  called  canned  sunlight, 
and  it  is  a  good  name.  Boiled  eggs 
will  help  wonderfully,  but  they  should 
be  from  hens  which  have  been  put 
out  in  the  sun  and  fed  on  grains 
grown  in  the  sun.  We  are  coming  to 
realize  that  sunlight  is  far  more  im- 
portant than  we  ever  realized.

Possibly  It  Will 

I  have  been  feeding  meat  scraps  to  my 
chickens  and  my  customers  tell  me  the  flavor 
of  the  eggs  is  not  good.  Will  the  meat  scraps 
affect  the  flavor?

If  the  meat  scraps  is  not  high  grade 
and  fresh  it  may  affect  the  flavor  of 
the  eggs.

SELL  EGGS  PROMPTLY 


PLANT  GINSENG  IN  FALL 


We  have  many  letters  in  regard  to 
growing  medical  plants  and  asking  as 
to  the  proper  time  for  planting.  The 
two  plants  most  in  the  public  eye  and 
which  have  been  planted  by  many  are 
Ginseng  and  Golden  Seal.  Both  of 
these  plants  are  best  suitable  for  fall 
planting.  In  fact,  Golden  Seal  is 
practically  unobtainable  during  the 
spring  and  summer  months.

EGG  MAKING 


Every  poultryman  who  keeps  layers 
is  running  a  manufacturing  plant.  The 
product  of  this  plant  is  eggs.  Wheth- 
er you  make  a  profit  or  not  depends 
upon  the  efficiency  of  the  layers,  and 
their  efficiency  is  determined  in  a 
very  large  way  by  the  food  you  give 
them.  A  good  commercial  ration  will 
help  you  to  larger  profits.  Good  feed 
means  more  eggs,  and  more  eggs 
mean  more  money.  Of  course,  breed- 
ing counts  a  great  deal,  but  we  must 
remember  that  feeding  also  has  a 
vital  part  in  the  number  of  eggs  your 
hens  will  lay.

WORMS  AND  POULTRY 


Two  important  types  of  worms  are 
of  major  importance  in  poultry.  One 
is  the  common  roundworm  which  lives 
in  the  intestines  of  the  birds,  of  which 
there  are  a  number  of  varieties  and 
variations.  Also,  there  is  a  tapeworm 
which  lives  in  the  intestines,  and  both 
of  these  kinds  of  worms  reduce  the 
effectiveness  of  the  birds  as  pro- 
ducers. 

Naturally,  every  effort  is  made  by 
the  poultrymen  to  eliminate  such  par- 
asites and  many  of  them  are  using  a 
nicotine  mixture  called  "Black  Leaf" 
Worm  Powder  which  is  so  compound- 
ed chemically  that  it  passes  through 
the  crop  and  gizzard  without  any 
change  whatever,  but  is  reacted  upon 
by  the  intestinal  juices,  the  nicotine 
is  released  and  at  once  becomes  ef- 
fective upon  worms.

NO  PICKOUT  LOSSES  NOW 


Pickout  losses  don't  worry  R.  D. 
Young,  Dunn  county,  Wisconsin.  When 
pullets  are  put  in  the  laying  house, 
Mr.  Young  attaches  an  aluminum 
pickout  guard  that  fits  over  the  beak. 
The  guard  is  held  in  place  by  a  safety 
pin  thru  the  hen's  nostrils.  The  pin 
breaks  the  septum,  but  apparently 
causes  only  slight  temporary  pain. 
Only  about  one  hen  in  five  bleeds 
when  the  guard  is  attached. 

The  end  of  the  guard  protrudes  be- 
yond the  point  of  the  beak.  It  falls 
out  of  the  way  when  the  hen  pecks 
downward,  but  shields  the  beak  to 
make  pecking  ineffective  when  the 
head  is  in  any  but  a  downward  posi- 
tion. Mr.  Young  also  uses  the  guards 
on  roosters  to  prevent  fighting. 


When  a  hen  is  bound  to  set 
Seems  as  though  'tain't  etiket 
Dowsin'  her  in  water  till 
She's  connected  with  a  chill. 
Seems  as  though  'twas  skurcely  right 
Givin'  her  a  dreadful  fright, 
Tyin'  rags  around  her  tail, 
Poundin'  on  an  old  tin  pail, 
Chasin'  her  around  the  yard. 
Seems  as  though  'twas  kind  o'  hard 
Bein'  kicked  and  slammed  and  shooed 
'Cause  she  wants  to  raise  a  brood. 
I  sho'd  say  it's  gettin'  gay 
Jest  'cause  natur'  wants  its  way. 
While  ago  my  neighbor  Penn 
Started  bustin'  up  a  hen; 
Went  to  yank  her  off  the  nest; 
Hen,  though,  made  a  peck  and  jest 
Grabbed  his  thumb  nail  good  and 
stout, 

Almost  yanked  the  darn  thing  out. 
Penn,  he  twitched  away  and  then 
Tried  again  to  grab  that  hen. 
But,  by  ginger,  she  had  spunk, 
'Cause  she  took  and  nipped  a  chunk 
Big's  a  bean  right  out  of  his  palm, 
Swallered  it,  and  cool  and  calm

CHICKENS  FROM  BROODER 
TO  RANGE 


CULLING  FOR  HEALTH 


If  at  the  time  of  changing  the 
young  stock  from  the  brooders  to  the 
colony  houses  they  are  healthy,  but 
for  some  reason  some  of  them  have 
not  kept  up  in  growth  with  the  others 
of  their  lot  in  size  and  development, 
dispose  of  them  as  broilers.  Every 
pullet,  when  placed  in  the  colony 
house  for  its  summer  growth,  should 
be  in  such  condition  as  to  continue 
development  of  flesh,  bone  and  mus- 
cle, thus  insuring  that  birds  of  the 
same  lot  are  kept  uniform  at  all  times. 
Better  range,  fewer  and  better  pul- 
lets, rather  than  increased  numbers 
at  the  expense  of  quality,  is  what  we 
should  aim  for — for  it  is  quality  that 
counts  in  every  case. 

When  chicks  have  been  raised  in 
brooders,  the  matter  of  weaning  them 
from  heated  quarters  and  getting  them 
accustomed  to  houses  that  are  un- 
heated  is  one  to  be  considered  care- 
fully. When  weaning  should  take 
place  depends  largely  upon  weather 
conditions  and  time  of  season.  Hatch- 
es that  reach  an  age  of  seven  to  ten 
weeks  in  June,  which  conditions  are 
usually  such  as  to  make  weaning 
fairly  safe  and  easy.  Under  average 
poultry  farm  conditions  chicks  can  be 
safely  weaned  from  artificial  heat  at 
about  six  weeks  of  age.  However, 
poultrymen  should  do  this  gradually, 
beginning  after  the  chicks  are  about 
a  month  old  to  decrease  the  heat. 
During  the  four  and  five  weeks  that 
heat  can  be  checked  down,  so  that  by 
the  sixth  week,  little  if  any  heat  can 
be  supplied.  Cold  rains  may  come  at 
that  season,  and  if  so  the  heat  must 
be  turned  down  in  the  brooders  for  a 
week  or  so  before  they  are  transfer- 
red to  the  colony  houses  or  other  new 
quarters,  in  some  cases  this  time  may 
be  shortened,  while  in  others  a  longer 
period  of  artificial  heating  will  be 
required,  all  depending  upon  the  size 
of  the  chickens  and  weather  condi- 
tions. But  in  no  case  should  young- 
sters be  moved  from  a  heated  brooder 
to  range  conditions  without  first  go- 
ing through  this  weaning  and  harden- 
ing process,  unless  possibly  during  a 
period  of  real  warm  weather.

The  word  culling  as  it  is  generally 
used  in  the  poultry  press  refers  to  the 
act  of  selecting  those  birds  capable  of 
heavy  production.  The  plan  is  to  re- 
tain such  birds  and  dispose  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  flock.  Without  a  doubt 
the  principle  of  picking  out  the  layers 
has  much  to  do  with  the  large  in- 
crease in  production  and  capacity  for 
high  records. 

It  would  seem  logical  to  carry  this 
culling  process  to  its  natural  conclu- 
sion and  cull  for  health  as  much  as 
for  limits.  Of  course  within  certain 
limits  any  process  means  the  rejec- 
tion of  unhealthy  birds,  but  person- 
ally we  do  not  believe  that  sufficient 
importance  is  placed  upon  the  health 
of  poultry.  The  need  would  appear 
very  evident.  Without  health,  all  the 
other  points  of  excellence  are  of  slight 
value.  Health  and  vigor  are  the  foun- 
dation of  the  future.  Would  it  not 
seem  then  that  we  should  place  a 
greater  value  upon  it?  Why  push  it 
to  the  rear  as  is  done  in  so  many  of 
our  farms. 

In  picking  out  the  strongest  fowls 
you  shouid  note  the  apeparance  of  the 
head.  A  bright  red  comb  of  good 
size,  short  beak,  bright,  alert  eye  and 
short  head,  denote  vigor.  A  full  breast, 
long  keel  and  large  abdomen  and  wide 
back  indicates  good  digestive  organs, 
so  essential  to  health.  In  a  short  time 
you  can  become  quite  expert  in  pick- 
ing out  healthy  hens.  It  is  not  nearly 
as  difficult  a  task  as  it  sounds. 

When  you  come  to  realize  the  im- 
portance of  health  and  vigor  we  know 
you  will  become  an  ardent  advocate  of 
culling  for  health,  and  there  is  no 
better  time  to  cull  your  flock  than 
right  now — just  before  the  molting 
period.  Go  over  the  flock  now  and 
pick  out  the  birds  that  do  not  meet 
your  requirements,  and  send  them  to 
the  butcher.  If  you  keep  them  until 
they  get  into  the  molt,  it  will  be  sev- 
eral weeks  before  you  can  market 
them,  because  the  pin  feathers  will 
prove  bothersome.  So  we  always  feel 
that  it  is  best  to  market  culls  before 
the  molt.

While  the  season  is  about  over  for 
bowel  trouble  in  baby  chicks,  yet  next 
year  will  probably  see  a  return  of  the 
trouble.  This  has  become  a  problem 
which  no  poultryman  can  afford  to 
overlook.  While  many  resort  to  com- 
mercial remedies  with  excellent  re- 
sults, yet  this  year  we  have  been 
hearing  considerable  about  the  use  of 
fermented  mash  to  correct  the  trou- 
ble. One  writer  says,  "We  are  con- 
vinced that  it  will  straighten  out  the 
worst  cases  of  bowel  trouble,  as  we 
have  not  failed  to  stop  losses  within 
36  to  48  hours  after  putting  chicks  on 
our  chick  feed  in  fermented  form." 
Keep  this  in  mind  and  possibly  you 
will  want  to  give  it  a  trial  next  year 
when  your  chicks  begin  to  drop  off. 
It  may  save  your  flock  of  young- 
sters.

Ail  Unusual  Experiment 
Results  In  A  Remark- 
able Discovery 


Malcolm  Lyons  and  W.  M.  Insko, 
Jr.,  of  the  Poultry  Department  of  the 
Experiment  Station,  Lexington,  Ken- 
tucky, have  just  published  in  Experi- 
ment Station  Bulletin  No.  371  the  re- 
sults of  an  unusual  experiment  with 
poultry.  The  purpose  of  their  re- 
search was,  if  possible,  to  find  the 
cause,  or  causes,  of  a  very  peculiar 
deformity  in  chicks  that  has  been 
found  in  many  flocks  widely  distrib- 
uted, in  many  breeds  of  poultry,  and 
has  resulted  in  embryo  mortality. 

Many  investigators  have  been  seek- 
ing the  cause  of  the  defomity  or  un- 
usual skeletal  structure  which  results 
in  very  short  legs  and  "parrot  beaks." 
Many  had  concluded  that  the  irregu- 
larity was  due  to  a  nutritional  defici- 
ency. In  the  search  for  the  nutrient 
lacking,  it  became  clear  to  the  Ken- 
tucky workers  that  it  is  caused  by  a 
lack  of  zinc,  iron  or  manganese.  They 
found  by  experiment  that  it  was  not 
a  lack  of  zinc  or  iron,  but  an  insuf- 
ficient supply  of  manganese,  a  rela- 
tively rare  mineral  element. 

The  Kentucky  investigators  discov- 
ered that  if  normal  hens  are  fed  on  a 
feed  deficient  in  manganese,  the  em- 
bryos in  the  fertile  eggs  from  these 
hens  developed  the  characteristic  de- 
formity of  short  legs,  parrot  beak, 
globular  contour  of  head,  and  pro- 
truding abdomen,  and  most  of  them 
died  in  the  shell. 

The  investigators  analyzed  eggs 
from  hens  on  a  balanced  ration  which 
contained  an  adequate  amount  of 
manganese  and  determined  tne 
amount  of  manganese  in  a  fertile  egg 
before  incubation.  They  analyzed 
some  of  the  eggs  from  hens  on  the 
deficient  feed  and  found  much  less 
manganese. 

With  this  information  on  hand  they 
drilled  a  small  hole  in  the  egg  shell 
of  eggs  deficient  in  manganese  and 
punctured  the  shell  membrane  with  a 
small  hypodemic  needle;  injecting 
directly  into  the  white  of  the  egg  one- 
fourth  of  a  cubic  centimeter  of  man- 
ganese solution.  The  hole  was  sealed 
over  with  a  piece  of  paper  and  egg 
albumen.  The  eggs  thus  treated  were 
incubated  and  developed  normal  em- 
bryos. This  is  the  first  case  on  record 
of  the  discovery  of  the  nutritional 
deficiency  within  the  egg,  and  sub- 


sequent correcting  of  it  by  direct  in- 
jection of  a  nutrient  into  the  egg  be- 
fore incubation.  The  discovery  will 
give  immense  impetus  to  research  ef- 
forts to  prevent  in  all  forms  of  animal 
life,  including  humans,  nutritional  de- 
ficiencies in  expectant  mothers  that 
might  injure  the  unborn.  Fortunate- 
ly manganese  is  found  in  sufficient 
amounts  in  green  feed  and  wheat  by- 
products. This  research  further  sup- 


plements research  at  the  Kentucky 
Station  that  has  led  to  the  conclusion 
that  eggs  from  a  flock  so  fed  as  to 
produce  high  hatchability  should  be 
richer  in  the  essential  minerals,  vita- 
mins and  other  nutrients,  and  as  a 
consequence  more  valuable  as  food 
for  humans.

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Iowa  Farm  Boys  Put  Wind  To  Work 


Farm  Homes  Get  Free 
Electricity  From  Wind 

Sioux  City,  Iowa  —  With  the  an- 
nouncement this  week  of  a  huge  new 
factory  here  for  the  Wincharger  Cor- 
poration, W.  W.  Watts,  General  Sales 
Manager  of  the  company,  brought  to 
light  a  typical  Horatio  Alger  success 
story  involving  the  rise  to  fame  of 
the  two  Iowa  farm  boys  who  perfect- 
ed wind-driven  generators.

This  make-shift  affair  worked 
to  some  extent,  but  it  wasn't  what 
the  Albers  boys  thought  it  could  be. 
They  looked  upon  their  newly  invent- 
ed windmill  generator  as  a  new  way 
of  harnessing  nature  to  do  the  work 
of  man.  Their  friends  and  neighbors 
were  inclined  to  believe  it  a  "crack- 
pot" idea.  They  argued  that  the  idea 
was  so  simple,  it  must  have  been 
thought  of  before  and  found  imprac- 
tical. 

But  John  and  Gerhardt  Albers 
viewed  their   first    experiment  with 


wind-electric  generators  as  a  step  in 
the  right  direction.  Their  vision  was 
not  distorted  by  the  apparent  futility 
of  their  plan,  and  instead  of  believing 
their  wind  charger  impractical,  as 
others  did,  they  started  their  experi- 
ments anew.

storage  eggs,  and  (2)  the  prospect 
for  a  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  lay- 
ing flocks  for  1938.  At  the  very  end 
of  July,  the  feed-egg  price  situation, 
though  still  unfavorable  to  the  farm- 
er, became  much  less  so. 

The  farm  price  of  chickens  was  not 
depressed,  apparently,  by  the  rela- 
tively large  storage  stocks  of  poultry 
at  the  end  of  the  out-of-storage  sea- 
son. The  prospect  for  chicken  prices, 
therefore,  is  for  a  less  than  average 
seasonal  decline  from  now  to  Decem- 
ber, and  an  advance  is  possible.  Dur- 
ing the  fall  prices  are  expected  to 
exceed  those  of  1936.  This  prospect 
is  due  largeiy  to  the  probability  of 
higher  consumer  incomes  and  lower 
receipts  than  in  1936. 

Farm  prices  of  eggs  this  fall  are 
expected  to  fluctuate  near  the  prices 
received  in  the  fall  of  1936.  The  larg- 
er storage  stocks  offset,  in  their  ef- 
fect on  egg  prices,  the  higher  incomes 
of  last  fall.  Should  incomes  fail  to 
be  maintained,  however,  a  lower  price 
than  in  1936  is  likely. 

The  great  reduction  in  the  number 
of  young  chickens  this  year  points  to 
a  reduction  also  in  the  size  of  the 
1938  laying  flock  and  hence  to  small- 
er egg  supplies.  Therefore,  it  now 
seems  probable  that  egg  prices  in  the 
first  half  of  1938  will  be  above  those 
of  the  first  half  of  1937. 


INDIAN  RUNNER  DUCKS 
PROFITABLE 


The  amount  of  water  needed  for 
ducks  depends  on  what  is  intended  to 
do  with  them,  the  breed,  etc.  Duck- 
lings that  are  being  raised  for  mar- 
keting in  eight  to  ten  weeks  require 
no  water  to  swim  in;  they  will  grow 
much  faster  when  they  have  only 
enough  water  to  cover  their  heads, 
and  to  drink. 

Ducks  are  raised  successfully  for 
breeding  purposes  with  only  enough 
water  to  drink,  however,  if  vigor  and 
health  is  to  be  maintained,  a  pond 
for  them  to  swim  in  or  a  creek  to 
work  along  is  quite  essential.  This 
gives  them  exercise  and  the  eggs  are 
more  apt  to  be  fertile  and  hatch 
better. 

The  writer  has  raised  Indian  Run- 
ners extensively,  and  always  a  good 
sized  flock  to  maturity  for  laying 
and  breeding  purposes  without  water, 
except  that  supplied  in  pans  and 
troughs  for  drinking.  Another  large 
flock  kept  by  a  nearby  neighbor  has 
access  to  a  running  stream  and  there 
was  apparently  no  difference  in  the 
general  condition,  thrift  or  production 
of  the  two  flocks. 

Indian  Runner  ducks  will  range 
over  quite  a  territory  if  given  their 
liberty.  They  are  contsantly  in  search 
for  bugs  and  insects,  which  will  make 
up  a  large  part  of  their  ration,  there- 
by making  a  saving  in  grain  feed. 
They  are  the  Leghorn  of  the  duck 
family.  These  ducks  lay  at  an  early 
age.  One  breeder  reports  having  In- 
dian Runners  that  started  laying  at 
the  age  of  three  months.  This  is  an 
unusual  record,  and  as  a  rule  breed- 
ers should  not  expect  them  to  lay 
many  eggs  until  five  months  old. 

The  temperament  of  the  caretaker

ners. They  are  much  like  the  Leg- 
horns in  temperament,  nervous  and 
easily  upset  by  a  person  who  rushes 
among  them  in  a  careless  manner. 
Any  sudden  scare  checks  growth  and 
production.  With  proper  care  the 
Runners  will  pay  on  a  farm,  if  only 
a  small  flock  is  kept  to  produce  eggs 
for  family  use.  Many  people  have  the 
mistaken  idea  that  duck  eggs  are 
strong  in  flavor,  but  when  fed  grain 
and  green  food  the  same  as  hens, 
there  is  no  noticeable  difference  in 
the  taste  of  the  eggs.  They  are  ex- 
cellent winter  layers  and  the  eggs 
bring  from  four  to  six  cents  more 
per  dozen  at  certain  seasons  of  the 
year  than  hens  eggs. — V.  M.  C,  N.  Y. 


PLANT  GINSENG  IN  FALL

STICK 

We  have  always  noticed  that  when 
the  price  of  hogs  falls  to  a  low  figure, 
a  lot  of  farmers  want  to  get  out  of 
the  hog  business.  A  low  price  in  hogs 
is  always  followed  by  a  higher  price, 
and  the  fellow  who  gets  out  of  the 
hog  business  is  rushing  to  get  back 
in  when  the  prices  go  up,  and  then 
he  finds  that  it  costs  heavily  to  buy 
a  new  start  of  breeding  stock. 

The  same  thing  is  just  as  true  in 
poultry  raising.  The  low  prices  of  last 
winter  and  spring,  especially  coupled 
with  the  high  price  of  feed,  has 
caused  a  large  number  of  poultry 
raisers  to  sell  their  flocks  and  go  out 
of  the  poultry  business.  Our  guess  is 
that  before  snow  falls  these  people 
will  wish  they  had  a  nice  flock  of 
poultry  for  this  winter.  While  the 
price  of  eggs  may  not  be  a  great  deal 
over  last  year,  the  price  of  feed  is 
going  so  much  lower  that  there  is 
bound  to  be  profit  in  the  poultry  busi- 
ness this  winter. 

Of  course,  it  is  too  late  to  say 
"stick  to  it"  to  those  who  have  al- 
ready sold  their  flocks.  Our  advice  to 
them  is  to  get  a  supply  of  poultry  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  poultry  raiser  who 
has  hung  on  to  his  flock  until  this 
date  should,  by  all  means,  stick  it 
through,  because  he  will  certainly 
reap  his  profit  this  coming  season. 


SONG  OF  THE  LAYER 
In  the  future  some  great  artist  will 
have  an  inspiration,  and  taking  his 
brush  will  paint  a  really  wonderful 
picture  of  a  singing  hen.  What  an 
opportunity  for  someone  to  try  and 
put  on  canvas  the  expression  of  real 
unrestrained  joy,  unhindered  by  de- 
pression, threats  of  war,  or  political 
influence.  Those  of  us  who  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  working  among  laying 
hens  know  that  perhaps  nowhere  else 
can  be  found  a  more  beautiful  exam- 
ple of  absolute  joy  than  is  found  in 
the  song  of  the  layer.  It  remains  for 
some  great  artist  to  grasp  the  full 
meaning  and  to  mix  his  colors  with 
understanding  and  love  so  that  the 
lowly  layer  may  be  given  her  real 
place  in  our  daily  lives.  Words  fail 
even  when  written  by  the  most  am- 
bitious pen.  It  remains  for  an  inspired 
brush  to  give  the  larger  meaning. 

Many  of  us  are  quite  likely  to  pass 
by  so  common  a  thing  as  hearing  a 
laying  hen  singing.  We  hear  the  song 
day  after  day  and  simply  conclude 
that  it  is  a  part  of  daily  events,  and 
give  it  no  further  thought.  Even  the 
most  superficial  consideration  must 
convince  one  that  this  happy  song 
has  a  far-reaching  meaning. 

A  hen  does  not  sing  unless  she  is 


happy.  A  hen  is  not  happy  unless  she 
is  healthy.  When  a  hen  sings  it  means 
she  is  quite  contented  with  her  food 
and  home.  Really  if  you  give  your 
hens  the  right  kind  of  food  in  proper 
amounts  and  provide  a  nice  clean 
home  for  them,  they  should  be  healthy 
and  happy. 

There  need  be  no  sentiment  con- 
nected with  this  matter.  Just  plain 
good  business  sense  indicates  that  the 
well  fed  and  housed  hen  will  lay  more 
eggs.  The  day  of  out-of -balance  ra- 
tions and  poultry  sheds  is  a  thing  of 
the  past.  Modern,  well  balanced  ra- 
tions enables  the  hens  to  keep  in  good 
physical  condition  and  lay  a  lot  of 
eggs.  And  naturally,  the  comforts  of 
a  clean,  light,  comfortable  house  add 
very  materially  to  the  health  and 
consequently  the  egg  yield  of  the 
hens.  It  pays  to  keep  your  hens 
healthy  and  happy,  because  they  lay 
better. 


EGGS  ARE  EXCELLENT 
FOOD 

Eggs  are  one  of  the  best  of  foods. 
For  many  years  doctors  have  allowed 
patients  to  have  eggs  when  almost  all 
other  food  was  denied  them.  Even 
the  most  delicate  digestive  system 
seems  to  be  able  to  handle  eggs  in 
one  form  or  another.  It  seems  that 
eggs  are  practically  all  food  except 
the  moisture  they  contain.  Being 
easy  to  digest  and  containing  such  a 


large  amount  of  actual  food,  it  is  no 
wonder  that  eggs  have  proven  such 
a  beneficial  food  for  those  who  are 
recovering  from  an  illness. 

With  our  growing  knowledge  of 
vitamins  and  their  usefulness  in  pro- 
moting a  healthy  condition  in  the 
body,  it  would  seem  that  there  might 
be  a  wider  use  of  eggs.  While  we  know 
that  eggs  contain  vitamins,  yet  their 
full  worth  as  a  vitamin  source  is  yet 
to  be  proven.  With  the  discovery  of 
the  vitamin  content  of  eggs  it  is  cer- 
tain that  they  will  be  used  in  an  ever 
increasing  amount. 

Increasing  meat  prices  make  the 
use  of  eggs  imperative  in  many 
homes.  It  is  a  most  peculiar  condition 
that  very  few  eggs  are  used  on  many 
farms.  This  is  a  deplorable  condition. 
Poultrykeepers  expect  others  to  use 
eggs.  It  would  seem  right  that  they 
should  be  willing  to  eat  their  own 
product.  This  is  especially  true  be- 
cause in  grading  the  eggs  for  market 
a  considerable  number  of  small,  poor- 
shaped  or  cracked  eggs  must  be  put 
aside  as  unsuited  for  market  pur- 
poses. If  these  eggs  are  consumed 
at  home  it  saves  dumping  them  on 
restaurants,  and  tends  to  keep  prices 
at  a  higher  level.  While  we  do  not 
advocate  that  poultrymen  should  try 
to  eat  all  the  eggs  they  can,  yet  it  is 
evident  that  they  should  use  more 
than  they  have  in  the  past.  Doubtless 
by  using  more  eggs  and  less  meat

BUILD  SO  AS  TO  KEEP  OUT 
THE  RATS 


Rats  about  the  poultry  house  are  a 
great  source  of  annoyance,  and  some- 
times cause  considerable  loss.  They 
are  apt  to  be  troublesome,  especially 
in  buildings  that  have  been  neglected, 
and  where  the  droppings  are  not  re- 
moved as  often  as  they  should  be. 

The  best  way  to  protect  against 
rats  is  to  take  precaution  when  put- 
ting up  the  building;  use  concrete  and 
wire  so  as  to  make  it  rat  proof.  By 
proper  use  of  cement  in  building 
floors,  walls  and  foundations,  there 
will  be  little  trouble  from  rats  get- 
ting in. 

Having  the  poultry  house  quite 
close  or  adjoining  a  barn  or  hog- 
house  is  a  bad  feature.  The  hen- 
house should  be  located  as  far  from 
the  stock  or  grain  barn  as  possible  and 
yet  have  it  convenient.  By  such  ar- 
rangement the  rats  will  have  to 
travel  some  little  distance  before  en- 
tering, and  therefore  run  more  risk 
of  being  picked  up  by  dogs  or  cats. 
In  case  rats  are  discovered  about  the 
premises  the  sooner  warfare  is  start- 
ed against  them  the  better,  as  they 
gain  ground  and  increase  in  numbers 
very  rapidly.  They  may  cause  scarce- 
ly any  damage  for  some  time,  but  if 
they  are  allowed  to  remain  and  breed, 
trouble  and  loss  will  follow,  and  a 
double  effort  will  then  have  to  be 
made  to  rid  the  premises  of  them. 

The  use  of  rat  poison  about  the 
buildings  frequently  causes  loss  of 
dogs,  cats  and  poultry,  and  the  rats

after  eating  it  sometimes  die  within 
the  walls  and  partitions,  and  this  is 
unpleasant,  but  if  traps  fail  it  will 
be  found  necessary  to  ues  this  method 
of  destroying  them.  While  I  have 
never  used  it,  corn  meal  and  plaster 
paris  is  recommended  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  is  a  preparation  that  cats 
and  dogs  will  seldom  touch.  A  rat  is 
quite  a  cunning  animal,  and  once  his 
suspicion  is  aroused,  he  is  hard  to 
get.  In  instances  of  this  kind  better 
results  are  had  from  a  trap  if  it  is 
first  left  unset  in  the  place  which  the 
rats  frequent,  and  after  a  little  time 
they  become  used  to  it  being  there, 
and  then,  when  set,  is  pretty  apt  to 
get  the  rodent.  Scraps  of  meat  and 
clams  make  good  bait.  Cats  and  dogs 
that  are  good  ratters  are  valuable 
about  the  farm  buildings,  but  most 
cats  are  pampered  so  much  and  over- 
fed that  they  are  worthless  for  hunt- 
ing.

Pullets  Lay  Too  Soon 

I  am  in  a  peck  of  trouble.  Aly  pullets  are 
laying  too  soon,  and  I  am  afraid  that  they 
will  go  into  a  fall  molt.  How  can  I  prevent 
tie  balance  of  my  pullets  from  laying  too 
soon? — F.  D.  S.,  Indiana. 

Doubtless  you  hatched  them  too 
early.  But  as  the  matter  stands,  you 
cannot  correct  this  mistake  now.  If 
you  will  move  the  pullets  to  new 
quarters,  this  will  tend  to  check  the 
laying  tendency.  A  change  in  ration 
will  also  help.  Do  not  give  as  much 
animal  protein,  such  as  meat  scraps 
and  milk.  Give  more  green  feed.  Do 
not  give  much  corn.  Follow  this  plan 
and  you  will  hold  them  about  as  long 
as  it  will  be  safe  to  do  so.

Of  course,  if  you 
want  a  Leghorn  cockerel  you  will  get 
it  for  less  than  you  would  pay  for  a 
Red  or  Brahma.  We  will  be  glad  to 
co-operate  with  you  in  getting  a  bird 
for  you  if  you  will  write  us  more 
fully. 
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A  Broiler  Farm 

I  want  to  establish  a  broiler  farm  and  I 
wish  you  would  fell  me  wheer  to  locate  and 
what  to  do  with  surplus  pullets.

If  you  wish  to  start  an  exclusive 
broiler  farm,  we  would  suggest  that 
you  locate  close  to  a  good  market.

Hither  buy  the  chicks,  or  a  better 
plan  would  be  to  go  to  some  nearby 
egg  farms  and  buy  their  surplus 
cockerels.  Such  a  plan  would  be  to 
your  advantage.

Writer  wishes  that  it  were  possible 
for  him  to  answer  this  question,  but 
the  fact  is  that  so  many  conditions 
enter  into  it  that  we  cannot  say  that 
any  one  breed  is  best.  For  example, 
if  you  are  going  to  establish  an  egg 
farm,  one  of  the  egg  breeds,  such  as 
the  Leghorns,  will  fill  your  needs.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  you  want  a  general 
purpose  breed  to  have  about  the  farm, 
the  Rocks,  Reds,  Wyandottes,  and 
Orpingtons  will  do  very  well.  It  is 
best  to  study  the  problem  very  care- 
fully and  pick  a  breed  which  pleases 
your  eye  for  beauty,  and  yet  will 
meet  your  need  as  layers  and  a  table 
fowl. 


Poultry  Droppings  on  Lawn 

I  was  scattering  poultry  droppings  on  my 
lawn  the  other  day.  and  a  neighbor  came 
along  and  told  me  that  I  would  kill  out  the 
grass.  What  is  your  opinion  of  the  proposi- 
tion.— M.  S.,  Michigan. 

Poultry  droppings  may  burn  the 
grass  unless  it  is  applied  lightly  to 
the  lawn.  When  not  used  too  freely 
it  will  help  build  up  the  soil  and  prove 
a  benefit.  It  should  be  used  care- 
fully. 


Time  to  Cull 

Is  the  Fall  a  good  time  to  cull  fhe  young 
stock  that  is  coming  up,  or  would  you  wait 
until  cold  weather  comes  along? — J.  K. ,  Illi- 
nois. 

We  believe  in  culling  most  any  time 
but  for  general  culling,  it  is  most 
usually  practiced  in  October,  Novem- 
ber and  December.  These  are  months 
that  hatcherymen  like  to  have  their 
flocks  culled  and  put  into  shape  for 
winter  laying,  and  if  it  is  good  for 
the  flock  for  winter  laying,  it  should 
be  good  for  the  poultryman,  even 
though  he  does  not  sell  his  eggs  to  a 
hatcheryman.  We  believe  in  taking 
out  a  bad  bird  at  any  time,  but  would 
not  do  a  general  culling  act  before 
October  1,  unless  there  are  some  spe- 
cial reasons. 
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Very  Good  Plan 

I  aim  to  raise  some  of  my  own  chicks  next 
spring.  I  wonder  if  it  would  not  be  a  good 
plan  for  me  to  buy  a  cockerel  this  fall,  and 
then  I  would  be  sure  of  having  just  what  I 
want. — P.  G.  D..  Indiana. 

Not  only  would  you  have  what  you 
want,  but  you  would  be  able  to  buy 
the  cockerel  at  quite  a  saving.  It 
costs  money  to  hold  a  cockerel  over 
the  winter.  There  is  also  a  risk  that 
he  will  not  be  sold.  If  you  think  any- 
one is  going  to  run  this  risk  and  sell 
you  the  bird  for  fall  prices,  you  have 
another  guess  coming.  We  already 
advocate  buying  breeding  stock  in 
the  fall. 


Late  Beets 

This  year  I  planted  some  late  beets,  and 
they  have  turned  out  so  well  that  I  wondered 
why  one  could  not  plant  some  for  poultry? — 
J.  C,  Illinois. 

Certainly  this  can  be  done.  One 
should  try  to  get  the  seed  in  just  be- 
fore a  good  rain  so  that  there  will  be 
plenty  of  moisture  to  germinate  the 
seed.  Generally  late  beets  grow  slow- 
er and  are  more  likely  to  be  woody 
than  the  early  ones.  However,  it  ia 
a  good  plan  to  try  and  have  some 
late  beets  for  the  hens.  A  few  beets 
every  day  will  keep  your  poultry  in 
good  condition.

"An  order  for  1150  pounds  of  gin- 
seng was  placed  yesterday  with  the 
St.  Louis  firm  of  Eugene  Donzelot  & 
Son,  209  North  Second  street,  for  ex- 
port to  China.  With  the  present  price 
ranging  from  $6  to  $7.50  a  pound,  the 
order  amounted  to  approximately 
$7,000. 

More  St.  Louisians  are  probably  un- 
aware that  St.  Louis  exports  ginseng 
to  China — or  for  that  matter  even 
that  there  is  such  a  product.  Its  use 
was  explained  by  E.  J.  de  Figueiredo, 
managing  director  of  the  importing 
firm  of  Hughes  &  Hough,  Limited,  of 
Hong  Kong,  who  visited  the  city  yes- 
terday to  purchase  ginseng  for  his 
firm. 

Said  to  Prolong  Life 

Ginseng,  he  explained,  is  the  root 
of  a  shrub  which  the  Chinese  believe 
has  medical  properties.  It  is  used  by 
the  Chinese  to  make  a  tea  which,  ac- 
cording to  their  belief,  prolongs  life. 

It  is  gathered  by  trappers,  and  in 
some  instances  is  cultivated  in  this 
country. 

Approximately  200,000  pounds  are 
exported  from  America  annually  to 
China,  De  Figueiredo  said.  The  only 
other  countries  which  produce  it  are 
Canada  and  Korea." 

The  above  article  was  clipped  from 
the  St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat  of  some 
time  ago. 

Another  proof  that  money  is  made 
growing  medicinal  plants  is  found  in 
the  attached  item  which  was  taken 
from  a  daily  paper  in  Wausau,  Wis- 
consin, some  time  ago.

Upon 
inquiry  it  was  found  that  the  barrels 
contained  1343%  pounds  of  Ginseng, 
which  had  been  sold  for  $8,061.00  and 
was  now  being  started  on  its  journey 
to  China.  The  crop  was  grown  on  one- 
half  acre  of  ground  near  Wausau."

THE    POULTRY  KEEPER 
THE  EGG  EATING  HABIT 


EATING  MORE  POULTRY 


In  checking  over  the  government 
reports,  it  is  very  apparent  that  the 
people  of  the  United  States  are  eat- 
ing a  lot  more  poultry  and  eggs,  or 
else  the  shortage  going  to  market  is 
extremely  noticeable.  July  1  the  stor- 
age holding  of  all  classes  of  poultry 
was,  in  round  numbers,  77,000,000 
pounds.  On  August  1,  thirty  days 
later,  there  were  only  70,000,000 
pounds  in  storage.  This  is  the  time 
of  the  year  when  the  reecipts  of 
young  poultry  generally  goes  up.  For 
the  same  month  last  year,  poultry  in 
storage  showed  a  gain  for  the  month 
of  6,000,000  pounds,  while  this  year 
poultry  in  storage  during  the  month 
of  August  showed  a  loss  of  7,000,000 
pounds,  or  a  total  difference  of  13,- 
000,000  pounds  compared  with  last 
year.  Apparently,  poultry  is  moving 
out  of  storage  far  more  rapidly  than 
last  year,  and  also  the  new  crop  is 
not  coming  into  storage  at  all,  com- 
parable to  last  July. 

We  believe  the  same  thing  will  be 
true  in  regard  to  eggs.  There  was 
practically  no  increase  in  storage 
eggs  for  the  month  of  July  and  every- 
thing in  the  report  would  point  to  the 
fact  that  from  now  on  eggs  will  go 
out  of  storage  much  faster  than  they 
will  come  in.  The  large  amount  in 
storage  may  tend  to  keep  the  price 
levelled  off  for  the  Fall,  but  if  there 
is  as  much  increased  consumption  in 
eggs  as  there  is  in  poultry,  the  large 
surplus  in  storage  will  disappear  in 
a  hurry.

One  of  the  worst  habits  which 
fowls  form  is  that  of  eating  eggs. 
Once  they  get  a  taste  of  them,  they 
soon  become  very  fond  of  the  eggs, 
and  the  habit  will  spread  from  one 
to  another,  the  cocks  often  joining 
in  the  party. 

The  cause  is  usually  due  to  an  ab- 
sence of  sufficient  mineral  matter  in 
the  ration,  such  as  grit  and  oyster 
shell.  I  have  had  hens  eat  their  eggs 
and  then  have  had  them  quit  when 
sufficient  shell  was  placed  in  the  hop- 
pers. And  again  I  have  had  to  use 
the  ax  in  order  to  get  rid  of  hens 
which  were  persistent  in  the  habit. 

It  usually  starts  through  the  acci- 
dental breaking  of  an  egg,  or  through 
the  habit  of  some  people  in  feeding 
egg  shells  to  the  hens.  If  there  is 
plenty  of  oyster  shell  in  the  grit  box 
there  is  absolutely  no  need  to  feed 
the  old  shells.  But  if  you  have  to  do 
it,  place  them  on  the  stove  a  few 
minutes  and  brown  them  slightly,  or 
better  still  crumble  them  up  fine. 

Plenty  of  straw  in  the  nest  boxes 
will  usually  avoid  chance  of  the  eggs 
being  cracked  or  broken  when  laid, 
and  if  the  nests  are  sufficiently  dark 
the  hens  will  not  discover  the  fact, 
even  if  they  do  become  broken. 

Many  eggs  are  laid  in  the  litter  in 
the  average  flock.  Sometimes  this  is 
due  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  nests  for 
the  hens  during  the  busy  hours.  And 
every  egg  in  the  litter  is  an  open  in- 
vitation to  form  the  egg-eating  habit. 
Have  sufficient  nests  and  watch  the 
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litter  for  eggs.  If  any  happen  to  be 
broken,  remove  them  before  the  hens 
get  a  taste. — C.  C.  S.

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The  Breeding  of  Turkeys 


Before  the  nineties,  this  country 
produced  turkeys  at  the  rate  of  one 
a  year  for  every  five  persons.  In  sub- 
sequent years  the  blackhead  disease, 
scourge  of  turkey  growers,  reduced 
this  to  one  for  every  fifteen  persons. 
Recently  research  taught  us  how 
more  nearly  to  control  blackhead,  and 
the  number  of  turkeys  has  now  risen 
to  one  a  year  for  every  6.5  persons. 
But  less  scientific  attention  has  been 
paid  to  breeding  problems  than  to 
those  of  feeding,  management,  and 
disease  control. 

Our  modern  domesticated  turkeys 
are  descended  from  the  North  Amer- 
ican or  common  wild  turkey,  of  which 
there  are  five  subspecies.  Wild  tur- 
keys were  apparently  domesticated 
by  the  American  Indians,  and  some 
of  them  were  taken  to  Spain  as  early 
as  1498.  Several  European  domesti- 
cated varieties  were  developed  from 
this  ancestry,  and  some  of  these  were 
brought  back  to  the  colonies  to  be- 
come the  foundation  stock  of  our  six 
present  American  breeds — the  Bronze, 
the  Narragansett,  the  White  Holland, 
the  Bourbon  Red,  the  Black,  and  the 
Slate.  The  differences  between  these 
breeds  are  largely  in  plumage  color. 

Several  major  objectives  stand  out 
as    desirable    in    turkey  breeding,

though  little  in  the  way  of  coordin- 
ated or  intensive  work  has  been  done 
toward  achieving  them.  (1)  There  is 
an  increasing  demand  for  a  smaller 
bird  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  average 
family.  Hitherto,  breeding  has  tended 
toward  increased  size.  There  is  still 
a  demand  for  large  birds  for  hotels, 
etc.,  but  they  now  actually  sell  at  a 
discount  because  of  the  greater  de- 
mand for  smaller  sizes.  This  situa- 
tion can  be  corrected  by  breeding. 
(2)  There  is  need  for  improved  body 
type  to  provide  a  larger  proportion 
of  meat  to  bone,  especially  on  legs 
and  breast.  (3 1  Birds  should  be  bred 
to  reach  market  maturity  at  an 
earlier  age.  (4)  Higher  egg  produc- 
tion is  desirable,  especially  in  making 
possible  an  earlier  and  longer  laying 
season,  which  now  covers  a  maximum 
of  about  six  months.  (5)  Higher  fer- 
tility and  hatchability  of  eggs  are  de- 
sirable to  reduce  production  costs. 
( 6 )  Attention  should  be  given  to 
breeding  for  lower  mortality,  wheth- 
er from  disease  or  other  causes. 
In  achieving  such  ends,  use  might 


be  made  of  a  breeding  system  based 
on  production  records,  pedigrees,  and 
progeny  tests,  such  as  that  now  used 
bv  progressive  breeders  of  chickens. 
There  is  need  for  more  trap-nesting 
and  pedigree  recording  to  serve  as  a 
basis  for  isolating  superior  families 
and  breeding  from  them.  State  and 
Federal  agencies  might  well  lead  the 
way  by  developing  strains  notable 
for  viability,  quick  maturity,  and  good 
market  quality. 

The  small  amount  of  genetic  re- 
search with  turkeys  at  state  stations 
has  been  concerned  with  tracing  the 
inheritance  of  plumage  colors.  The 
United  States  Department  .of  Agricul- 
ture has  experimented  in- making 
crosses  -between  turkeys  and.  chick- 
ens. All  the  hybrids  died  as  ^em- 
bryos, .though  one  lived. almost  to  th« 
hatching  state.  At  its  range  experi- 
ment station  in  Montana,  the  depart- 
ment carried  on  a  five-year  inbreed- 
ing project  which  indicated  the  possi- 
bility of  establishing  inbred  lines  not 
inferior  to  outbred  turkeys  in  fertil- 
ity, hatchability,  production,  and 
weight  of  eggs.  A  similar  outbreed- 
ing project  was  successful  in  improv- 
ing fertility,  hatchability,  and  produc- 
tion of  eggs,  and  maintaining  egg 
weight. 


Poultry  Adds  Greatly  To  the  Income  On  Any  Farm 
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EXCELLENT  WORM  CONTROL 
FOR  POULTRY 


The  control  of  Roundworms  in  poul- 
try was  the  subject  of  a  paper  re- 
cently published  in  the  Cornell  Veter- 
inarian by  P.  P.  Levine,  of  the  De- 
partment of  Pathology  and  Bacteriol- 
ogy, New  York  State  Veterinary  Col- 
lege. Including  "Black  Leaf"  Worm 
Powder  in  his  extensive  research,  he 
makes  the  following  analysis  of  its 
efficiency: 

"Experiment  No.  5 — The  efficiency 
of  a  single  dose  of  a  nicotine  com- 
pound for  removing  mature  ascarids 


from  pullets.  'Black  Leaf  Worm 
Powder  was  tested  on  45  parasitized 
pullets.  This  powder  was  mixed  ac- 
cording to  directions  (%  lb.  powder 
mixed  in  5  lbs.  mash  for  every  100 
birds).  Feed  was  withdrawn  from  the 
birds  the  evening  before  treatment. 
The  following  morning  the  mash  was 
placed  before  them,  and  it  was 
promptly  cleaned  up.  Regular  feed 
was  then  given  to  the  birds  as  usual. 
The  feces  of  these  birds  were  exam- 
ined for  ascarids  during  the  48  hours 
following  the  treatment.  At  the  end 
of  that  time  the  birds  were  killed  and 
the  intestines  examined  for  remain- 


ing worms.  Following  the  treatment 
there  was  found  in  the  droppings  a 
total  of  285  worms.  Since  none  were 
found  at  autopsy,  the  efficiency  of 
the  treatment  in  this  group  of  birds 
was  lOO1^. 

Conclusions 

"A  nicotine  compound  ('Black 
Leaf  Worm  Powder)  administered  in 
a  single  dose  removed  all  of  the 
worms  from  45  pullets  parasitized 
with  adult  worms.  This  sttement, 
however,  should  not  be  interpreted 
to  mean  that  this  treatment  will  al- 
ways be  100%  efficient  under  all  con- 
ditions."

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EGGS  COUNT 


It's  not  how  fine  your  pullets  look 
or  how  proud  you  are  of  their  color- 
ing', the  real  thing  that  will  count 
this  winter  is  the  number  of  eggs 
they  will  lay  during  November,  De- 
cember and  January.

REGARDING  EGGS 


Most  of  us  know  that  the  shell  is 
about  11%  of  the  weight  of  an  egg, 
the  yolk  is  32%,  and  the  white  57%. 
The  white  is  85%  water,  while  the 
yolk  is  about  half  water. 

Eggs  contain  almost  no  starch, 
hence  it  is  desirable  to  combine  them 
with  cereals  and  vegetables  in  the 
diet.  Egg  yolk  is  rich  in  mineral  mat- 
ter and  a  source  of  iron.  The  fat  in 
the  egg  yolk  tends  to  stimulate  the 
growth.  Therefore,  it  is  evident  how 
important  eggs  are  for  growing  chil- 
dren. Eggs  are  desirable  for  every- 
one, but  are  especially  useful  for  chil- 
dren, and  the  sick.  Do  not  fail  to  use 
plenty  of  eggs. 


KEEP  BEES  WARM 


It  is  best  in  the  winter  to  have  the 
beehives  face  the  south,  and  located 
on  the  south  slope  of  the  hill,  says 
T.  E.  Birkett  of  the  Missouri  College 
of  Agriculture.  Such  a  location  gives 
added  warmth  and  affords  protection 
from  the  prevailing  cold  winds  from 
the  north  and  west.  The  strong  winds 
are  more  serious  than  the  steady 
cold,  since  the  moving  air  currents 
force  out  from  the  hives  the  heat  pro- 
duced by  the  bees  in  their  cluster.  If 
possible,  a  windbreak  should  be  pro- 
vided to  the  north  and  west.  Shrub- 
bery or  such  trees  as  evergreens  are 
ideal  for  this  purpose.  The  hives  must 
be  located  on  ground  that  is  well 
drained  so  that  water  will  not  stand 
above  the  hives. 


HELPFUL  HINTS 


The  droppings  from  chicks  and 
fowls  are  not  given  very  much  atten- 
tion by  many  farm  poultry  raisers, 
but  the  experienced  poultryman 
knows  that  these  droppings  may  con- 
tain harmful  bacteria  discharged 
from  the  birds  that  are  diseased.  For 
this  reason  all  houses  where  poultry 
is  kept  should  be  regularly  and  thor- 
oughly cleaned,  and  the  droppings 
should  never  be  spread  where  the 
chicks  range  or  are  likely  to  range 
the  following  year. 

Broody  hens  in  the  flock  are  a  nui- 
sance. They  soil  the  eggs  and  nest 
and  break  more  or  less  eggs,  keeping 
laying  hens  off  the  nest.  Broody  hens 
are  a  loss  during  this  time,  but  they 
can  easily  be  broken  up  if  taken  in 
time.  There  is  a  great  difference  in 
strains  as  to  broodiness.  The  writer 
at  one  time  had  a  flock  of  Columbian 
Wyandottes  that  was  continually  be- 
coming broody,  and  another  strain  of 
the  same  breed  in  which  a  broody 
hen  was  seldom  found.  Experiments 
indicate  that  broodiness  is  largely 
hereditary,  and  can  be  bred  out  of  a 
flock  by  careful  selection.  Do  not  use 
hens  for  breeding  that  persist  in  set- 
ting, or  the  results  will  be  that  you 
will  have  a  lot  of  the  same  kind  next 
year. 

In  selecting  a  site  for  a  poultry 
plant,  some  farmers  make  the  mis- 
take of  alloting  a  piece  of  ground 
that  is  useless  for  other  farm  pur- 
poses. However,  a  plot  of  ground  that 
is  poor  in  fertility  may  be  all  right 
for  yards,  as  it  will  soon  become  rich 
by  the  poultry  droppings.  But  the 
ideal  location  is  one  where  running 
water  may  be  had  and  reasonably 
well  shaded,  yet  open  enough  to  admit 
the  health-giving  sun.  A  sandy  loam 
soil,  such  as  can  be  easily  worked,  so 
that  it  may  be  plowed  and  crops 
grown  to  sweeten  the  soil.  Clay  soil 
should  be  avoided,  especially  if  the 
ground  is  low.  From  this  it  can  be 
seen  that  the  choice  of  location  is  one 
of  the  most  important  steps  toward 
proper  sanitation.  Climatic  conditions 
should  be  considered  also.  Extremes 
should  be  avoided.  Atmospheric  con- 
ditions has  much  to  do  with  keeping 
poultry  healthy.  Locations  where  the 
humidity  is  high  are  not  desirable. — 
C,  N.  Y.

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COMMERCIAL  FEEDS  PAY 

In  this  day  when  every  poultryman 
seems  to  be  trying  to  make  his  hens 
lay  a  few  more  eggs,  we  find  a  great 
deal  of  attention  being  given  to  the 
feed  which  is  given  the  hens.  We  can 
appreciate  the  reason  for  this  when 
we  realize  that  a  hen  is  simply  a  ma- 
chine which  takes  the  feed  and  con- 
verts it  into  eggs  or  fat,  and  which 
is  determined  by  the  kind  of  feed  giv- 
en, and  the  care  which  the  hen  re- 
ceives. Knowing  that  the  hen's  lay- 
ing ability  is  so  largely  affected  by 
the  food,  it  is  only  natural  that  poul- 
trymen  should  give  a  good  deal  of 
attention  to  it. 

Too  often  poultrymen  nave  attempt- 
ed to  mix  rations  at  home  when  they 
have  not  sufficient  knowledge  of  what 
a  really  good  ration  should  be.  Even 
with  the  knowledge,  it  is  found  to  be 
a  difficult  matter  to  compound  a  ra- 
tion at  home.  Modern  machinery  and 
facilities  have  placed  the  feed  con- 
cerns in  a  position  where  their  pro- 
duct proves  highly  satisfactory.  The 
big  mixers  are  far  more  satisfactory 
than  the  shovel. 

The  real  test  of  anything  is  the  re- 
sults which  it  will  give.  If  a  feed 
gives  good  results  it  will  be  in  de- 
mand. If  it  fails,  it  will  bankrupt  the 
concern  mixing  it.  Poultrymen  have 
tested  out  the  commercial  feeds,  and 
it  seems  that  efficient  methods  would 
demand  a  greater  use  of  such  feeds, 
and  we  look  to  see  a  growing  demand 
for  them.  Poultrymen  are  quick  to 
realize  an  opportunity  to  make  more 
profit.

COMFORTABLE  HENS 
PAY  BEST 

Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  that  the 
comfortable  hen  pays  the  best?  Per- 
haps you  never  gave  it  a  thought,  but 
just  the  same  it  is  a  fact. 

If  the  house  is  light  and  has  plenty 
of  ventilation,  cool  in  summer  and 
warm  in  winter,  the  hen  will  be  com- 
fortable and  lay  more  eggs.  The 
heavy  layer  is  the  hen  which  is  well 
fed  and  housed,  and  is  comfortable. 
You  cannot  expect  a  helf  fed  hen  to 
lay  her  best,  neither  will  one  which 
is  nearly  froze  make  a  very  good 
showing.  The  hen  must  be  comfort- 
able. Hens  covered  with  lice,  infested 
with  disease,  and  generally  out  of  con- 
dition, do  not  lay  well.  It  is  the  hens 
which  are  well,  healthy  and  full  of 
vigor  that  lay  every  day. 

True,  it  means  work  to  keep  Mrs. 
Hen  comfortable,  but  we  are  all  in 


the  business  to  get  every  dollar  we 
can,  so  we  should  see  to  it  that  she 
gets  some  extra  care,  especially  when 
it  means  money  for  us. 

Some  people  have  the  wrong  idea 
of  what  a  comfortable  hen  is.  A  big, 
fat,  lazy  bird  is  not  the  comfortable 
one.  Look  for  the  plump,  vigorous 
and  healthy  hens.  There  is  a  wide 
difference  between  a  fat  and  plump 
hen.  It  is  not  difficult  to  distinguish 
between  the  two.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, should  we  confuse  the  same 
kind  of  birds,  fat  does  not  indicate 
comfort.  Many  times  it  does  appear 
to  bring  discomfort.  What  we  want 
is  a  hen  that  is  reasonably  plump  and 
jam  full  of  reserve  vigor.  Such  a  hen 
must  be  in  tip-top  health. 


OUTLOOK  IMPROVING 

Practically  all  poultry  raisers  get 
a  little  panicky  during  the  summer 
months  when  the  price  of  eggs  is  low 
and  the  surplus  is  going  to  market, 
and  when  the  young  stock  begins  to 
come  into  the  market  in  large  num- 
bers, depressing  the  prices.  This  feel- 
ing is  only  natural,  because  in  the 
past  far  too  many  farmers  and  far 
too  many  farmers'  wives  feel  that 
when  they  need  a  little  extra  money, 


they  should  grab  up  the  young  stock 
and  take  it  to  market.  That  generally 
produces  an  over-abundance  of  poul- 
try on  the  market  at  this  season  of 
the  year,  with  the  resulting  fall  in 
prices. 

This  year  conditions  seem  to  be 
quite  different.  While  many  farmers' 
wives  were  cutting  down  on  their 
flock  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of 
feed,  the  hatcherymen,  also,  were  re- 
porting a  great  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  baby  chicks  sold.  Naturally, 
this  would  lead  us  to  believe  that  the 
amount  of  poultry  raised  this  year  is 
much  below  normal,  and  only  now,  in 
October,  we  are  beginning  to  notice 
the  effect.  The  government  reports 
of  September  1  showed  poultry  as 
bringing  lc  per  pound  more  than  on 
the  same  date  last  year  with  the 
amount  of  poultry  going  to  market 
far  less  than  last  year. 

Last  year,  in  August,  the  amount 
of  broilers  in  storage  almost  dou- 
bled. This  year,  the  amount  of  broil- 
ers in  storage  as  of  September  1  in- 
creased less  than  1,000,000  pounds. 
What  is  to  be  considered  more,  the 
amount  in  storage  as  of  September  1, 
1937,  is  only  about  one-half  of  the 
amount  in  storage  as  of  September  1, 
1936,  according  to  the  government's

own  figures.  This  will  make  higher 
prices  for  broilers,  or  else  something 
is  radically  wrong  with  the  law  of 
supply  and  demand.  For  the  first 
time  in  months,  the  government  re- 
ports show  that  all  poultry  in  storage 
on  September  1  was  some  2,000,000 
pounds  less  than  of  September  1  a 
year  ago.  The  above  figures  would 
bear  out  what  we  said  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  article,  that  poultry  con- 
ditions are  bound  to  improve.  The 
large  amount  of  eggs  in  storage  may 
tend  to  keep  egg  prices  down  some- 
what, but  the  price  of  poultry  will 
move  up  to  such  a  figure  that  those 
who  held  on  to  their  flocks  are  going 
to  be  well  repaid  the  coming  season.

HATCHING  OF  TURKEY  POULTS 
FEWER  THAN  LAST  SEASON 


Washington,  D.  C.  —  Hatching  of 
turkey  poults  are  fewer  than  in  1936, 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics reports. 

A  summary  of  the  monthly  reports 
of  commercial  hatcheries  on  the  num- 
ber of  turkey  poults  hatched  in  their 
plants  this  year  shows  a  decrease  for 
the  season  similar  to  that  reported 
for  baby  chicks.

Egg  Bound 

I  have  a  hen  that  goes  on  the  nest  and 
strains  like  she  wants  to  lay,  but  still  she 
does  not  lay.  The  bird  looks  miserable  and 
goes  around  with  the  tail  feathers  dragging 
on  the  ground.  I  will  be  thankful  for  any 
help  you  may  suggest. — Mrs.  W.  K.  H. ,  Ohio. 

This  looks  very  much  like  the  hen 
was  egg  bound.  Usually  this  is  due 
to  an  overfat  condition.  In  mild  cases 
one  may  inject  a  tablespoonful  of 
sweet  oil.  If  the  egg  is  not  passed 
soon  it  may  be  necessary  to  hold  the 
vent  over  a  dish  of  boiling  water  and 
steam  the  vent.  This  treatment  may 
be  continued  for  20  or  30  minutes  and 
repeated  if  egg  is  not  passed.  Per- 
haps it  would  be  well  to  give  the  hen 
a  teaspoonful  of  castor  oil.  We  sug- 
gest that  you  give  some  attention  to 
the  ration  as  it  probably  is  too  fat- 
tening.

Rye  for  Pasture 

I  want  to  plant  some  rye  for  poultry  pas- 
ture, but  wonder  what  you  think  of  it.  When 
should  it  be  planted? — S.  G.  L.,  Indiana. 

We  have  used  rye  on  several  occa- 
sions, planting  it  in  late  September  or 
early  October.  It  proves  a  good  green 
food  for  fall  and  spring  use.  Turn  the 
birds  out  on  the  rye. 


Wants  to  Cull 

Ca-n  you  tell  me  briefly  just  what  is  re- 
quired in  a  good  layer.  I  am  about  to  cull  my 
flock. — C.  P.,  North  Carolina. 

A  good  layer  should  have  a  full, 
warm  and  waxy  comb,  light  beak  and 
shanks;  large,  moist  and  light  colored 
vent.  The  lay  bones  should  be  far 
apart,  thin  and  pliable.  The  body  ca- 
pacity should  be  large.  The  late  molt- 
er  is  usually  the  best  layer.  This  is 
about  as  brief  as  we  can  make  it,  and 
we  hope  it  will  prove  just  what  you 
want. 


A  Clean  Up  Needed 

I  built  a  house  near  the  back  of  my  city 
lot  and  my  neighbor  had  a  poultry  coop  that  is 
almost  under  my  window.  After  a  rain  the 
odor  from  the  yard  and  coop  is  almost  more 
than  we  can  stand.  What  would  you  suggest 
that  I  do  about  the  matter? — K.  B..  New 
York. 

The  best  plan  would  be  to  go  to  the 
neighbor  and  tell  him  in  a  kindly  way 
just  what  the  trouble  is.  He  will  prob- 
ably meet  you  fairly  and  perhaps  you 
can  help  him  correct  the  trouble.  The 
chances  are  that  the  ground  is  sour 
from  having  chickens  run  on  it  for 
years.  It  needs  to  be  limed,  turned 
over,  and  a  crop  of  rye  or  some  other 
green  food  grown  on  it.  Then  the 
poultry  house  can  be  cleaned  up  and 
whitewashed,  and  everything  made 
sanitary.  A  good  disinfectant  is  need- 
ed. Of  course,  you  can  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Health  Department  of  your 
city  to  the  matter,  but  that  might 
bring  trouble,  and  we  think  that  the 
neighbor  will  be  willing  to  meet  you 
half  way. 


What  About  Peat  ? 

I  have  heard  about*  peat  litter  and  want  to 
know  if  you  think  it  alright.  We  regulate  our 
small  poultry  plant  by  the  advice  of  POULTRY 
KEEPER.

HOW  TO  PREVENT  MOLT 


The  molt  is  an  old  custom  among 
hens  and  is  adhered  to  by  every  avian 
female.  But  the  molting  season  is 
costly  to  the  poultryman  unless  he 
can  frustrate  the  hen's  or  pullet's  idea 
of  stopping  laying  while  the  old  plum- 
age is  shed  and  a  new,  glossy  coat  is 
grown  in  the  fall. 

If  a  pullet  lays  two  or  three  months 
prior  to  the  usual  molting  season,  she 
is  likely  to  follow  the  example  of  the 
older  hens  and  molt  too,  and  lay  no 
eggs  for  the  five  or  six  weeks'  molt- 
ing period.  If  the  pullet  starts  to  lay 
just  before  or  during  the  normal  molt- 
ing season,  she  will  continue  to  lay. 
Many  poultrymen  hatch  their  chicks 
late  in  the  season  to  avoid  the  molt; 
but  under  those  circumstances  the 
late-hatched  pullets  do  not  begin  to 
lay  full-sized  eggs  until  the  egg  prices 
start  to  fall.  The  early  hatched  pul- 
lets are  the  ones  that  lay  full-sized

eggs  when  eggs  are  high-priced,  and 
make  money  for  the  poultryman,  if 
they  do  not  molt. 

Molt  is  prevented  among  the  early- 
hatched  pullets  by  having  healthy, 
well-bred,  disease-free  pullets  that  are 
well  fed,  and  by  reasonable  use  of 
lights. 

Get  the  pullets  to  eat  all  the  feed 
they  can,  for  they  will  not  get  too 
fat.  Be  sure  they  have  all  the  dry- 
mash  they  want  at  all  times;  and  as 
soon  as  the  pullets  begin  to  lay,  wet 
mash  can  be  fed  in  addition  once  a 
day.  If  possible,  mix  the  wet  mash 
with  milk,  for  milk  helps  keep  the 
flock  healthy.  Lights  may  be  used 
to  give  about  13  hours  of  daylight, 
starting  about  two  weeks  after  the 
pullets  are  put  "into  laying  houses. 
Plenty  of  green  food,  especially  cab- 
bage, helps  to  keep  the  flock  in  good 
condition  and  to  prevent  the  molt. 


INCREASE  EGG  YIELD 


A  great  many  breeders  have  writ- 
ten us  that  they  feel  the  average  per- 
son does  not  realize  how  much  the 
egg  yield  of  a  poultry  flock  can  be 
increased  by  the  simple  use  of  fer- 
mented mash.

EQUAL  FIVE  BALES  COTTON 


A  summary  of  the  results  obtained 
from  Alabama  poultry  demonstration 
at  Adburn  flocks  during  December, 
January,  and  February  reveals  that 
at  average  egg  prices  for  the  past 
five  years  100  hens  laying  160  eggs 
per  year  return  an  average  gross  in- 
come equivalent  to  five  bales  of  cot- 
ton. This  is  reported  by  John  Ivey, 
extension  poultryman,  in  calling  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  the  gross  in- 
come per  100  hens  was  $35.99  in  De- 
cember; $31.49  in  January,  and  $29.25 
in  February.  On  this  basis  the  gross 
income  from  100  hens  equaled  the 
value  of  290.24  pounds  of  lint  cotton 
in  December;  255.20  pounds  in  Janu- 
ary, and  223.15  pounds  in  February. 

Figuring  that  25%  of  the  grain 
and  mash  was  purchased  at  $3.50  per 
100  pounds  and  that  the  other  75% 
was  produced  at  home,  the  birds  paid 
the  corn  they  consumed  in  December; 
an  average  of  $3.31  per  bushel  for 
$2.66  per  bushel  for  that  consumed  in 
January,  and  $2.59  for  that  consumed 
in  February.

CHINESE  EGGS 


Washington,  D.  C— Approximately 
600,000  to  700,000  pounds  of  dried 
eggs,  considered  about  normal  for  the 
season,  are  tied  up  in  Shanghai, 
China,  by  hostilities,  the  U.  S.  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics  has  been 
advised  by  cable. 

Almost  all  of  the  dried  eggs  are  in 
the  fighting  zone  in  danger  of  de- 
struction by  fire  and  shelling. 

Due  to  warfare,  Chinese  plants  are 
not  operating.  Shipments  prior  to  hos- 
tilities were  not  large,  and  removal 
of  eggs  from  storage  has  not  been 
possible  since  beginning  of  the  war.

CHANGE  LITTER 

If  you  use  straw  litter  it  should  be 
changed  as  soon  as  it  becomes  damp. 
Damp  litter  means  cold  feet,  and  cold 
feet  means  few  eggs.  Keep  the  litter 
dry  by  frequent  changes. 

Many  poultrymen  have  switched  to 
peat  litter,  as  it  does  not  require  as 
frequent  changing,  thus  saving  a 
great  deal  of  bother  and  labor.  We 
have  frequently  been  asked  how  long 
litter  will  last.  That  all  depends  upon 
conditions.  We  know  one  poultryman 
who  had  a  large  well  ventilated  poul- 
try house,  and  he  used  the  same  peat 
litter  for  two  years,  but  we  feel  that 
is  rather  too  long.  The  best  rule  is  to 
change  it  as  needed. 

Fresh,  clean  litter  helps  wonder- 
fully in  the  securing  of  winter  eggs.

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Research  Work  Tops  List  of  Poultry  Projects 

In  U.  S.  Bureau 

(By  Dr.  John  R.  Mohler,  Chairman,  U.  S.  D.  A.  Poultry  Co-Ordinating  Committee) 


Poultry  activities  constitute  a  large 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture.  This  Bureau  employs  87 
full-time  profesisonal  workers  and 
conducts  29  projects  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  poultry  industry,  includ- 
ing those  that  deal  with  the  eradica- 
tion of  diseases  and  parasites.  Ap- 
proximately $427,000  is  allocated  to 
this  work. 

Fifteen  of  the  Bureau's  poultry 
projects  are  research  activities,  while 
the  others  are  classed  as  regulatory, 
educational,  and  administrative.  The 
projects  that  deal  principally  with 
production  include  the  identification 
and  production  of  superior  breeding 
stock;  studies  of  egg  production  of 
both  chickens  and  turkeys  with  spe- 
cial emphasis  on  fertility  and  hatch- 
ability;  studies  concerning  the  quality 
of  poultry  meat  and  eggs;  poultry- 
feeding  studies;  and  the  effect  of  diet, 
management,  storage,  and  methods  of 


processing  on  quality  and  composition 
of  eggs  and  poultry  meat. 

ome  of  the  research  projects  that 
have  received  special  emphasis  are 
tne  crossing  of  certain  breeds  of 
chickens  in  an  effort  to  obtain  a  new 
type  having  a  heavier  body  weight  or 
better  egg  production  or  both,  the  se- 
lection and  improvement  of  strains  of 
turkeys  in  the  hope  of  developing  a 
type  that  is  lighter  in  weight  and  yet 
meatier  than  the  present  types,  and 
the  study  of  the  fertility  of  both 
chickens  and  turkeys  as  a  means  of 
improving  the  hatchability  of  eggs. 

Projects  dealing  with  disease  con- 
trol include  investigations  of  the 
means  of  transmission  and  possible 
methods  of  control  of  fowl  paralysis 
and  other  infectious  poultry  diseases; 
studies  aimed  at  the  improvement  of 
the  agglutination  test  for  pullorum 
disease;  the  development  or  improve- 
ment of  anthelmintics,  disinfectants, 
and  biological  products  used  in  the 


treatment  or  diagnosis  of  poultry  dis- 
eases; and  investigations  of  methods 
for  controlling  and  preventing  poultry 
parasites.  Nearly  three-fifths  of  the 
allocations  for  poultry  work  are  used 
for  conducting  these  research  proj- 
ects. » 

Several  of  these  projects,  such  as 
the  investigations  of  control  methods 
for  poultry  diseases,  are  of  special 
importance  to  the  poultry  industry,  as 
losses  form  some  of  the  newer  infec- 
tious diseases  have  increased  in -cer- 
tain regions  during  recent  years.  The 
projects  that  deal  with  poultry 
biologies  are  also  beneficial  to  pro- 
ducers who  are  already  using  new 
biologies  such  as  the  stained  antigen 
test  for  pullorum  disease  and  similar 
products  that  were  developed  by  the 
Burtau  and  made  available  to  the 
public. 

The  development  of  a  method  for 
controlling  blackhead  disease  of  tur- 
keys by  keeping  them  separate  from

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chickens  is  an  outstanding  example 
of  the  type  of  work  that  is  being  con- 
ducted for  the  control  of  poultry  para- 
sites. The  disease  was  so  extensive  in 
commercial  flocks  of  turkeys  at  one 
time  that  the  industry  was  threatened 
with  disaster. 

The  research  projects  now  in  prog- 
ress along  the  lines  of  parasite  con- 
trol may  eventually  bring  to  light 
similar  control  methods.  Studies  of 
the  means  of  transmission  of  poultry 
tapeworms  and  roundworms  give 
promise  that  effective  control  meas- 
ures for  these  parasites  can  be  de- 
veloped as  a  result  of  further  experi- 
mentation. 

Another  important  type  of  poultry 
work  in  the  Bureau  of  Animal  indus- 
try is  classed  as  regulatory.  This  in- 


cludes seven  projects,  the  most  exten- 
sive being  the  administration  of  title 
V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act. 
The  purpose  is  to  protect  producers 
and  consumers  against  unfair,  and 
deceptive  practices  in  the  handling  of 
live  poultry.  The  law  requires  that  all 
persons  handling  live  poultry  in  com- 
merce or  furnishing  services  or  facili- 
ties for  this  commodity  at  cities  or 
markets  designated  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  shall  have  a  Federal 
license. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended 
June  30,  1937,  seven  cities,  designated 
by  the  Secretary,  were  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  poultry  provisions 
of  the  Act.  These  cities  are  New 
York,  Jersey  City,  Newark,  Philadel- 
phia, Camden,  Chicago,  and  Boston. 


St.  Louis  has  since  been  added.  Lower 
rates  for  handling  live  poultry  were 
established  in  the  metropolitan  dis- 
trict of  New  York  City. 

Other  projects  include  the  testing 
of  antigen  used  in  making  the  agglu- 
tination test  for  pullorum  disease,  in 
connection  with  the  National  Poultry 
Improvement  plan;  supervision  over 
establishments  producing  biologies 
intended  for  the  treatment  of  poultry; 
and  the  eradication  of  avian  tubercu- 
losis. The  last-named  project  is  part- 
ly educational. 

An  important  administrative  proj- 
ect is  the  Bureau's  supervision  of  the 
National  Poultry  Improvement  plan 
which  has  for  its  aims  the  improve- 
ment in  the  quality  of  breeding  stock, 
hatching  eggs,  and  baby  chicks.

Clinton  with  its  population  of  6500 
supports  a  post  office  business  usually 
found  only  in  towns  much  larger,  due 
entirely  to  the  hatching  of  baby 
chicks  that  are  eventually  raised  on 
farms  in  every  state.

Let  us  foster 
only  kind,  generous  happy  thoughts, 
and  express  our  deep  thankfulness  to 
our  Creator  and  reverently  acknowl- 
edge His  guiding  hand. 


THE  HOME  TABLE 
In  a  recent  issue  of  POULTRY 
KEEPER  we  carried  this  caption  at 
the  top  of  the  Questions  and  Answers 
department:  "The  Home  Table  Is  the 
Place  for  the  Best  Turkey  or  Fattest 
-Chicken;  See  That  It  Is  There  for  the 
Home  Folks."  We  believe  this  is  a 
matter  that  has  not  been  properly 
stressed  with  our  own  poultry  raisers. 
We  talk  about  consumption  in  New 
York  City,  Chicago,  and  other  large 
places  and  appreciate  its  effect  upon 
the  market.  Did  you  ever  stop  to 
realize  what  the  effect  on  the  market 
-would  be  if  every  poultry  raiser  would 
set  their  homes  to  use  one  egg  per 
day  per  person,  and  keep  it  up  for 
•six  months?  It  would  make  such  a 
.great  increase  in  consumption  that 
there  is  no  question  the  price  on  the 
market  would  increase,  also. 

Another  thing  as  mentioned  above 


is  that  the  best  is  not  too  good  for  the 
poultry-raiser's  own  table.  We  think 
of  the  city  man  buying  turkey  for 
Thanksgiving,  and  then  we  sell  off  our 
turkeys  and  very  often  have  a  hen  on 
our  own  table.  We  make  a  mistake  in 
not  making  the  Thanksgiving  day  din- 
ner an  outstanding  one  in  our  own 
homes.  The  best  turkey  we  have 
should  be  there,  and  if  we  do  not 
have  any  turkeys  then  we  should  buy 
one  if  at  all  possible. 

Another  thing,  we  believe  that  it 
should  be  served  on  a  big  platter  and 
the  carving  done  at  the  table.  The 
carving  of  the  turkey  is  part  of  the 
Thanksgiving  celebration.  The  boys 
and  the  girls,  the  children  and  grand- 
children in  years  to  come  will  look 
back  to  those  Thanksgiving  dinners 
when  Mother  brought  on  the  big  tur- 
key and  Father  set  himself  to  carving 
it.  We  do  not  care  how  poor  a  carver 
is — nobody  will  pay  any  attention  to 
that — but  we  do  think  that  the  feast 
of  the  eye  is  entirely  overlooked  if  the 
turkey  is  carved  in  the  kitchen,  and 
much  of  the  memory  of  the  dinner 
will  not  live  with  these  younger  peo- 
ple as  we  would  like  to  have  it  stay 
with  them. 

So  the  question  of  our  own  table 
deserves  much  thought,  more  senti- 


ment; yes,  and  more  romance  than  we 
have  been  giving  to  it.  It  is  such  an 
essential  part  of  our  lives  that  it  is 
too  commonplace,  and  so  we  beg  of 
every  family  that  more  of  the  ro- 
mance and  sentiment  be  put  into  the 
Thanksgiving  dinner,  and  that  it  may 
be  a  day  that  will  bring  the  children 
and  grandchildren  trooping  home  to  a 
feast  that  will  live  in  their  memory 
long  after  the  older  folks  have  passed 
on.  Of  course,  the  spirit  of  thankful- 
ness for  the  blessings  of  the  year 
should  prevail  at  every  Thanksgiving 
occasion  and  it,  too,  is  being  pushed 
too  much  aside  in  the  football  and 
outdoor  sports  that  seem  to  have 
claimed  that  day.  But  we  should  keep 
it  there  just  the  same  and  strive  to 
put  a  little  more  into  it  this  year  and 
every  year  until  Thanksgiving  day  is 
the  real  Thanksgiving  day  again — 
having  its  real  intended  place  in  every 
home.

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him,  or  it  might  be  that  the  hog  mar- 
ket broke  just  as  he  was  about  to  sell. 
Perhaps  it  might  have  been  that  he 
did  not  see  that  the  milk  business  was 
in  for  a  licking  in  his  locality.  What- 
ever may  have  been  the  cause,  it  is 
evident  that  he  did  not  see  ahead. 

It  pays  to  plan  ahead — to  anticipate 
the  future  and  to  be  prepared  to  meet 
any  emergencies  which  may  arise.  We 
have  heard  it  said  that  one  should 
"never  cross  the  river  until  he  gets 
to  it,"  but  just  the  same  we  think  it 
a  mighty  good  plan  to  know  that  the 
river  is  there.  If  neighbor  Brown 
raised  a  large  number  of  pigs  and 
planted  no  corn  to  feed  them,  we 
would  say  he  was  foolish. 

Poultrymen  sometimes  are  just  as 
foolish.  Just  last  spring  we  know  of 
an  instance  where  a  farmer  had  500 
chicks  come  on  and  no  brooder  house 
to  put  them  in.  On  the  other  hand, 
we  know  of  one  poultryman  who  saw 
an  upward  jump  in  feed  prices  com- 
ing and  he  saved  over  one  hundred 
dollars  by  buying  several  months 
supply. 

Planning  ahead  pays  because  it  en- 
ables one  to  meet  changing  conditions 
and  often  turn  what  might  be  disaster 
into  a  profitable  proposition.  Large 
business  men  plan  ahead,  and  poultry- 
men  and  farmers  can  well  follow  their 
example.  Do  not  let  a  sudden  change 
in  plans  upset  you  rentire  business.

LIGHT  YOUR  FARM 


CURTAIN  HELPS 


The  way  the  weather  feels  this 
morning  as  we  write  this,  winter  has 
just  sent  in  its  business  card  and  will 
force  an  entrance  itself  very  shortly. 
That  being  the  case,  we  can  look  for 
cold  weather  almost  any  time.  No 
use  to  try  and  fool  ourselves  and  say 
that  we  will  have  a  mild  winter.

We  have  used  heavy  unbleached 
muslin  for  such  curtains  with  good 
success.  Burlap  sacks  allow  almost 
too  much  air  movement. 

Such  curtains  may  be  dusted  off 
with  a  small  broom  to  keep  free  from 
dirt,  as  dirt  fills  up  the  curtain.  Nat- 
urally there  must  be  some  circulation 
of  air. 

Curtains  may  be  rolled  up  during 
the  day  and  fastened  on  the  roof,  and 
dropped  only  during  the  night  when  it 
is  real  cold.

Fighting  Cocks 

I  have  a  couple  of  cock  birds  which  have 
been  fighting,  and  their  combs  show  the  ef- 
fects of  their  differences.  Can  you  suggest 
how  to  treat  such  wounds?

Wash  off  the  blood  and  dry  the 
combs  and  wattles,  and  then  apply 
carbolated  vaseline.  Keep  injured 
birds  away  from  the  other  birds  for  a 
few  days  until  the  wounds  heal  up.

Egg  Bound 

I  have  a  hen  that  goes  on  the  nest  and 
strains  like  she  wants  to  lay,  but  still  she 
does  not  lay.  The  bird  looks  miserable  and 
goes  around  with  the  tail  feathers  dragging 
on  the  ground.  I  will  be  thankful  for  any  help 
you  ma-y  suggest. — Mrs.  K.  W.  H. ,  Ohio. 

This  looks  very  much  like  the  hen 
was  egg  bound.  Usually  this  is  due 
to  an  overfat  condition.  In  mild  cases 
one  may  inject  a  tablespoonful  of 
sweet  oil.  If  the  egg  is  not  passed  soon 
it  may  be  necessary  to  hold  the  vent 
over  a  dish  of  boiling  water  and 
steam  the  vent.  This  treatment  may 
be  continued  for  20  or  30  minutes  and 
repeated  if  egg  is  not  passed.  Perhaps 
it  would  be  well  to  give  the  hen  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  castor  oil.  We  suggest 
that  you  give  some  attention  to  the 
ration  as  it  probably  is  too  fattening.

DIGGING 


Hard  work  means  nothing  to  a  hen. 
She  just  keeps  on  digging  and  laying 
eggs,  regardless  of  what  the  business 
prognosticators  say  about  the  outlook 
for  this  or  any  other  year.

WATERFOWL  EXPOSITION 


Although  contending  with  one  of 
the  most  adverse  seasons  the  water- 
fowl breeding  industry  has  ever  ex- 
perienced, the  tenth  annual  renewal 
of  the  first  exclusive  waterfowl  show 
ever  held  in  America,  emerged  with 
flying  colors.  This  latest  International 
even  exceeded  the  fondest  expecta- 
tions of  those  who  were  most  active 
in  its  promotion.  In  fact,  many  of 
them  had  been  somewhat  dubious  con- 
cerning the  possibility  of  bringing  out 
a  representative  entry  in  view  of  the 
small  number  of  ducks  and  geese  ob- 
served at  the  fall  fairs  throughout 
the  United  States.

Eighty-one  head 
of  perhaps  the  finest  specimens  of  the 
breed  ever  assembled  together  were 
there  contesting  for  the  most  distinc- 
tive honor  to  which  a  breeder  may 
aspire,  viz:  a  blue  ribbon  at  the  great- 
est waterfowl  show  in  the  world. 
There  were  18  adult  ganders  and  17 
adult  females  commanding  considera- 
tion from  the  judge,  and  each  and 
every  one  was  up  to  real  International 
quality.  Moreover,  to  the  astonish- 
ment of  the  veteran  exhibitors,  a 
young  breeder  from  the  state  of  Wis- 
consin walked  away  with  two  firsts, 
a  second,  and  several  other  places.  He 
was  showing  at  the  International  for 
the  first  time. 

However,  the  Toulouse  did  not 
monopolize  the  interest  at  this  great 
display  of  quality.  In  geese,  there 
were  extraordinary  Embdens,  fine  dis- 
plays of  White  and  Brown  Chinas,  the 
usual  commendable  entry  of  Buffs  and 
Canadians,  and  finally  Africans  so 
typical  that  Grand  Champion  Water- 
fowl as  well  as  Grand  Champion 
Goose  was  awarded  first  old  gander. 

The  various  displays  of  ducks,  also, 
brought  out  the  keenest  kind  of  com- 
petition. Pekins  led  the  heavy  breeds 
in  number,  closely  followed  by  Buff, 
Cayugas,  and  Muscovys,  each  class 
being  chock  full  of  quality.  Rouens 
and  Aylesburys  presented  full  classes 
and  massive  specimens  ot  outstanding 
merit,  while  Runners  in  all  varieties 


upheld  all  former  traditions  of  this 
the  diminutive  but  symmetrical  White 
and  Gray  Calls  and  Black  East  In- 
dians were  much  admired  by  the 
thousands  constantly  poui  ing  into  the 
building,  as  were  also  the  large  col- 
lection of  wild  ducks  and  geese  dis- 
played in  a  capacious  cement  pool  oc- 
cupying the  center  of  the  exhibition 
building. 

But  possibly  more  gratifying  than 
anything  else  to  the  management,  as 
well  as  to  those  exhibiting,  was  the 
volume  of  good  sales  affected  and  the 
number  of  "fairweather"  breeders 
there  seeking  to  restore  their  flocks 
now  that  feed  prices  are  falling  to  a 
point  where  the  breeding  of  highclass 
waterfowl  is  again  paying  dividends. 
Yet,  after  all,  one  expects  such  de- 
velopments at  the  International  where 
breeders  are  ever  certain  to  find  the 
cream  of  the  country's  ducks  and 
geese  on  display.

When  you  stand  on  the  levy  at  New 
Orleans  and  see  the  mighty  Missis- 
sippi rushing  by  to  the  sea,  it  is  hard 
to  realize  that  every  bit  of  water 
spread  out  before  you  was  once  a  rain 
drop  that  fell  from  the  sky.  Enough 
tiny  units  coming  together  make  a 
powerful  body.  So  it  is  with  the  poul- 
try industry — one  tiny  egg  does  not 
seem  much  when  discovered  in  a  nest 
in  the  hay  mow  or  in  the  poultry 
house,  but  there  are  enough  of  those 
eggs  gathered  each  day  to  make  a 
veritable  "Mississippi"  of  food  which 
flows  into  our  large  centers  of  popu- 
lation. In  fact,  poultry  some  years  is 
the  third  largest  in  volume  of  our 
agricultural  industries,  and  in  the 
years  in  which  it  ranks  fourth,  is  still 
a  large  item  in  our  bread  basket,  and 
does  its  part  in  feeding  our  popula- 
tion. 

To  visualize  tnis  poultry  industry 
which  is  represented  on  more  than 
five  million  farms,  and  to  let  people 
see  how  truly  far  reaching  it  is,  the 
Seventh  World's  Poultry  Congress 
and  Exposition  is  being  brought  to 
America,  July  28  to  August  7,  1939, 
at  the  invitation  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States.  The  Poultry  Con- 
gress is  not  a  new  thing.  It  is  already 
a  movement  over  twenty  years  old, 
and  has  met  in  six  foreign  countries 
which  include  Holland,  Spain,  Canada, 
England,  Italy,  and  Germany.  In  Bar- 
celona, Spain,  even  as  long  ago  as 
1924,  it  attracted  an  attendance  of 
175,000  people.  Our  neighbor,  Canada, 
which  held  the  Congress  in  1927, 
showed  an  attendance  of  150,000.  In 
1930,  when  the  meeting  was  in  Lon- 
don, sixty  countries  were  represented, 
twenty-four  of  them  having  exhibits 
as  a  part  of  the  exposition,  and  each 
year  the  national  exhibits  are  an  in- 
teresting part  of  the  whole  display. 

For  a  good  many  years  people  in 
foreign  countries  have  been  suggest- 
ing that  the  World's  Poultry  Congress 
be  held  in  America.  They  have  felt 
that  this  country,  with  its  size  and 
genius  for  organization,  has  some- 
thing especially  important  to  offer. 
However,  those  representing  the  U.S. 
have  discouraged  the  bringing  of  that 
Congress  here  until  the  present  time, 
because  they  felt  the  U.  S.  was  not 
yet  ready  to  really  do  a  job  of  enter- 
taining it.  Last  year,  however,  it  was 
agreed  by  the  leaders  in  the  industry 


NINETY-SIX  NATIONS  INVITED  TO  SEVENTH  WORLD'S 
POULTRY  CONGRESS 

The  huge  building  shown  is  the  Municipal  Auditorium  of  Cleveland, 
which  will  house  the  Seventh  World's  Poultry  Congress  which  opens 
July  28,  1939,  and  runs  for  ten  days.  Above  the  building  is  shown  the 
interior  of  the  vast  arena  where  sixteen  thousand  people  can  be  seated 
to  listen  to  the  programs,  while  below  is  shown  a  part  of  the  Exposition 
Hall  which  will  house  exhibits  from  many  foreign  countries,  from  prac- 
tically every  state  in  the  Union,  and  also  commercial  exhibits  showing 
various  phases  of  the  poultry  industry.  Production,  processing,  packing, 
and  handling  will  all  be  demonstrated  by  exhibits.  Also,  much  space  will 
be  given  to  showing  the  consumer  how  to  use  poultry  products  to  the 
best  advantage.  A  couple  of  specimens  of  rare  birds  are  shown  in  the 
above  picture.  Several  hundred  varieties  of  poultry  will  be  shown  at  the 
World's  Poultry  Congress. 


that  we  in  America  are  not  sufficient- 
ly well  organized  to  really  do  a  job, 
and  consequently  the  President  was 
asked  to  issue  the  invitation. 

Ninety-six  nations  have  been  asked 
to  participate  and  bring  an  exhibit  to 
this  country.  The  forty-eight  states 
have  also  been  asked  to  take  part, 
and  already  several  states  have  ap- 


propriations, and  over  two-thirds  of 
them  have  a  state  committee  organ- 
ized to  see  that  such  an  exhibit  is 
placed. 

The  host  city  for  the  Congress  is 
Cleveland.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Great  Lakes  Exposition  has  just 
closed  in  that  city,  it  is  possible  to 
preserve    several    of   the  buildings 
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which,  together  with  the  permanent 
exhibit  facilities  of  the  city,  give  ex- 
position space  of  about  a  million 
square  feet.  One  of  the  buildings  will 
be  devoted  to  the  live  bird  show  which 
is  expected  to  comprise  at  least  fif- 
teen thousand  birds. 

The  exhibits,  however,  will  not  be 
confined  to  live  birds  by  any  means. 
Every  phase  of  the  poultry  industry 
will  be  covered.  There  will  be  model 
poultry  farms,  there  will  be  exhibits 
of  feed,  supplies,  incubators,  brooders, 
poultry  houses,  and  everything  which 
has  to  do  with  the  raising  of  birds 
from  egg  to  adult.  In  addition,  the 
packers  of  poultry  will  have  educa- 
tional exhibits  showing  how  eggs  and 
poultry  are  handled  after  the  pro- 
ducer has  put  them  on  the  market. 
There  will  be  egg  breaking  plants, 
scalding  plants,  frozen  egg  and  poul- 
try exhibits,  refrigerator  cars,  and  all 
of  the  process  which  go  into  tue  mar- 
keting of  poultry. 

The  younger  generation  will  have 
their  place  very  definitely  in  the 
show.  One  whole  building  will  be 
given  over  to  junior  activities,  and 
the  4-H  Club,  the  Future  Farmers  of 
America,  and  similar  organizations 
will  have  their  day  in  exhibiting  and 
judging  poultry  products  of  all  kinds. 

In  addition  to  meetings  and  exhib- 
its of  a  practical  nature,  there  will  be 
the  scientific  sessions  at  which  the 
leading  poultry  scientists  of  the 
world  will  gather  to  discuss  the  lat- 
est developments  in  all  phases  of  poul- 
try production.  For  example,  Prof. 
James  Rice  of  Cornell  made  the 
statement  recently  in  a  poultry  meet- 
ing that  probably  one  of  the  greatest 
factors  in  changing  the  course  of 
poultry  development  was  the  trapnest 
— a  simple  device,  yet  by  its  use  the 
whole  breeding  program  of  the  world 
was  lifted  from  a  hit  and  miss  prop- 
osition to  one  where  actual  facts 
could  be  had. 

The  mammoth  incubator  which  has 
made  the  hatching  of  chicks  a  com- 
mercial proposition  is  another  idea 
which  has  changed  the  whole  program 
of  the  poultry  industry.  Such  ideas, 
compared  and  transmitted  at  a  meet- 
ing like  the  World's  Poultry  Congress 
may  give  us  another  new  forward 
step  in  the  poultry  industry.  Some 
new  thought  may  come  out  of  this 
Congress  which  will  reduce  costs  and 
be  a  benefit  to  everyone  from  produc- 
er to  consumer.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
many  new  things  can  be  expected  to 
come  to  light  when  the  whole  world 
begins  discussing  poultry  problems. 

THE  OUTLOOK  FOR  POULTRY 
AND  EGGS  FOR  1938 


In  sizing  up  the  poultry,  egg  and 
turkey  outlook  for  next  year,  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
expects: 

The  feed-egg  price  situation  to  im- 
prove from  the  producers'  viewpoint, 
and  by  1938  to  be  much  more  favor- 
able than  a  year  earlier; 

The  spring  hatch  in  1938,  therefore, 
to  be  greater  than  the  spring  hatch 
in  1937; 

Poultry  marketings  to  be  less  than 
those  of  a  year  earlier  from  July, 
1937,  to  June,  1938,  because  of  the 
small  1937  hatch,  and  to  exceed  mar-

Turkey  prices  in  the  fall  of  1937 
to  be  above  those  of  1936,  and  possi- 
bly above  1935,  and  to  decline  in  the 
fall  of  1938,  with  the  prospective 
larger  crop; 

Chicken  prices,  because  of  the 
above  prospective  conditions,  to  ad- 
vance in  the  period  July-December, 

1937,  and  although  expected  to  be 
above  1937  during  the  first  half  of 

1938,  they  will  probably  be  under 
during  the  last  half; 

Laying-flock  size  to  reach  a 
cyclical  low  point  early  in  1938; 

The  rate  of  egg  production  per  hen 
in  1938  to  be  under  that  of  1937; 


Egg  marketings  in  1938,  therefore, 
to  be  less  than  in  1937; 

Egg  storage  stocks,  last  half  of 
1938,  to  be  much  less  than  in  1937, 
because  of  smaller  marketings; 

Egg  prices  throughout  1938  to  be 
above  corresponding  periods  of  1937, 
because  of  the  prospective  supply  sit- 
uation.

pers,  and  many  times  we  came  home 
and  made  one  just  a  little  bit  differ- 
ent and  was  sure  that  it  was  going 
to  be  just  what  we  wanted.  After  a 
while  we  found  that  we  had  failed 
again.  We  remember  one  that  we 
made  that  was  fairly  good,  but  the 
hens  would  scratch  out  the  mash.  We 
put  wires  over  the  trough  and  bent 
over  the  front  edge,  in  fact  we  did 
everything  which  was  suggested  to 
us,  but  still  the  hens  would  dig  out 
the  mash  and  waste  it.

WHY  RAISE  STANDARD- 
BRED  BIRDS? 

A  few  days  ago  we  haa  the  oppor- 
tunity of  looking  over  a  farm  flock 
of  poultry.  This  flock  was  composed 
of  every  color,  size  and  breed,  not  to 
overlook  the  mixture  of  two  and  three 
various  breeds.  The  owner  made  the 
remark  that  he  purchased  the  chicks 
of  a  certain  hatchery  and  was  quite 
disgusted.  He  expected  Standard 
chicks.    He  got  anything  but  that. 


We  asked  him  what  he  thought  of 
Standard  bred  birds,  and  he  gave  us 
some  reasons  why  he  likes  them,  and 
we  are  passing  these  reasons  on  to 
you. 

Standard  bred  pullets  mature  more 
closly  together  and  come  into  laying 
at  about  the  same  time.  This  has 
many  advantages.  One  can  anticipate 
when  the  pullets  begin  to  lay  and  also 
when  they  will  reach  their  peak  pro- 
duction. Commercial  egg  farmers  find 
this  very  essential  because  in  order 
to  hold  one's  customers  there  must 
be  a  steady  supply  of  eggs.  The  eggs 
will  run  more  uniform  in  size,  shape 
and  color  when  Standard  bred  pullets 
are  kept.  The  grading  of  eggs  makes 
it  quite  necessary  that  the  eggs  be 
uniform,  as  it  reduces  the  loss  caused 
by  culling  out  the  small  and  ill-shaped 
eggs. 

Everyone  has  more  or  less  of  a 
problem  with  surplus  cockerels. 
Standard  bred  cockerels  mature  along 
about  the  same  time,  hence  can  be 
placed  on  the  market  in  the  pink  of 
condition.  Buyers  are  always  pleased 
when  the  birds  run  of  an  even  size. 
Many  poultry-keepers  believe  that 
well-bred  birds  mature  more  quickly 
than  culls.  We  are  inclined  to  stress 
the  fact  that  they  run  so  uniform  in 


appearance.  This  always  makes  a 
good  impression  upon  the  prospective 
buyer.  And  don't  fotget  that  buyers 
are  sold  through  their  eyes  just  like 
the  rest  of  us. 

There  appears  to  be  so  many  good 
reasons  for  raising  Standard  bred 
poultry  that  we  can  hardly  see  why 
anything  else  should  be  raised.  Pos- 
sibly there  would  be  a  decided  in- 
crease in  the  interest  of  Standard 
bred  poultry  if  the  organizations  and 
individuals  directly  interested  would 
be  a  little  more  agressive  in  their 
promotion  of  better  poultry.  We  are 
quite  frank  to  say  that  most  of  the 
organizations  appear  to  have  lapsed 
into  a  long  and  restful  sleep  and  are 
allowing  Standard  bred  poultry  to 
drift  whither  it  will. 


PREVENTING  DISEASE 
We  feel  that  too  much  has  been 
said  about  disease  in  the  poultry 
flock.  In  many  cases  so  much  has 
been  said  about  sickness  in  poultry 
that  the  consumer  has  been  given  the 
idea  that  disease  is  far  more  common 
than  it  is.  We  do  not  believe  that 
anyone  wants  to  eat  eggs  or  poultry 
from  flocks  that  are  full  of  disease.

Not  Good  In  Canada  or  Foreign  Countries 
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place  where  he  thinks  most  poultry 
is  diseased,  he  will  reduce  his  con- 
sumption of  eggs  and  poultry.  Such  a 
condition  is  deplorable  and  we  should 
not  do  anything  that  will  give  the 
consumer  a  chance  to  believe  that 
conditions  are  worse  than  they  really 
are.  What  we  shall  say  here  has  to 
do  with  disease-free  flocks. 

Disease  is  not  normal.  Health  is  the 
normal  condition  of  poultry.  If  we 
keep  this  in  mind  and  work  towards 
that  end  we  shall  find  things  improve. 
It  is  not  very  difficult  to  keep  your 
birds  in  health.  They  require  good 
clean  food  and  water.  Inferior  feed 
may  be  moldy  and  otherwise  unfit 
for  poultry  feed.  While  the  drinking 
water  may  be  pure,  we  must  be  care- 
ful to  keep  the  drinking  fountains 
clean.  We  believe  that  more  sickness 
is  spread  because  of  unclean  drinking 
dishes  than  from  any  other  one 
cause. 

Plenty  of  fresh  air  and  sunshine 
are  very  essential  aids  in  keeping  the 
birds  in  health.  We  are  learning  to 
ventilate  our  poultry  houses,  and  this 
subject  can  have  still  further  inten- 
sive study. 

One  other  requirement,  that  of 
keeping  the  poultry  house  clean,  and 
you  have  the  basis  for  better  health 
in  your  flock.  Sanitation  is  impor- 
tant because  it  tends  towards  keeping 
the  germs  out  of  the  house.  Most 
poultry  diseases  have  their  inception 
in  germs.  If  we  reduce  the  number 
of  germs  we  reduce  the  chances  of 
sickness.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
there  is  so  much  emphasis  placed 
upon  sanitary  measures. 

Prevention  is  far  more  economical 
and  effective  than  cure  of  disease. 
Measures  of  prevention  should  be 
adopted  and  closely  followed  out.  At- 
testion  to  this  matter  should  reduce 
poultry  sickness  to  a  minimum.

There  is  plenty  of  scientific  evi- 
dence to  prove  the  truth  of  the  above 
slogan,  which  the  Dr.  L.  D.  LeGear 
Medicine  Co.  of  St.  Louis  has  created 
as  its  contribution  to  the  public  wel- 
fare and  for  the  benefit  of  the  poultry 
industry.

VITAMIN  A — This  vitamin  promotes  growth, 
is  needed  for  the  appetite  and  digestion,  and 
is  essential  for  normal  reproduction,  lactation 
and  the  rearing  of  young.  It  protects  against 
infections  of  the  breathing  tract  and  serves  in 
many  other  ways  to  keep  the  body  in  a  healthy 
condition. 

VITAMIN  B — This  vitamin  also  promotes 
appetite  and  digestion,  protects  the  body 
against  nerve  diseases,  and  is  required  by  the 
mother  for  normal  reproduction  and  lactation. 
It  also  tones  up  the  digestive  tract.  Vitamin 
B,  unlike  the  other  vitamins,  is  not  stored 
up  in  the  body.  This  means  that  a  fresh 
supply  must  be  taken  every  day  so  as  to 
guard  against  nervous  and  digestive  disor- 
ders. 

VITAMIN  D — Vitamin  D  may  be  taken  into 
the  body  through  sunshine,  but  foods,  including 
eggs,  are  also  necessary  sources.  This  vitamin 
is  needed  for  the  growth  of  bones  and  teeth. 
It  regulates,  the  bone-forming  elements  (cal- 
cium and  phosphorous)  and  is  required  by  the 
mother  to  prevent  rickets  in  the  young. 

VITAMIN  E — This  is  the  reproductive  vita- 
min and  is  needed  by  both  male  and  female 
to  strengthen  the  germ  cells  and  insure  normal 
functions.  Egg  yolk  is  an  excellent  source  of 
this  highly  important  vitamin. 

VITAMIN  G — Vitamin  G  is  needed  to  pre- 
vent and  overcome  digestive  disorders,  skin 
troubles,  inflammation  of  the  mouth,  and 
various  nervous  and  mental  disorders. 

In  addition  to  the  five  vitamins, 
eggs  contain  various  minerals  and 
other  elements  which  we  need  from 
day  to  day.  This  matter  of  minerals 
is  tremendously  important.  While  the 
total  amount  of  mineral  matter  in 
any  human  body  is  relatively  small, 
in  proportion  to  the  bulk  of  bone  and 
flesh,  these  minerals  are  necessary 
far  beyond  their  mere  quantity  in  the 
human  frame.  We  could  not  live  with- 
out them,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  less 
than  4%  of  the  body  weight  is  com- 
posed of  such  minerals  as  calcium, 
phosphorous,  potassim,  sodium,  chlor- 
ine, sulphur,  magnesium,  and  iron. 

Other  minerals,  traces  of  which  are 
found  in  the  body,  are  lithium,  iodine, 
flourine,  silicon,  copper,  manganese, 
boron,  arsenic,  silver  and  lead. 

The  actual  need  for  some  of  these 
minerals  is  disputed,  but  they  would 
hardly  be  present  if  Nature  did  not 
have  a  purpose  in  putting  them 
there.

Eggs  or  Broilers? 

I  am  starting  in  the  poultry  business  and 
want  to  know  whether  I  can  make  more 
money  out  of  broilers  than  from  eggs. — K.  R., 
Illinois. 

This  is  more  or  less  a  personal 
question.  Much  depends  upon  your 
personal  qualifications.  Either  phase 
of  the  business  requires  considerable 
knowledge  and  ability  to  get  the 
maximum  return.  The  location  has 
also  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  re- 
turns. To  one  located  near  a  good 
market  for  broilers  the  income  is 
quite  satisfactory.  Eggs  also  bring 
greater  returns  when  one  can  get 
them  into  the  hands  of  a  select  city 
trade  as  quickly  after  produced  as 
possible.  Most  poultrymen  seem  to 
think  that  eggs  are  the  best  bet,  but 
broilers  are  well  worth  your  careful 
consideration.

I  have  not  been  very  well  for  a  long  time, 
and  my  funds  are  getting  so  low  that  I  must 
look  about  for  a  little  income.  Do  you  think 
that  I  could  make  a  few  dollars  each  month 
from  a  small  flock  of  hens?  I  could  sell  the 
eggs  right  here  at  home  and  I  have  the  neces- 
sary buildings.  Prices  are  quite  high  here 
most  of  the  year. — Miss  P.  G. ,  Indiana. 

From  the  balance  of  the  letter  we 
gain  the  information  that  you  have 
had  considerable  experience  with 
poultry.  Your  only  expense  would  be 
for  the  poultry  and  some  feed.  This 
would  indicate  that  you  could  invest 
in  a  few  hens  and  make  some  money. 
We  would  advise  just  a  few  hens  to 
start  with,  and  later  if  the  venture 
proved  to  be  profitable  you  can 
branch  out  as  far  as  your  strength 
will  permit.  In  the  buying  of  layers 
you  will  have  to  pay  more,  but  it  will 
be  best  to  purchase  pullets  only. 
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To  Hatch  or  Buy? 

A  number  of  years  ago  I  kept  some  birds 
on  range  and  the  eggs  hatched  just  fine.  Then 
I  moved  to  town  and  kept  my  birds  rather 
closely  confined.  I  have  never  been  able  to 
get  good  hatches  in  town.  What  is  the  cause 
of  this  condition? — C.  W. ,  Iowa. 

When  the  birds  are  out  on  range 
they  build  up  a  surplus  of  energy  and 
pack  a  lot  of  vitality  in  their  bodies. 
With  the  fowls  in  town  they  do  not 
get  the  necessary  exercise  to  do  this, 
and  the  result  is  that  while  the  eggs 
may  be  fertile,  yet  they  lack  that  in- 
herent vigor  that  the  range  flock  has. 
We  have  experimented  with  an  idea 
to  overcome  this  condition.  We  doubt 
that  it  can  be  accomplished,  but  the 
matter  may  be  quite  largely  corrected 
by  giving  all  grain  in  litter  at  least  a 
foot  deep.  This  makes  the  birds 
scratch  and  dig,  and  keeps  them  in  as 
good  health  as  is  possible  under  the

closely  confined  conditions  so  neces- 
sary in  the  town  flocks.  Fresh  air 
and  plenty  of  sunshine  combined  with 
this  exercise  will  help  in  a  marked 
degree  to  overcome  the  lack  of  range 
exercise.

Fertility  on  Range 

I  have  hatched  chicks  and  also  purcha-sed 
them,  and  it  always  seemed  to  me  that  I  was 
ahead  of  the  game  when  I  hatched  my  own. 
What  is  your  opinion  on  this  subject? — K.  O. 
L. ,  Iowa. 

The  majority  of  those  who  purchase 
chicks  seem  to  think  that  such  a  plan 
is  cheaper  for  them.  No  doubt  in 
some  cases  it  is  best  to  hatch  chicks 
at  home.  Such  a  plan  is  especially 
useful  when  one  is  trying  to  improve 
certain  characteristics  in  his  flock. 
While  the  commercial  hatchery  fills 
a  real  place  in  our  national  poultry 
life,  yet  it  cannot  serve  everyone.  If 
you  feel  that  it  cannot  fill  your  needs 
then  you  should  try  and  hatch  your 
own  chicks. 


ETERNAL  VIGILANCE 


Just  because  cold  weather  is  here 
and  we  are  having  more  than  our 
share  the  latter  part  of  November 
and  early  December,  is  no  sign  that 
close  attention  should  be  relaxed  for  a 
moment  in  watching  the  laying  hens 
for  any  danger  of  worm  infection.

A  properly  ventilated  laying  pen  is 
of  first  importance.  Birds  are  active, 
especially  pullets,  and  require  an 
abundance  of  oxygen  that  their 
body  may  function  in  a  natural  way. 
When  pullets  are  first  housed  they 
need  plenty  of  ventilation,  more  than 
at  any  other  time.  They  have  been 
accustomed  to  it  on  the  range,  and 
if  penned  in  a  close,  stuffy  place,  the 


results  will  surely  not  be  in  favor  of 
a  profitable  egg  yield. 

It  is  not  advisable  to  close  the 
front  windows  or  muslin  curtains  on 
the  first  appearance  of  cold  weather. 
This  should  be  done  gradually,  so  as 
to  avoid  the  danger  of  colds  and  a 
damp  house.  Laying  pens  should  be 
well  ventilated,  but  in  such  a  way  as 
to  prevent  drafts  from  reaching  the 
birds,  especially  at  night  when  they 
are  on  the  roosts.  A  cool,  dry  house 
is  much  better  than  a  damp  one,  even 
it  may  be  moderately  warm.  A  house 
well  ventilated,  including  the  back, 
ends  and  ceiling,  makes  it  more  com- 
fortable, as  it  tends  to  maintain  more 
uniform  temperature. — V.  M.  C.

GATHER  MORE  EGGS 


If  water  were  $1  a  barrel,  we  would 
perhaps  appreciate  it  more  and  see 
that  our  hens  had  plenty  of  it  all  the 
time.  But  because  water  is  a  free  gift 
of  nature,  we  are  apt  to  overlook  its 
importance. 

"All  the  bodily  processes,"  says  the 
Cornell  Poultry  department,  "such  as 
digestion,  absorption  and  secretion, 
takes  place  in  water  as  a  solvent. 
Lack  of  water  hinders  digestion, 
limits  secretions  and  excretions,- 
thickens  the  blood  and  raises  the  body 
temperature. 

"Egg  production  depends  upon  a 
constant  supply  and  can  almost  be 
stopped  within  two  or  three  days  by 
cutting  off  the  water  supply." 

With  the  winter  months  just  ahead 
we  need  to  be  especially  careful  to  see 
that  our  birds  have  plenty  of  unfrozen 
water,  not  too  chilly. 

The  writer  has  a  vivid  remem- 
brance of  trips  to  the  henhouse  with 
a  hot  teakettle  on  zero  days.  Even 
then,  the  water  would  be  frozen  part 
of  the  time. 

For  the  last  two  years,  we  have 
been  able  to  keep  water  before  our 
birds  in  the  coldest  weather,  without 
making  extra  trips  to  the  hen  house. 
A  small  flat  oil  stove  was  procured, 
such  as  can  be  had  for  about  $2.  This 
supplies  a  tiny  flame,  just  enough  to 
keep  the  water  from  freezing  without 
making  it  too  warm.  A  grocery  box 
was  converted  into  a  cabinet  for  this 
stove,  and  holes  were  cut  through 
which  the  birds  could  reach  the  water. 
An  ordinary  galvanized  dish  holds  the 

The  birds  soon  learn  to  use  this 
home-made  drinking  fountain,  and 
will  go  to  it  again  and  again  through- 
out the  day,  especially  after  visiting 
the  mash  box.  We  have  gathered  eggs 
from  the  time  the  pullets  started  in 
November  or  December  until  they 
stopped  molt  the  following  August. 

According  to  Prof.  Dryden,  a  dozen 
eggs  contained  on  analysis  13.57 
ounces  of  water.  He  also  declares  that 
the  yolk  of  the  egg  is  50%  water,  and 
the  white  about  85%. 

If  we  want  to  gather  plenty  of  eggs 
we  must  furnish  the  hens  with  plenty 
of  water  from  which  to  make  them. 
Fortunately,  nothing  which  we  can 
supply,  except  fresh  air,  costs  so  lit- 
tle. All  that  is  needed  is  a  little  care 
to  keep  the  water  from  freezing. 

Of  course,  the  fountains  should  be 
emptied  and  refilled  daily.  They 
should  also  be  scalded  occasionally  to 
remove  any  slime  which  may  accumu- 
late.

NEW  DEPARTMENT 


As  this  issue  will  reach  a  large 
number  of  the  breeders  of  waterfowl 
who  did  not  see  last  issue  and  may 
not  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  with 
Judge  Oscar  Grow  to  conduct  a 
waterfowl  department  in  POULTRY 
KEEPER  each  month.  We  are  run- 
ning this  notice  to  advise  them  of 
the  addition  of  this  new  department. 
The  department  will  not  be  so  preten- 
tious, but  we  do  hope  it  will  serve  the 
waterfowl  breeders  of  America  to  an 
extent  that  will  justify  the  effort  on 
the  part  of  Judge  Grow  and  our- 
selves. 


GEESE 

Recently,  while  discussing  the  eco- 
nomic outlook  with  a  North  Missouri 
farmer,  my  attention  was  attracted 
to  an  above  average  size  flock  of 
geese  feeding  in  the  nearby  pasture. 
In  response  to  my  observation  that 
his  flock  was  an  uncommonly  large 
one,  he  stated:  "Geese  were  the  only 
crop  on  the  entire  farm  which  showed 
us  a  profit  in  1936,  and  this  season, 
when  the  time  and  costs  are  consid- 
ered, they  are  again  going  to  be  the 
best  paying  item  we  have.  Chickens 
have  been  a  losing  venture  with  us 
for  the  past  three  years,  and  in  1936 
our  turkeys  burned  out  financial 
fingers  deeper  than  they  have  been 
singed  for  a  long  time." 

"This  fall  turkeys  are  opening  up 
at  16  cents  for  tops,  while  we  have 
already  been  bid  14  cents  for  our 
geese — straight  run.  The  difference 
of  two  cents  per  pound  in  favor  of 
the  turkeys  will  not  begin  to  take 
care  of  the  greater  expense  in  feeding 
and  brooding  the  raising  of  turkeys 
involved.  The  greater  part  of  the 
growth  of  our  goslings  was  derived 
from  pasture  and,  along  in  late  July 
and  early  August,  from  green  corn 
fodder  which  came  from  cutting  out 
the  suckers  in  the  corn  hills.  Most  of 
what  those  goslings  consumed  would 
have  gone  to  waste  if  we  had  not 
hatched  them.  You  will  understand, 
therefore,  why  we  are  rather  partial 
to  our  geese." 

These  geese  are  carving  a  deeper 
economic  niche  into  the  agricultural 
scheme  of  things,  not  through  an  arti- 
fically  stimulated  boom,  such  as  the 
propagation  of  turkeys  have  unfor- 
tunately been  undergoing,  but  through 
sheer  economic  merit  which  has  been 
quietly  and  steadily  winning  them 
addiitonal  converts  each  succeeding 
year. 

Moreover,  there  is  a  fascination  in 
the  rearing  of  goslings  not  found  in 
the  rearing  of  any  other  livestock  on 
I  the  farm.  From  the  time  they  are 
hatched  until  they  are  ready  for  mar- 
ket young  geese  nave  a  way  of  at- 
taching themselves  to  their  care- 
taker which  makes  the  chore  of  tend- 
'ing  them  an  agreeable  one.  Goslings 
are  the  most  "sociable"  of  domestic 
I  fowls  and  are  always  alert  to  greet 
those  who  look  after  them  with  a 


child-like  prattle,  as  if  their  tales 
were  understandable  to  their  owenrs. 
Then,  too,  they  grow  so  fast  and  de- 
velop so  rapidly  that  almost  each  day 
brings  forth  new  and  interesting 
phases  in  their  potentialities,  all  of 
which  tends  to  break  the  monotony 
that  too  often  is  assocated  with  the 
caring  of  livestock. 

Still,  the  rearing  of  geese  is  not 
entirely  a  path  of  roses.  They  are 
objectionable  about  the  dooryard  and 
are  despoilers  of  gardens.  Further- 
more, they  will  foul  the  water 
troughs  and  ponds  if  allowed  access 
to  them.  Yet,  the  same  objections 
can  be  assigned  against  almost  all 
other  livestock  when  allowed  to  range 
at  large.  Accordingly,  geese  should 
be  confined  in  generous-sized  yards 
or  pastures  where  green  grass  is 
abundant,  and  any  hog  or  sheep-tight 
fence  will  retain  them.  In  fact,  pas- 
ture cannot  be  devoted  to  a  better 
purpose  than  the  grazing  of  geese. 

The  variety  to  keep  ?  That  depends 
much  upon  your  personal  preferences 
and  your  local  markets.  Time  was 
when  the  mammoth  Toulouse  and 
Embdens  commanded  premiums,  but 
during  the  depression  the  lighter 
breeds  have  had  their  day,  inasmuch 
as  the  budget  of  the  average  consum- 
er could  not  cover  the  additional  ex- 
pense the  larger  carcasses  involved. 
As  a  consequence,  the  Chinas,  Pil- 
grims and  Pommeranians  of  which 
the  Buff  goose  is  a  typical  example, 
are  now  in  much  favor.  Nevertheless, 
there  is  a  demand  for  all  sizes  in  the 
various  sections  of  the  United  States, 
so  one  should  be  very  reluctant  to 
forsake  a  breed  which  has  proven  re- 
munerative during  the  years  past, 
merely  to  cater  to  what  may  be  an 
unstable  and  temporary  phase  of  the 
market. — Oscar  Grow.

AMERICANS    EATING  MORE 
TURKEY 


American  consumers  are  eating 
more  turkey  this  year  than  ever  be- 
fore. The  1936  crop  was  the  largest 
on  record;  nevertheless,  the  remain- 
ing stocks  in  storage  have  been  re- 
duced almost  to  normal  size,  accord- 
ing to  B.  H.  Bennett  in  the  November 
issue  of  "The  Agricultural  Situation." 

Until  recent  years  the  production 
of  turkeys  had  been  a  minor  part  of 
the  regular  farm  enterprise,  Bennett 
says.  Now  turkey  production  is  fre- 
quently referred  to  as  a  $50,000,000 
industry.  The  first  big  crop  was  in 
1929— about  17,000,000  birds.  Last 
year  the  production  was  more  than 
20,000,000  birds. 

Turkey  growers  are  reported  to 
have  solved  most  of  their  production 
problems,  but  Bennett  points  out 
that  much  remains  to  be  done  to  im- 
prove marketing  methods.  A  report 
by  a  Special  Committee  on  the  Tur- 
key Industry  suggested  that  con- 
sumption may  be  increased  by  making 
fresh-killed  turkeys  available  thruout 
the  year. 

The  report  also  recommends  the 
production  of  smaller  type  turkeys, 
the  marketing  of  dressed  half  turkeys 
and  parts  of  turkeys,  the  manufacture 
of  canned  turkey  products,  improve- 
ment through  grading,  and  more  ex- 
tensive and  timely  advertising. 

The  1937  production  of  turkeys  has 
been  estimated  by  the  Bureau  at  10% 
less  than  last  year's  crop. 


Efforts  to  find  a  process  for  remov- 
ing lampblack  inks  from  the  paper  in 
old  newspapers  and  magazines  prov- 
ing unsuccessful  in  Germany,  chem- 
ists have  tried  instead  to  compound 
an  ink  that  bleaches  easily  and  they 
now  report  success.

A  Few  Breeding  Problems 


There  are  a  great  many  problems 
pertaining  to  the  breeding  of  poul- 
try. The  limits  of  space  will  allow 
us  to  mention  but  a  few  of  these 
problems. 

The  first  problem  is  whether  one 
shall  do  any  breeding  on  his  farm. 
Before  the  introduction  of  the  com- 
mercial baby  chick  it  was  impera- 
tive that  one  produce  the  chicks  at 
home  in  order  to  maintain  the 
flock.  When  it  became  possible  to 
buy  chicks  the  need  for  home 
breeding  and  hatching  was  not  so  in- 
sistent. In  most  cases  it  is  possible 
to  purchase  as  good  baby  chicks  as 
can  be  produced  at  home — and  in 
many  cases  they  will  be  better. 
There  can  be  no  argument  that  these 
chicks  will  cost  you  less  than  those 
hatched  at  home.  And  you  reduce 
your  labor  to  almost  nothing  and 
the  risk  is  entirely  eliminated.  It 
would  seem  that  in  the  face  of  such 
overwhelming  odds  that  it  would  pay 
everyone  to  buy  ready  hatched 
chicks.  Such  is  not  the  case.  There 
is  the  fancier  with  problems  pecu- 
liar to  his  particular  breed.  There 
is  the  fellow  who  is  working  along 
special  lines,  trying  to  alter  and  in- 
tensify certain  laying  characteris- 
tics. Then  there  is  the  poultryman 
so  located  that  it  is  not  easy  to  pro- 
duce baby  chicks,  either  due  to  lo- 
cation or  other  good  and  sufficient 
reasons.  Taken  as  a  whole  there  are 
a  large  number  who  will  continue  to 
breed  poultry  as  long  as  poultry  is 
kept  by  farmers  and  poultrymen. 

The  problems  of  poultry  breeding 
are  problems  of  reproduction.  The 
problem  might  be  divided  into  the 
various  phases  of  inheritance,  but 
the  danger  would  be  that  we  might 
become  lost  in  a  mass  of  details. 
Rather  than  risk  this  we  shall  try  to 
confine  ourselves  to  everyday  breed- 
ing problems. 

In  mating  of  our  pens  we  have 
some  point  or  points  which  we  hope 
to  improve  or  create.  That  being  the 
case,  our  very  first  problem  is 
whether  the  breeding  stock  will  do  as 
we  wish.  There  are  some  character- 
istics which  depend  upon  the  health 
and  vigor  of  the  breeder  to  be 
passed  on  to  the  next  generation. 
It  is  absolutely  folly  to  expect  the 
best  results  from  a  breeder  unless 
that  breeder  is  in  the  pink  of  physi- 


cal condition.  Every  poultryman  who 
has  bred  poultry  to  any  extent  has 
seen  cases  where  individuals  failed 
to  give  the  desired  results  simply 
because  of  physical  weakness.  In 
view  of  this  it  would  appear  that 
we  should  put  considerable  stress 
upon  the  value  of  health  in  the 
breeding  pens.  We  should  do  all  we 
can  to  keep  our  breeders  in  good 
health. 

Other  things  being  equal,  a  young 
breeder  will  generally  give  better 
results.  This  does  not  mean  that 
the  other  breeders  should  be  dis- 
carded. We  recommend  that  a 
breeder  be  retained  as  long  as  results 
are  satisfactory.  Usually  the  size  of 
the  pens  must  be  reduced  as  the 
birds  become  older,  but  we  never 
advocate  breaking  up  a  mating 
simply  because  of  the  age  of  the 
breeders.  You  do  not  know  what 
the  untried  breeder  will  produce.  In 
the  face  of  this  we  like  to  use  young 
breeders  as  much  as  possible  be- 
cause they  pack  so  much  vigor  into 
their  offspring. 

It  is  a  very  good  rule  never  10 
put  a  small  bird  in  eth  breeding 
yards.  We  know  the  temptation  of 
fine  color  or  excellent  shape,  but 
after  all  we  must  keep  up  the  size 
of  our  birds.  An  undersized  breeder 
will  reduce  the  size  of  the  offspring, 
and  it  may  require  several  genera- 
tions to  correct  the  fault.  One  time 
we  used  a  real  small  Ancona  cock- 
erel in  a  breeding  experiment.  The 
chicks  were  so  small  that  we  dis- 
carded most  of  them.  We  never 
made  the  mistake  of  picking  a  small 
breeder  after  that  experience. 

A  mistake  made  on  many  farms 
where  the  birds  have  free  range  is 
that  they  do  not  have  enough  males 
with  the  hens.  In  a  great  many  cases 
that  have  come  under  our  personal 
observation,  there  has  been  only  one 
male  to  40  or  50  females.  In  one 
instance  we  saw  one  male  with  80 
hens.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  the 
hatches  were  poor.  When  the  birds 
are  on  range  it  is  not  necessary  to 
have  as  many  males — but  from  15 
to  20  males,  depending  upon  the 
breed,  is  about  the  limit. 

The  fancier  who  devotes  his  skill  to 
the  production  of  Standard  bred 
birds  should  receive  much  encourage- 
ment for  his  efforts.    He  may  spend 


considerable  money  and  devote  a 
great  deal  of  time  to  his  hobby  and 
he  should  receive  some  consideration. 
Although  too  frequently  he  cannot 
get  what  his  birds  are  really 
worth.  He  may  ask  more  than  we 
are  willing  to  pay,  but  we  must  re- 
member that  he  has  put  many  long 
years  of  effort  into  improving  his 
flock.  He  makes  a  careful  study  of 
the  Standard  requirements  and  each 
bird  is  judged  with  this  Standard  in 
mind.  He  discards  many,  many  birds 
in  his  work,  and  year  after  year  he 
works  to  improve  the  color,  shape  or 
size  of  his  birds.  He  has  an  ideal 
towards  which  he  is  working.  We 
saw  a  Rhode  Island  Red  breeder  at 
work  one  time.  He  had  culled  his 
flock  rather  closely,  but  now  he  was 
going  over  each  individual  specimen. 
This  bird  lacked  length  of  back.  The 
next  bird  had  too  long  a  beak.  The 
third  bird  looked  very  good,  but  the 
undercolor  was  faulty.  The  next 
bird  was  a  little  off  color  in  the  eye. 
So  on  and  on  he  went.  Only  a  few 
were  saved.  These  were  gone  over 
three  times  to  make  sure  that  they 
were  up  to  the  Standard  require- 
ments. We  saw  the  breeding  pens 
after  they  were  mated,  and  such 
color  and  shape.  They  were  as  near 
alike  as  peas  in  a  pod. 

Remember  that  good  poultry 
breeders  use  the  utmost  care  to  see 
that  no  disqualified  birds  are  ever 
used  in  their  breeding  pens.  They 
insist  upon  the  best.  Year  after 
year  this  process  of  eliminating  in- 
ferior stock  continues.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  the  quality  improves  as 
time  passes. 

Every  fancier  must  become  famil- 
iar with  the  Standard  of  Perfection 
requirements  for  his  breed.  True, 
this  may  be  read  in  a  few  minutes, 
but  really  to  understand  and  appre- 
ciate what  it  means  will  require  a 
great  deal  of  study  and  observation. 
You  cannot  fully  grasp  its  meaning 
without  serious  thought  and  wide 
experience  in  its  application. 

The  fancier  has  a  breeding  problem 
to  which  he  is  awakening.  He 
should  not  become  so  interested  in 
the  production  of  color  that  he  over- 
looks the  need  for  egg  production. 
Considerable  improvement  is  being 
made  along  this  line  but  there  is 
still  much  to  do.

Poultry  Profits

Although  recent  surveys  reveal 
that  there  are  literally  thousands  of 
farm  homes  waiting  in  hopes  they'll 
sooner  or  later  get  on  the  "high- 
line,"  farm  electrification  authorities 
tell  us  that  even  if  every  project 
planned  by  the  government  and  priv- 
ate interests  were  completed,  only 
one  out  of  four  farm  homes  would 
be  served.  They  have  estimated 
that  no  more  than  half  of  the  farm 
homes  in  this  country  can  hope  to 
have  highline  electricity  within  the 
next  10,  15,  or  even  20  years.  And 
complete  electrification  of  farm 
homes  can  never  be  complete. 

To  the  many  thousands  of  farm 
folks  who  are  still  using  the  same 
methods  of  providing  electricity  as 
did  their  forefathers,  these  methods 
provide  a  very  dark  outlook.  But 
the  picture  is  not  as  dark  as  it  seems. 

Recently  wind-electric  machines 
have  been  produced  that  will  provide 
sufficient  power  to  operate  all  the 
conveniences  that  "city  folks"  have. 
They  were  the  result  of  Abraham 
Lincoln's    prophecy    more    than  85 


years  ago  when  he  said:  "Of  all 
the  forces  of  nature,  I  should  think 
the  wind  contains  the  largest  amount 
of  motive  power — that  is,  power  to 
move  things  _  _  _  _  and  quite  pos- 
sibly one  of  the  greatest  discoveries 
hereafter  to  be  made,  will  be  the 
taming  and  harnessing  of  it." 

Today,  85  years  later,  more  than  a 
half  million  farms  have  been  sup- 
plied with  wind-electric  plants  man- 
ufactured by  a  number  of  companies. 
Thousands  upon  thousands  of  farm 
homes  have  been  supplied  with  lights 
and  radios  that  operate  from  6-volt 
units.  While  a  larger  plant  can  sup- 
ply the  power  necessary  to  operate 
electric  mixers,  separators,  milking 
machines,  iron,  water  pumps,  grind- 
ers, vacuum  sweepers,  washing  ma- 
chines, small  motors,  fans,  and  many 
other  electrical  appliances. 

Attention  to  the  low  cost  and  effi- 
ciency of  these  plants  is  called  by 
Leo.  E.  Holman,  agricultural  engi- 
neering assistant  of  the  North  Da- 
kota extension  service,  who  recently 
said  there  Is  little  reason  now  for 


any  farm  home  being  without  elec- 
tricity for  lights  and  appliances. 
Lights    Increase    Pullets  Working 
Hours. 

This  means  of  power  has  been  a 
great  boon  to  poultry  farmers.  They 
now  can  afford  lights  in  their  poultry 
houses,  which  will  usually  result  in 
increased  production  sufficient  to  pay 
for  the  Wincharger  within  a  very 
short  time.  Recent  tests  at  the  Ohio 
Agricultural  Experiment  station 
have  proved  this  statement.  Leg- 
horn pullets  with  no  lights,  average 
39  eggs  a  bird  between  October  2nd 
and  February  6th,  while  57  eggs  pel 
pullet  was  the  average  when  lights 
were  provided. 

Tests  at  another  large  midwestern 
university  prove  that  lights  help  to 
develop  the  immature  bird  and  per- 
mit timely  feeding  during  extremely 
cold  weather.  With  free  electricity 
available,  a  ten  watt  bulb  can  be 
left  burning  all  night  near  the  feed 
and  water  and  will  give  very  satis- 
factory results  in  the  coop.  Tests 
have  shown  that  lights  are  usually 
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turned  on  at  4:30  to  5:00  A.  M. 
Evening  lights  may  be  used  but  the 
problem  of  gradually  dimming  them 
may  be  troublesome. 

Lights  Provide  Vitamin  D. 

Electric  lights  in  the  brooder 
house  provide  Vitamin  D,  necessary 
for  bone  growth  and  development 
and  irradiates  both  the  growing 
birds  and  the  laying  hens  with  ultra- 
violet light.  For  those  of  you  who 
desire  high  quality  eggs,  electricity 
will  help  you  get  them.  Eggs  can 
be  cooled  on  trays  surrounded  by 
wet  burlap,  and  cooled  by  a  fan 
blowing  on  them.  Then,  too,  can- 
dling requires  good  light  and  recently 
there  has  been  a  newly  developed 
sandpaper  device  to  clean  soiled  eggs. 
Pans  Aid  Cooling  and  Heating. 

In  addition  to  this,  fans  running 
in  the  brooder  house,  laying  house, 
and  storage  house  will  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  poultry  farm.  Cool 
fresh  air  by  the  use  of  an  electric 
fan  in  the  summer  time  will  supply 
sufficient  air  cooling  in  the  laying 
and  brooder  house.  Also,  it  is  wise, 
during  extremely  cold  weather  to 
supply  some  method  of  artificial 
heating  in  the  hen  house.  Brooder 
stoves  enclosed  in  metal  frames  have 
proven  successful  as  heating  units. 
In  large  hen  houses  it  is  very  eco- 
nomical to  use  electric  fans  to  blow 
the  warm  air  through  the  house,  in- 
suring heat  to  all  parts  of  the  coop. 

Those  poultry  farmers  to  whom 
the  highline  is  not  available  need  not 
wait  indifinitely  for  the  benefits  that 
electricity  can  bring  them  in  both 
home  comfort  and  business  effici- 
ency. As  yet  no  one  has  thought  of 
charging  for  the  wind  and  by  har- 
nessing it  with  a  Giant  Wincharger 
your  farm  and  business  life  will  be 
greatly  improved.

MAKE  HARD-SHELLED 
EGGS 

Each  year  the  loss  from  broken 
eggs  amounts  to  a  very  large  sum. 
Some  of  these  eggs  are  broken  be- 
cause of  rough  handling.  Some  break 
because  of  improper  packing  or  poor 
containers.  Some  eggs  break  because 
the  shells  are  so  thin  that  no  amount 
of  care  could  prevent  the  damage. 
Such  broken  eggs  can  and  should  be 
prevented.  The  hens  which  lay  a  thin- 
shelled  egg  does  so  because  she  lacks 
the  proper  material  out  of  which  to 
make  the  shells,  or  it  may  be  due 
to  a  diseased  condition  of  the  egg 
organs. 

If  the  soft-shelled  eggs  are  the  re- 
sult of  a  lack  of  shell-forming  mate- 
rial, it  appears  evident  that  the  rem- 
edy is  to  supply  this  material.  Oyster 
shells  are  the  common  means  of  sup- 
plying lime  out  of  which  the  egg 
shells  are  made.  The  poultryman  who 
fails  to  provide  oyster  shell  in  hop- 
pers is  penny  wise  and  pound  foolish. 
Grit  does  not  supply  lime.  There  are 
some  commercial  brands  of  grit  that 
have  a  large  content  of  lime  and 
serve  very  well.  Usually,  however,  it 
is  wise  to  keep  oyster  shells  before 
the  hens  at  all  times. 

If  the  egg  organs  of  the  hen  are 
weakened  by  forcing  for  heavy  pro- 
duction she  may  lay  thin-shelled  eggs. 
Such  a  hen  will  probably  recover  if 
given  a  rest,  but  forcing  for  produc- 
tion tends  to  weaken  the  part  of  the 
egg  organs  which  makes  the  shells, 
as  well  as  other  organs.  Some  hens 
always  lay  thin-shelled  eggs,  and 
they  may  have  a  chronic  condition 
of  the  shell-forming  part  of  the  ovi- 
duct which  cannot  be  remedied.  It  is 
best  to  dispose  of  such  hens. 

As  a  manufacturer  of  eggs  you 
should  strive  to  see  that  the  eggs  are 
put  up  in  packages  which  will  insure 
safe  delivery  to  the  consumer.  In 
other  words,  the  shells  should  be  hard 
and  firm.  Remember  that  you  are  to 
blame  for  thin-shelled  eggs. 


YOUR  TESTING  PLANT 
Possibly  you  have  never  thought 
of  your  poultry  plant  as  a  testing 
place,  but  such  it  is.  You  may  not 
be  able  to  carry  on  your  tests  on  a 
very  large  scale,  but  still  you  do  try 
out  various  ideas,  retain  those  which 
prove  useful  and  eliminate  the  bad 
ones.  You  have  a  regular  experi- 
mental plant. 

There  are  those  who  blindly  follow 
a  plan  that  has  been  worked  out  for 
them.  Such  people  never  get  very 
far  because  every  plan  must  be 
changed  to  meet  existing  conditions. 
We  can  hardly  put  down  a  hard  and 
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fast  rule  for  feeding  or  any  other 
phase  of  the  poultry  business.  Vari- 
ous conditions  make  changes  neces- 
sary. It  is  up  to  the  poultrykeeper 
to  be  able  to  determine  what  changes 
must  be  made.  That  is  where  judg- 
ment, ability  and  real  capacity  show 
themselves.  When  one  can  alter 
plans  to  meet  conditions  he  will  be 
able  to  get  better  results.  If  a  fixed 
plan  could  be  made  by  which  success 
could  be  secured  the  matter  would 
be  simple.  As  matters  stand,  your 
success  will  be  determined  by  your 
ability  to  determine  the  useful  from 
the  non-useful,  the  good  from  the  bad. 

Every  poultry  plant  in  the  land  is 
an  experimental  plant.  You  try  dif- 
fer feeds,  ideas  on  housing,  and  a 
thousand  and  one  schemes.  You  test 
out  many  plans  and  ideas.  After  all, 
you  have  the  final  and  best  testing 
plant.  A  manufacturer  may  put  the 
brooder  on  the  market,  but  in  order 
to  be  a  permanent  success  it  must 
meet  the  tests  of  the  average  buyer. 
If  you  say  it  meets  your  needs  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  the  brooder  will 
be  continued,  but  if  you  turn  thumbs 
down  upon  it,  after  a  good  trial,  the 
article  will  be  modfied  or  discontin- 
ued. You  are  the  judge  of  the  merits 
of  any  article. 


With  opportunities  come  responsi- 
bilities. You  are  duty  bound  not  to 
come  to  a  conclusion  too  quickly,  but 
must  be  absolutely  sure  that  you  are 
giving  an  honest  opinion.  Much  rests 
upon  you,  and  your  judgment  should 
be  accurate  and  honest. 


SELF  EDUCATION 

In  some  way  or  other,  we  have 
gained  the  idea  that  in  order  to  be- 
come educated  we  must  attend  some 
school.  Such  is  not  the  case.  Many 
of  our  great  men  never  had  a  chance 
to  attend  school  for  more  than  a  few 
months.  Very  few  of  our  successful 
poultrymen  have  been  able  to  devote 
much  time  to  schools  as  we  under- 
stand them. 

Back  a  couple  of  years  ago  a  reader 
of  POULTRY  KEEPER  wrote  and 
asked  what  books  we  would  advise 
in  order  that  one  could  gain  a  poul- 
try education.  We  suggested  a  few 
books  costing  less  than  ten  dollars. 
These  were  accordingly  purchased 
and  carefully  studied.  Recently  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  being  informed 
that  this  party  had  mastered  the 
fundamentals  of  poultry  keeping.

Rocks  or  Reds? 

I  have  been  raising  Barred  Rocks  for  20 
years,  but  of  late  they  do  not  lay  as  well  In 
winter  as  in  years  gone  by.  Now  I  am  think- 
ing of  changing  to  Rhode  Island  Reds.  What 
is  your  opinion  of  such  a  change? — Old  Timer, 
Iowa. 

The  Rocks  are  a  mighty  fine  fowl 
and  so  are  the  Reds,  but  we  think 
your  trouble  is  in  the  way  you  are 
feeding,  rather  than  in  the  breed. 
Give  a  moderate  ration  and  see  if 
your  birds  do  not  respond  to  it.  Of 
course,  you  have  not  been  inbreeding, 
for  that  will  lower  vitality  and  thus 
affect  the  egg  yield. 


Cannibalism 

In  a  recent  article  in  your  good  paper,  I 
read  an  article  which  indicated  that  growing 
chicks  in  battery  brooders  needed  a  fair  light. 
Now  around  here  we  have  found  that  if  the 
chicks  aro  given  much  light  they  tend  towards 
cannibalism.  I  wish  you  would  try  and  clear 
up  this  subject  for  us. — J.  D.,  Illinois.  * 

We  think  that  the  intention  of 
Prof.  Bittenbender  in  the  article  to 
which  you  refer  was  to  say  that  the 
light  must  be  somewhat  softened. 
Your  contention  is  right  that  exces- 
sive light  tends  to  cannibalism. 
Fact  is,  we  know  a  fellow  who  just 
the  other  day  told  us  that  he  was 
about  ready  to  give  up  raising  bat- 
tery chicks  until  he  learned  about  the 
effect  of  light  on  cannibalism,  and 
since  he  reduced  the  amount  of  light 
the  problem  is  solved.  Some  claim 
that  when  there  is  plenty  of  humid- 
ity in  the  air  that  it  helps  to  prevent 
cannibalism,  but  in  the  case  to  which 
we  just  referred  this  was  not  the 
case.

Changing  Litter 

How  frequently  do  you  suggest  that  we 
change  the  litter  in  our  poultry  house?  We 
have  a  long  type  house  and  use  straw  litter.—

This  all  depends  upon  condition.  In 
some  poultry  houses  the  litter  be- 
comes soiled  and  damp  within  one 
week,  while  in  other  houses  it  may 
be  used  for  a  month  or  even  longer. 
As  soon  as  the  litter  becomes  dirty  or 
damp  it  should  be  renewed.  Foul  lit- 
ter will  prove  a  source  of  spreading 
disease.  Remember  this,  that  damp 
litter  tends  to  retard  egg  production 
A  hen  with  cold  feet  will  not  lay  to 
her  capacity.  Dry  litter  tends  to 
keep  the  feet  of  your  hens  warm.

I 
gave  cod  liver  oil  and  a  good  commercial  ra- 
tion, and  as  soon  as  possible  I  got  them  out 
onto  the  ground.

GROWING  DUCKS  FOR  MARKET 


It  has  long  been  contended,  and 
with  entire  justification,  that  the 
duck  is  the  most  efficient  converter 
of  feed  into  edible  flesh  of  any  live- 
stock on  the  farm,  whether  it  be 
quadruped  or  biped.  From  a  trifle 
over  one  ounce  at  hatching  time  to 
the  remarkable  weight  of  six  pounds 
in  from  eight  to  ten  short  weeks 
is  an  achievement  in  relative 
growth  no  rival  has  approached.  It 
is  true  that  ducks  are  notoriously 
heavy  consumers  of  feed  but,  not- 
withstanding, the  fact  remains  that 
the  food  is  more  completely  utilized 
or  converted  than  by  any  other 
animal  under  domestication. 

Naturally,  such  remarkable 
growth  as  duck  raisers  are  able  to 
develope  under  proper  conditions  re- 
quires a  considerable  higher  daily 
intake  of  nourishment  than  do  the 
slower  gains  made  by  other  poultry.

Many  of  the  troubles  duck  raisers 
experience  are  traceable  to  this  ten- 
dency to  over  ration  both  the  duck- 
lings and  adults.  One  of  the  first 
symptoms  that  something  is  wrong 
with  the  diet  is  the  indications  that 
the  ducks  are  "going  off  their  legs." 
Such  symptoms  should  issue  a  warn- 
ing to  the  feeder  to  carefully  check 
the  ration  both  in  regard  to  quality 
and  quantity.  Nothing  will  cause 
growing  and,  even  mature  ducks  to 
lose  the  use  of  their  legs  so  quickly 
as  over  feeding,  particularly  of  a  con- 
centrated ration.  When  this  occurs 
the  prudent  thing  to  do  is  to 
promptly  reduce  the  amount  of  feed 
supplied  for  a  few  days.  When  im- 
provement in  the  ailing  ducks  is 
noted,  the  ration  may  be  gradually 
increased  from  day  to  day  to  a  point 
somewhat  more  restricted  than  had 
formerly  been  the  practice. 

The  worst  thing  one  can  do  is  to 
closely  confine  ducks  so  afflicted 
and  feed  them  heavily  without 
chance  for  exercise.  A  half  tea- 
spoonful  of  epsom  salts  per  individ- 
ual and  a  radically  reduced  allowance 
of  feed  will  generally  be  rewarded 
with  improvement  in  the  activity  of 
the  ailing  fowls  in  a  week  to  ten 
days.  This  recovery  may  some- 
times be  expedited  by  adding  a  few 
grains  of  potassium  iodide  to  the 
drinking  water  every  alternate  day. 
What  can  be  heaped  on  a  dime  added 
to  each  2  gallons  of  drinking  water 
seems  to  be  about  the  proper  dosage, 
inasmuch  as  the  water  consumption 
of  the  patients  must  be  remedial 
agents  in  the  drinking  water.  It  is 
assumed  of  course  the  crippled 
ducklings  have  been  removed  from 
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the  flock  and  kept  in  a  quiet  place 
during  treatment.  Although  duck- 
lings make  profitable  gains  during 
the  first  ten  to  twelve  weeks  of  their 
existence,  unfortunately  thereafter 
the  growth  is  relatively  slow  and 
inconsiderable.  Every  day  after  the 
duckling  has  reached  a  weight  of 
approximately  six  pounds,  it  is  car- 
ried at  a  loss  since  the  voracious 
appetite  remains  while  the  growth 
virtually  ceases.  The  result  is  that 
the  potential  profits  built  up  during 
the  first  few  weeks  soon  disappear. 
Accordingly,  the  time  to  sell  all,  save 
those  which  are  to  be  retained  for 
breeders,  is  before  the  twelfth  week 
has  passed.  If  this  procedure  is  fol- 
lowed the  duck  will  soon  dispel  any 
doubts  about  its  being  an  economic 
asset  rather  than  a  liability,  as  some 
are  still  inclined  to  believe. 

Like  all  other  stock  on  the  farm, 
ducks  should  be  assigned  quarters 
and  range  exclusively  their  own 
where  they  not  only  will  not  be 
harrassed  by  other  livestock,  but 
where  they  will  be  unable  to  pollute 
the  drinking  water  of  the  cattle, 
hogs,  chickens,  etc. 

Of  course,  the  foregoing  observa- 
tions apply  especially  to  ducks  being 
propagated  on  a  rather  intensive 
scale.  A  small  number  can  be  an- 
nually raised  for  the  grower's  own 
table  by  allowing  open  range  where 
they  may  forage  a  good  part  of  their 
living  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months,  later  to  be  fattened  on  a  diet 
composed  principally  of  whole  corn. 
Such  a  program,  however,  would 
prove  disasterous  if  attempted  even 
on  a  moderately  large  scale. — 
Oscar  Grow.

Vitality  comes  first  in  any  fowl  or 
animal,  and  because  a  hen  is  of  the 
fancy  class,  it  no  longer  means  that 
she  is  not  a  good  producer.  It  has 
been  stated  by  many  breeders  that 
their  best  layers  won  prizes. 

Vigor,  beauty  and  high  egg  pro- 
duction in  a  standard  bred  fowl  is  all 
that  can  be  asked  for,  and  it  has 
been  proved  by  many  of  our  best 
breeders  that  these  qualities  can  all 
be  had  in  one  bird. 

In  most  sections  of  the  country  the 
White  Leghorn  is  considered  to  be 
the  American  business  fowl,  and 
when  on  exhibition,  one  of  the  most 
graceful.

If  the 
breeders  have  been  properly  mated 
and  selected  to  conform  to  the  stand- 
ard, success  may  be  expected,  for  a 
chick  from  such  a  mating  is  most 
sure  to  make  a  good  start  in  life,  and 
if  failure  results,  it  must  be  due  to 
the  methods  of  housing,  feeding  and 
general  care. — V.  M.  C.

When  shut  up  in  a  lay- 
ing house  in  January,  she  just  can- 
not get  worms.

We  do  not  feel  it  is 
wiseo  t  put  much  money  into  such 
a  venture  until  it  has  proven  that  it 
will  pay.  When  its  value  has  been 
tested,  then  a  suitable  stand  may  be 
erected. 

We  believe  that  a  good  sign  plays 
an  important  part  in  attracting  cus- 
tomers. The-  sign  should  be  simple, 
easy  to  read,  and  plain.  Indicate  the 
price  whenever  possible.  Our  experi- 
ence leads  us  to  believe  that  it  usually 
pays  to  display  the  price.  Many  peo- 
ple are  influenced  by  price.  If  the 
price  apepars  to  be  satisfactory  they 
will  stop  and  investigate. 

Roadside  selling  is  just  beginning. 
Its  future  is  before  you.

FRESH  AIR  FOR  HENS 


Hens  enjoy  summer  breezes,  but 
the  cold,  raw  winds  in  fall  and  winter 
freeze  and  chill  poultry  as  they  do 
persons.  Yet  the  poultry  man  who 
tries  to  make  his  hens  comfortable 
by  closing  windows  in  the  poultry 
house  only  adds  to  his  and  their  trou- 


bles, for  he  sooner  or  later  gets  a 
wet  pen. 

Ventilation  should  provide  air  con- 
ditions in  the  laying  house  which 
will  be  comfortable  and  healthful.  It 
may  not  be  possible  to  measure  a 
hen's  comfort,  but  all  good  poultry- 
men  do  know  when  their  flocks  are 
contented.  In  most  poultry  houses  it 
is  possible,  without  expert  labor,  to 
improve  air  conditions  cheaply. 

The  tops  of  most  windows  or  other 
openings  are  from  one  to  two  feet  be- 
low the  highest  point  in  the  ceiling. 
An  opening  at  the  highest  point,  ap- 
proximately one  square  foot  for  each 
100  hens,  seems  enough  to  relieve  the 
moisture  conditions.  The  air  intakes 
should  be  near  the  floor,  for  then  the 
air  has  the  greatest  distance  to  travel 
before  it  reaches  the  opening,  and 
more  chance  to  mix  with  air  in  the 
pen,  and  absorb  and  remove  moisture 
given  off  by  the  birds.  The  bottom 
openings  should  be  baffled  to  prevent 
drafts.

Modern  Poultry  Houses 


There  was  a  time  when  the  average 
"chicken  house"  on  the  average  farm 
was  a  poorly  constructed,  loose  joint- 
ed affair  out  in  a  little  poultry  yard 
and  was  never  wind  proof  nor  any- 
thing more  than  a  sort  of  shelter  for 
the  "chickens"  during  the  winter. 
Nobody  expected  to  get  many  eggs 
in  the  winter  time  in  those  days  and 
the  flock  was  allowed  to  shift  very 
much  for  themselves  and  any  time 
they  used  "bought"  feed,  the  average 
poultry  raiser  figured  that  it  was  an 
absolute  waste  of  money.  Of  course, 
this  was  never  true  of  all  poultry 
raisers  because  there  were  many  peo- 
ple in  those  days  who  were  in  for 
pure  bred  stock  and  took  a  delight 
trying  to  improve  their  birds,  especi- 
ally in  their  show  duality  without  a 
great  deal  of  thought  for  their  egg 
laying  ability. 

The  times  have  changed  greatly. 
The  average  farm  in  the  Middle  West 
now  has  a  poultry  house  or  a  brooder 
house  to  provide  comfort  and  protec- 
tion for  baby  chicks  at  a  much  earlier 
date  than  was  formerly  thought  ad- 
visable. With  this  growing  improve- 
ment, there  has  been  developed  a 
large  number  of  practical  brooder 
houses  that  have  proven  their  worth 
many  times  over  by  allowing  baby 
chicks  to  be  started    much  earlier,

kept  in  a  warm  room  and  brought 
to  frying  age  months  before  the  old 
system.  Naturally,  the  handling  of 
poultry  on  the  average  farm  has  de- 
veloped a  better  knowledge  on  the 
subject  by  the  farmers'  wives.  They 
generally  handle  the  baby  chicks.  We 
are  not  speaking  of  broiler  plants  or 
of  specialized  plants,  but  the  average 
run  of  farmers  who  raise  poultry  in- 
cidentally as  a  part  of  their  farming 
and  as  pin  money  and  grocery  money 
for  their  household. 

With  the  development  of  the  poul- 
try house  has  come,  also,  the  develop- 
ment of  brooder  stoves  for  baby  chick 
raising.  Practically  every  brooder 
house  is  eouipped  with  a  brooder 
stove  to  maintain  the  proper  temper- 
ature during  the  late  winter  and  ear- 
ly spring  months  when  the  weather 
is  changeable.  These  stoves  have 
been  perfected  to  an  extent  that 
many  of  them  are  practically  self- 
regulating  and  have  contributed  a 
great  deal  to  the  success  of  baby 
chick  raising. 

"In  a  brooder  house,  many  people 
prefer  tne  portable  type.  They  pre- 
fer the  house  that  they  can  move  to 
different  spots  in  the  poultry  yard  or 


r.tout  the  place  so  that  the  poultry 
c?n  be  on  new  ground.  There  is  no 
nuestion  but  what  the  poultry  house 
that  cannot  be  moved  is  not  as  satis- 
factory as  the  portable  kind  although 
many  still  have  the  fixed  houses  and 
use  the  same  runways  and  same 
ground  over  and  over.  The  modern 
development  is  to  place  the  brooder 
house  on  skids  so  that  it  can  be  mov- 
ed. We  believe  this  not  only  a  great 
improvement,  but  will  become  more 
end  more  an  essential  of  the  modern 
brooder  house. 

In  regard  to  the  construction  of  the 
house,  some  are  made  of  steel  and 
some  made  of  wood.  Each  has  its 
following  end  poultry  raisers  can  :dnd 
themselves  very  successful  with  eith- 
er type  provided  they  apply  to  it  the 
cemmon  sense  ability  in  poultry  rais- 
ing that  must  go  along  with  success 
in  the  venture  regardless  of  the  kind 
of  house. 

And,  regardless  of  the  kind  of 
house,  there  are  several  features  that 
should  be  recognized  in  all  poultry 
houses.  First  of  all,  they  must  be 
cozy  and  warm  on  cold  winter  days 
which  means  that  they  should  be 
heated  easily  with  a  minimum  amount 
of  fuel.  The  construction  of  the 
house  must  provide  that  the  wind, 
snow  and  drafts  are  shut  out  and

model  out  of  the  many  which  they  manufacture. 
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that  the  average  temperature  is 
maintained  at  whatever  figure  is  de- 
sirable, and  which  in  turn  depends 
somewhat  on  the  age  of  the  baby 
chicks. 

Second,  the  moisture  of  the  house 
should  be  controlled  by  proper  venti- 
lation so  that  fresh  air  may  enter 
without  producing  a  draft  and  that 
the  foul  air  may  escape  from  proper 
openings  that  will  not  seriously  af- 
fect the  temperature.  If  moisture 
gathers  in  the  house,  it  will  soon  pro- 
duce disease  regardless  of  the  kind 
of  house  used  and  one  simply  cannot 
succeed  with  any  poultry  house  that 
has  an  excess  of  moisture.  This  mat- 
ter is  so  important  that  many  build- 
ers are  giving  unusual  attention  to 
the  ventilation  and  this  in  turn  has 
brought  out  a  great  many  improve- 
ments in  the  way  of  ventilators.  By 
the  help  of  these  ventilators,  the 
proper  temperature  can  be  controlled 
even  in  sub-zero  weather  and  at  the 
same  time,  the  poultry  will  receive 
an  ample  supply  of  fresh  air.  This 
means  that  all  windows  and  all  open- 
ings of  any  kind  should  be  properly 
fitted  and  adjusted.  The  old  days  of 
cracks  around  the  door  and  around 
the  windows  where  the  rain  seeps  in 
and  the  snow  filters  through  simply 
must  be  eradicated  and  the  modern 
poultry  house  has  taken  care  of  that 
subject  in  several  different  ways. 

Another  use  for  the  modern  poul- 
try house  is  for  the  handling  of  the 
pullets  or  the  regular  flock  as  inde- 
pendent from  the  brooder  house  for 
the  raising  of  baby  chicks.  The  de- 
velopment of  the  old  'hen  house"  has 
been  very  advanced.  The  Missouri 
University  produced  what  is  known 
as  the  Missouri  Type  of  Laying  House 
and  by  many  it  is  considered  the  last 
word  in  poultry  house  design.  Many 
poultrymen  maintain  that  no  other 
house  of  whatever  type  or  construc- 
tion and  regardless  of  the  cost,  is 
equal  to  the  conditions  obtained  in 
the  Missouri  Type  of  poultry  house. 
It  supplies  ample  ventilation,  is 
economically  constructed  and  several 
of  the  leading  poultry  house  manu- 
facturers are  putting  it  on  the 
market. 

Winter  eggs  depend  on  the  hens  well- 
being  and  comfort  and  happiness  dur- 
ing the  winter  season.  To  obtain 
this,  a  proper  temperature  should  be 
maintained  and  the  pullets  or  hens 
not  be  subjected  to  the  varying 
weather  of  the  season  and,  also,  pro- 
tected against  excessive  moisture. 
They  should  be  constructed  in  such 
a  way  that  the  sunlight  can  enter 
the  building  and  while  there  are 
various  oils  which  the  manufacturers 
maintain  will  and  do  furnish  all  the 
vitamins  which  a  hen  derives  by  be- 
ing in  the  sunlight,  there  are  many 
yet  who  have  better  success  and  get 
a  better  average  amount  of  eggs  by 
having  an  ample  supply  of  sunlight 
on  the  house  with  a  fine  south  ex- 
posure. 

After  all,  it  is  the  winter  eggs  that 
pay  the  big  profit  and  the  poultry- 
men  who  take  care  of  their  flocks  in 
the  winter  by  providing  comfortable, 
cozy,  cheerful  quarters  will  get  the 
maximum  amount  of  eggs  and  there- 
by be  in  line  for  the  better  profits. 


A  MEAN  TRICK 


Mrs.  R.  D.,  of  Iowa  keeps  an  extra 
fine  strain  of  Anconas.  Each  season 
she  sold  quite  a  few  for  hatching 
purposes.  Last  season  she  noticed 
that  she  got  but  a  few  orders.  Con- 
sequently, she  took  the  eggs  to  town 
and  sold  them  to  her  grocer.  Soon 
afterwards  she  noticed  some  of  her 
customers  had  Ancona  chicks.  In- 
vestigation brought  out  the  facts 
that  the  grocer  was  selling  her  eggs 
for  hatching,  thus  making  a  tidy 
profit. 

A  grocer  who  would  do  that  kind 
of  a  trick  will  cheat  in  his  weights, 
and  cannot  be  trusted.  Such  men 
are  no  credit  to  business,  and  sooner 
or  later  his  customers  will  find  cause 
to  take  their  trade  elsewhere.

During  the  last  few  years,  the  use 
of  metal  houses,  not  only  for  raising 
baby  chicks  but  for  housing  grown 
poultry,  has  been  increasing  quite 
rapidly.  We  illustrate  herewith  one 
of  the  Martin  metal  houses  which  is 
used  on  a  great  many  farms.

All  bolts  and  sup- 
plies are  sent  direct  with  them.

Requirements  of  a  Brooder  House  As  We  See  It 


The  most  important  thing  for  a 
brooder  house  to  perform  is  to  keep 
the  chicks  warm  during  the  early 
spring  months,  or  what  is  called  the 
brooding  season.  This  requires  a  well 
constructed  building,  as  well  as  a  de- 
pendable brooder  stove. 

Poultry  raisers  more  and  more  are 
coming  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is 
advisable  to  provide  a  cooler  place  in 
one  end  of  the  brooder  house  for 
chicks  to  exercise,  feed  and  water  in, 
while  the  other  end  gives  the  chicks 
the  necessary  heat  under  the  brooder 
stove. 

For  this  reason  the  Successful 
brooder  houses  for  housing  a  large 
number  of  chicks  are  constructed  of 
sufficient  length  to  provide  this  dif- 
ferent temperature  in  their  houses. 

Brooder  houses  also  should  have 
plenty  of  window  space  so  that  every 
part  of  the  floor  at  some  time  dur- 
ing the  day  will  be  flooded  by  sun- 
shine through  its  Cel-O-Glass  covered 
windows  in  the  south  and  east  end. 
Such  houses  should  be  high  enough  so 


that  the  work  performed  in  the 
brooder  house  can  be  done  in  comfort 
without  having  to  stoop  over  con- 
tinuously, yet,  must  not  be  too  high 
to  waste  a  lot  of  heat. 

Ventilation  is  another  feature 
which  gives  not  only  the  chicks  but 
also  the  stove  to  perform  properly 
must  be  provided  with  a  lot  of  out- 
side fresh  air.  Such  ventilation  sys- 
tem should  prevent  by  all  means 
dangerous  floor  drafts. 

Enough  of  floor  space  should  also 
be  provided  so  that  it  can  be  grown 
out  properly  to  the  broiler  age,  and 
after  the  broilers  have  been  disposed 
of  the  house  should  be  roomy  enough 
to  finish  the  pullets  until  they  are 
ready  for  the  laying  house.  Part  of 
these  layers  can  also  be  housed  in 
this  brooder  house  so  that  it  will 
render  an  all  year  around  service.

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The  Editor  Says 


IS  ELECTRICITY 
AVAILABLE  ? 

We  all  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  electricity  will  be  available  to 
every  farm  home  and  with  the  en- 
couragement the  government  has 
been  giving,  many  people  think  that 
time  is  at  hand.  In  some  localities, 
it  will  come  and  come  quickly  but  on 
the  great  average  of  farm  homes,  it 
will  be  a  long,  long  time  before  farm 
families  are  able  to  make  use  of  all 
of  the  electric  appliances  such  as  are 
available  when  electric  current  is  at 
hand. 

We  cannot  help  but  feel  that  a 
great  many  farmers  have  been  misled 
and  will  be  reluctant  to  admit  that 
the  colorful  publicity  in  regard  to 
rural  electrification  is  nothing  but  a 
dream  in  the  majority  of  cases.  It  is 
time  the  people  realized  the  truth  on 
this  matter  of  rural  electrification. 
It  is  not  immediately  available  and 
the  cost  of  providing  "high  line"  ser- 
vice to  the  average  farmer  is  so  much 
more  than  he  ever  dreamed  of  that 
he  will  find  eventually  that  it  is  out 
of  the  picture  entirely. 

According  to  reliable  figures,  a 
million  and  a  half  farm  homes  should 
be  electrified  by  the  end  of  this  year. 
Do  a  little  figuring.  There  are  about 
6,500,000  farm  homes.  In  other 
words,  5,000,000  farm  homes  will  re- 
main unelectrified  at  the  end  of 
1938.  It  is  evident  that  most  of  the 
homes  will  not  receive  the  service  and 
that  they  had  just  as  well  turn  to 
some  other  plan  of  developing  electric 
current.  There  are  several  other 
feasible  plans  such  as  turning  wind 
into  electricity,  that  are  available  and 
are  worth  investigation.  The  advant- 
ages and  especially  the  economy  of 
these  electric  producing  outfits  are 
really  astounding  and  their  depend- 
ability has  been  proven  to  the  fullest 
extent. 

We  urge  our  readers  who  do  not 
have  electric  current  available  to  in- 
vestigate any  of  the  various  means 
for  producing  electric  current  and 
they  will  find  that  it  can  be  installed 
at  a  modest  price  and  give  them  the 
benefit  of  all  of  the  electric  appli- 
ances such  as  sweepers,  refrigerators, 
radios,  electric  lights,  power  for 
grinding,  etc. 


SELLING   TO  ADVANTAGE 

A  great  many  poultry  keepers  are 
really  a  great  success  when  it  comes 
to  egg  production.  They  seem  to 
know  just  how  to  handle  their  flock 
so  that  they  get  a  heavy  egg  yield. 
Of  course,  the  cost  of  production  goes 
down  as  the  production  goes  up.  One 
would  naturally  suppose  that  a  poul- 
tryman  who  got  a  lot  of  eggs  would 


be  the  fellow  to  make  the  most 
money.  This  should  be  the  case.  It 
would  be  the  case,  but  in  many  in- 
stances the  eggs  are  not  sold  to  the 
best  advantage.  The  poultryman  who 
knows  how  to  produce  eggs  cheaply 
and  yet  does  not  know  how  to  market 
the  eggs  has  something  to  learn.  Pro- 
ducing is  one  thing — but  selling  is  an- 
other problem.  Any  manufacturing 
business  must  study  to  keep  produc- 
tion costs  to  a  minimum,  but  it  must 
also  make  sure  that  the  sales  depart- 
ment is  right  up  on  tip-toe.  A  poul- 
try business  is  a  manufacturing 
business. 

What  is  your  sales  problem? 

Every  case  has  a  particular  prob- 
lem. No  set  rule  can  be  made  by 
which  you  can  solve  every  sales  prob- 
lem. In  a  general  way  there  are 
several  types  of  problems. 


In  some  cases  the  eggs  are  sold  in 
direct  competition  with  inferior  eggs. 
This  sort  of  a  problem  demands  con- 
vincing proof  to  the  purchaser  that 
quality  eggs  are  really  worth  more. 

Indirect  sales  to  the  consumer  re- 
duces the  income  because  too  many 
expect  a  profit  from  the  handling  of 
the  eggs.  Direct  sales  is  the  solution 
to  this  problem. 

Highest  production  at  time  of 
ample  market  supplies  always  means 
lower  prices.  It  is  foolish  to  have 
your  big  egg  flow  come  in  the  spring 
and  summer  when  prices  are  at  low 
ebb. 

In  the  short  space  allowed  us  for 
an  editorial  we  have  suggested  three 
common  cause  of  a  poor  sales  show- 
ing. When  we  say  a  poor  showing, 
we  judge  the  income  from  sales  and 
not  the  number  of  dozen  of  eggs  sold.

Insulate  Brooder  House 

I  want  to  insulate  my  brooder  house,  but 
am  afraid  that  the  chicks  will  pick  at  com- 
mon insulating  board.  "What  shall  I  do  to 
prevent  this? — P.  M. ,  Illinois. 

If  you  apply  a  rough  insulating 
board  you  might  put  a  thin  coat  of 
hard  plaster  over  the  board  up  about 
two  feet  from  the  floor.  We  have 
known  of  cases  where  a  couple  of 
coats  of  heavy  paint  were  applied, 
and  this  seemed  to  be  all  that  was 
needed.  It  is  seldom  that  well  fed 
and  cared  for  chicks  will  pick  at  the 
walls  unless  the  board  is  quite  soft. 
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Using  Old  Boxes 

I  sell  a  lot  of  eggs  to  neighbors  and  am 
using  the  old  boxes  again  and  again.  I  have 
been  told  this  is  against  the  law.  Is  this 
so? — J.  G. ,  Wisconsin. 

We  are  not  acquainted  with  the 
Wisconsin  law  relative  to  this,  but  it 
would  seem  to  us  that  such  a  law 
was  reasonable.  As  long  as  you  use 
only  clean  boxes,  we  can  see  no  ob- 
jection to  their  use. 
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How  Many  Birds? 

I  have  just  moved  to  this  place  and  have 
a  poultry  house  about  10x20.  How  many 
White  Rocks  can  I  keep  in  this  house?- — Mrs. 
Li.  P..  Ohio. 

About  fifty  birds  would  be  the 
right  number.  This  allows  four  square 
feet  per  bird  and  it  will  not  crowd 
them.  We  feel  that  the  birds  will  do 
better  if  you  do  not  try  to  keep  too 
many  in  the  house.  It  might  be  well 
to  carefully  disinfect  the  house  before 
placing  any  poultry  therein,  to  guard 
against  any  disease  that  might  have 
been  there  before  you  came.  It  pays 
to  be  careful  on  this  point. 
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A  Nest  of  Rats 

I  have  double  walls  in  my  poultry  house, 
and  in  between  the  walls  I  have  sawdust.  Now 
the  rats  ha-ve  gotten  in  there  and  I  am  be-

Leave  it  open  for 
a  while  so  the  cats  and  dogs  can 
chase  the  rats.  Use  some  good  com- 
mercial rat  poison  to  rid  the  place  of 
these  pests.  Certainly  you  do  not 
need  double  walls  and  the  sawdust 
between  for  warmth.  It  makes  just 
the  best  place  in  the  world  for  a  nest 
of  rats,  and  you  have  got  to  get  busy 
or  the  rats  will  be  walking  off  with 
your  poultry  house.

Scratched  Comb 

I  have  a  dandy  cockerel.  He  got  in  a  fight 
the  other  day  and  got  his  comb  scratched, 
and  I  wonder  what  I  should  do  to  make  it 
heal  up  fast? — R.  A.,  Illinois. 

Wash  the  comb  in  soapy  water. 
Dry  carefully.  Then  apply  carbolated 
vaseline.  That  is  just  about  all  that 
you  will  need  to  do.  If  the  comb  is 
kept  clean  it  will  neal  up  in  a  short 
time.  It  might  be  a  good  plan  to  try 
and  keep  the  cockerel  from  getting 
in  any  more  fights. 
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Ventilation 

I  have  a  house  20x20  feet.  I  have  a  Ven- 
tilating flue  about  a  foot  square.  Do  you 
think  this  is  enough  for  this  size  coop?  The 
flue  is  made  of  wood  and  has  a  very  good 
pull. — W.  M..  Ohio. 

This  should  provide  plenty  of  venti- 
lation unless  you  keep  the  damper 
closed  part  of  the  time.  Be  governed 
somewhat  by  the  freshness  of  the  air 
in  the  poultry  house  when  you  step 
into  it  at  night,  and  also  by  the  dry- 
ness of  the  litter.  Sufficient  ventila- 
tion should  tend  to  keep  che  litter 
dry,    other    conditions    being  right.

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The  breeding  back  of  a  bird  makes 
a  lot  of  difference  in  the  number  of 
eggs  she  will  lay.

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WATER  FOWLS

FEBRUARY  WATERFOWL  NOTES 


The  month  of  February  usually 
ushers  in  the  breeding  season  for 
most  varieties  of  waterfowl  in  the 
greater  part  of  the  United  States. 
Since  such  is  the  case,  it  becomes  es- 
sential to  lay  the  foundation,  as  early 
as  possible,  for  a  successful  laying 
and  hatching  season.  It  is  assumed, 
of  course,  that  the  matings  were 
made  up  and  segregated  during  the 
holiday  period  and  that  suitable  win- 
ter rations  were  provided  to  carry  the 
breeders  up  to  the  laying  season  in 
the  best  possible  state  of  health  and 
vigor,  for  unless  this  has  been  done, 
any  subsequent  measures  will  De  of 
greatly  impaired  effectiveness. 

But,  provided  the  breeding  stock 
enters  the  breeding  season  in  suit- 
able physical  condition,  the  results 
experienced  during  the  ensuing  year 
will  depend  largely  upon  the  care  and 
rations  given  them  during  the  cur- 
rent sixty  days.  Breeding  stock,  to 
begin  with,  should  have  ample  pro- 
tection against  the  sudden  and  ex- 
treme fluctuations  in  temperature 
characteristic  of  this  season  of  the 
year.  This  means  wind-proof  and  dry 
sleeping  quarters,  which  are  suffici- 
ently capacious  to  permit  confine- 
ment during  the  extremely  inclement 
days  of  February  and  March — even 
occasionaly  in  April. 

Perhaps  too  much  emphasis  cannot 
be  placed  upon  this  precaution,  inas- 
much as  sudden  and  protracted  ex- 
posure to  extreme  cold  after  produc- 
tion has  started  often  prematurely 
terminates  the  laying  cycle,  with  the 
result  that  the  season's  egg  produc- 
tion is  not  only  delayed  but  frequent- 
ly decidedly  reduced.  Moreover,  dur- 
ing this  period  it  is  posicively  neces- 
sary to  separate  the  waterfowl  from 
all  other  poultry  so  that  there  may 
be  no  guess  work  about  the  amount 
of  feed  the  breeders  are  getting.  Hap- 
hazard feeding  means  just  as  indefi- 
nite production  and  hatchability. 

Not  only  must  the  rations  be  of 
proper  quantity  to  sustain  production, 
but  they  must  be  of  proper  quality  as 


well.     The    waterfowl    raiser  who 

night  and  morning  throws  out  a  basin 
of  corn  and  oats  and  expects  prolific 
production  combined  with  a  high  de- 
gree of  fertility  is  certain  to  experi- 
ence disappointment,  eventually.  For 
unless  the  fowls,  through  pure  acci- 
dent, find  something  about  the  prem- 
ises to  balance  such  rations,  they 
cannot  produce  many  fertile  eggs. 
Fertile  eggs  in  quantities  depend  on 
rations  not  only  well-balanced  in  re- 
gard to  proteins,  carbohydrates,  fats 
anu  minerals,  but  in  respect  to  the 
essential  vitamins  also. 

Since  proper  feeding  is  such  an  im- 
portant factor  in  the  waterfowl 
breeders  success,  it  may  be  well  to 
consider  this  phase  especially  of  the 
subject  carefully.  A  well-balanced 
ration  can  be  best  provided  in  the 
form  of  mash;  which,  of  course,  must 
be  fed  to  ducks  and  geese  in  a  mois- 
tened condition.  Such  a  ration  for 
geese  may  consist  of  a  mixture  con- 
taining forty  (40)  pounds  ground  yel- 
low corn,  twenty  (20)  pounds  gray 
wheat  shorts,  fifteen  (15)  pounds 
wheat  bran,  ten  (10)  pounds  ground 
heavy  oats,  seven  (7)  pounds  dark 
green  fine-ground  alfalfa  meal,  five 
(5)  pounds  good  quality  fish  meal  or 
high  grade  meat  scraps,  one-half  ( V2 ) 
pound  salt,  one  and  one-half  (IV2) 
pounds  bone  meal  and  one  (1)  pound 
of  fine  ground  oyster  shell. 

If  the  ration  is  desired  for  ducks, 
it  is  recommended  that  the  fish  meal 
or  meat  scraps  be  increased  to  seven 
(7)  pounds  and  the  alfalfa  meal  be 
reduced  to  five  (5)  pounds.  Cod  liver 
oil  should  be  added  by  mixing  the 
amount  recommended  by  the  manu- 
facturer with  the  bran  before  it  is 
introduced  into  the  mash.  This  mix- 
ture should  be  fed  moist,  not  sloppy, 
higiio  and  morning  .n  just  such  quan- 
tities as  will  be  entirely  cleaned  up 
in  two  or  three  minutes.  At  noon  a 
handful  of  either  soaked  or  dry 
wheat  should  be  given  to  each  in- 
dividual for  the  fertility  factor  found 
in  the  wheat  germ.  This  factor  has 
been  designated  as  vitamin  "E"  and 
unless  vitamin  "in"  is  provided  from 


some  source  there  can  be  no  fertile  ' 
eggs. 

Geese  in  particular  should  have  ac- 
cess to  green  pasture  at  the  earliest 
possible  date  it  is  available,  but  prior 
to  that  time  they  should  be  supplied 
roughage  to  consume  between  feed- 
ings of  mash.  This  may  consist  of 
vegetables,  ensilage,  clover  or  alfalfa 
hay;  or  pernaps  best  of  all,  a  high 
grade  soy  bean  hay,  which  they  not 
only  seem  to  relish  after  they  become 
accustomed  to  it,  but  which  seems  to 
be  somewhat  potent  in  the  vitamin 
"E"  factor  and  therefore  supplements 
the  whole  wheat  content  of  the  ra- 
tions to  some  extent.  It  is  some- 
times necessary  at  the  start  to  pour 
hot  water  over  various  legume  hays 
in  order  to  induce  geese  to  consume 
them,  but  usually  this  need  not  be 
continued  more  than  a  few  days. 

Ducks,  on  the  other  hand,  take  less 
kindly  to  the  dried  roughages,  and 
therefore  should  be  supplied  fresh 
vegetables  chopped  in  sizes  conveni- 
ent for  their  consumption.  Or,  bet- 
ter still,  head  lettuce  or  cabbage 
leaves  if  possible. 

In  the  case  of  either  ducks  or 
geese,  it  is  very  requisite  that  they 
have  free  access  to  coarse  sand  for 
grit,  fine  charcoal  to  facilitate  diges- 
tion, and  a  good  quality  of  oyster 
shell  for  a  source  of  calcium. 

Water,  clean  and  fresh,  at  all  times 
accessible,  scarcely  needs  mentioning 
as  indispensible  for  all  types  of  wat- 
erfowl at  all  seasons  of  the  year.

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FEEDING  CHICKS  BETTER 


The  most  critical  period  in  the  ex- 
istence of  a  chick  is  during  its  first 
few  weeks  on  this  earth.  The  kind 
of  care  it  receives  during  the  first 
two  or  three  weeks  determines  to  a 
marked  extent  whether  it  will  live 
and  grow,  and  what  kind  of  a  fowl 
it  will  develop  into.  While  the  vigor 
of  its  ancestors,  the  skill  of  the  oper- 
ator of  the  incubator,  and  many  in- 
fluences have  a  marked  effect  upon 
the  livability  of  the  chick,  yet  im- 
proper care  and  feeding  at  the  start 
may  ruin  its  whole  future  life.  The 
feeding  of  chicks  is  one  of  the  most 
vital  problems  before  POULTRY 
KEEPER  readers  today. 

Every  poultryman  has  his  own  pet 
ideas  upon  the  subject  of  feeding 
chicks.  What  we  shall  say  may  not 
be  in  accord  with  your  scheme  of 
things.  Remember  that  we  are  after 
results,  and  no  matter  by  which  road 
we  travel — if  we  arrive  we  should  be 
satisfied. 

Just  prior  to  hatching,  the  yolk  is 
drawn  into  the  chick's  body.  This 
yolk  is  a  source  of  nourishment  for 
the  growing  chick  for  some  hours 
after  the  actual  hatching.  It  seems 
that  Nature  provided  that  this  ab- 
sorbed yolk  should  be  about  all  the 
nourishment  the  chick  would  require 
for  at  least  48  hours.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  does  not  seem  neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  tempt  the  newly 
hatched  chicks  with  food.  Our  prac- 
tice is  to  allow  48  hours  to  elapse 
before  the  first  feeding.  When  the 
chicks  are  fed  too  soon  after  hatch- 
ing it  is  quite  possible  that  indiges- 
tion will  result.  Many  times  indiges- 
tion is  followed  by  bowel  trouble, 
sickness  and  death.  Thus  we  see  that 
we  may,  by  our  own  generous  desire 
to  help  the  chick,  actually  bring 
about  its  undoing. 

If  you  have  been  reading  our  arti- 
cles regularly,  you  will  recall  that  in 
a  previous  article  we  suggested  that 
the  beak  of  each  chick  be  dipped  in 
milk  when  the  chick  was  put  in  the 
brooder.  Our  plan  is  to  withhold  all 
solid  feed  for  about  the  first  twelve 
hours  that  the  chick  is  in  the  brood- 
er. The  first  feed  is  given  in  the 
morning.  We  are  just  old-fashioned 
enough  that  we  like  to  have  chick-

size  grit  and  water  before  the  chicks 
before  solid  food  is  given. 

The  third  day  of  the  chick's  life  we 
plan  to  have  a  good  commercial  chick 
starter.  It  is  well  to  follow  the  direc- 
tions for  giving  this  feed  which  ac- 
company it.  The  manufacturer  knows 
just  how  it  should  be  used  to  obtain 
the  best  results.  Experimenting  may 
be  costly.  Better  stick  to  directions 
as  closely  as  poseible. 

Generally  we  plan  to  feed  little  and 
often  to  begin  with.  After  the  fifth 
day  we  increase  the  amount.  A 
healthy  chick  grows  very  rapidly,  so 
one  must  increase  the  amount  of  food 
to  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  the 
grownig  chick.  The  digestive  system 
of  the  little  chick  is  quite  small,  yet 
there  are  heavy  demands  upon  it,  so 
the  only  reasonable  plan  calls  for 
small  and  frequent  feedings.  Five 
times  a  day  is  none  too  frequent  to 
feed  little  chicks.  By  the  end  of  the 
second  week  the  cracked  grains  may 
be  fed  three  times  daily  and  the  mash 
kept  in  hoppers  before  the  chicks  all 
the  time. 

We  have  recommended  that  a  com- 
mercial feed  be  given  the  chicks. 
Frankly,  we  believe  that  such  a  feed 
will  give  better  and  more  uniform 
results.  The  facilities  of  a  large  feed 
concern  for  testing  and  experiment- 
ing enable  it  to  develop  formulas  of 
the  highest  value.  Let  us  be  broad- 
mined  enough  to  fully  realize  the  im- 
portant contributions  to  poultry 
feeding  which  have  come  from  the 
commercial  feed  manufacturers. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  poultry- 
men  prefer  commercial  feeds.  Be- 
cause some  of  our  readers  are  so  lo- 
cated that  it  seems  almost  impossible 
for  them  to  use  commercial  feed,  we 
shall  deviate  from  our  rule  and  give 
the  chick  a  ration.  Here  is  a  modified 
Cornell  chick  ration  which  has  given 
much  satisfaction. 

The  mash  consists  of  the  following 
ingredients: 

45  lbs.  yellow  corn  meal; 
10  lbs.  wheat  bran; 
15  lbs.  flour  wheat  middlings; 
10  lbs.  fine  ground  heavy  oats; 


10  lbs.   meat  scraps,  50-55% 
protein; 

10  lbs.  dried  buttermilk; 

2  lbs.  steamed  bone  meal; 

V2  lb.  salt. 
The  grain  mixture  consists  of: 

60  lbs.  cracked  yellow  corn; 

40  lbs.  wheat. 
In  following  this  home-mixed  ra- 
tion the  grain  is  withheld  until  chicks 
are  about  8  weeks  old.  It  is  then 
placed  in  hoppers  the  same  as  the 
mash.  Restrict  amount  of  grain  so 
that  they  do  not  eat  as  much  grain 
as  mash  until  they  are  three  months 
of  age. 

Growing  chicks  require  consider- 
able quantities  of  water,  and  we 
strongly  advise  a  suitable  water 
fount  which  will  be  kept  filled  with 
clean,  wholesome  water. 

Succulent  food  should  be  given  in 
ever  increasing  quantities.  Lettuce 
will  make  a  very  fine  green  food. 
The  tender  green  shoots  of  sprouting 
oats  will  be  relished  by  the  young- 
sters, but  they  must  be  cut  up  to 
proper  size. 

Grit  is  as  necessary  for  chicks  as 
for  older  fowls.  Grit  is  the  chick's 
teeth,  and  good  digestion  and  proper 
assimilation  depends  upon  hard  grit 
of  the  right  size. 

And  please  do  not  forget  the  hop- 
per of  charcoal.  Someone  has  said 
that  if  the  chicks  are  properly  fed 
that  charcoal  is  not  needed.  That 
little  word  "if"  always  pops  up  to 
spoil  the  best  plans.  Well,  let's  have 
the  charcoal  and  play  safe.  It  will 
not  cost  much  and  it  may  save  a  lot 
of  digestive  troubles. 

"Keep  the  chicks  busy  and  hungry" 
an  old  poultryman  once  said  to  us — 
and  what  a  lot  of  truth  was  packed 
into  those  few  words.  A  busy  chick 
is  one  that  scratches  for  a  few  grains 
of  wheat.  This  exercise  promotes  a 
rapid  flow  of  blood,  and  naturally  it 
builds  a  strong  and  robust  body.  And 
while  one  should  not  starve  his 
chicks,  yet  to  overfeed  them  is  about 
one  of  the  worst  things  he  can  do. 
Overkindness  in  the  form  of  too  much 
food  will  undermine  the  health  and 
vigor  of  the  youngsters.  One  dear 
old  lady  who  must  have  spent  many

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Wind  Power  Being  Utilized  To  Bring 
Electricity  To  Poultry  Farmers 


In  the  1850's  Abraham  Lincoln  said 
as  a  part  of  a  series  of  lectures  de- 
livered to  lyceums  in  the  middle  west: 
"Of  all  the  forces  of  nature,  I  should 
think  the  wind  contains  the  largest 
amount  of  motive  power  —  that  is, 
power  to  move  things.  Taken  any 
given  space  of  the  earth's  surface, 
for  instance,  Illinois;  and  all  the 
power  exerted  by  all  the  men,  beasts, 
running  water  and  steam  power  over 
and  upon  it  shall  not  equal  the  one- 
hundredth  part  of  what  is  exerted  by 
the  blowing  of  the  wind  over  and 
upon  the  same  place. 

And  yet  it  has  not  so  far  in  the 
world's  history,  become  properly  val- 
ued as  a  motive  power.  It  is  applied 
extensively  and  advantageously  to 
sail  vessels  in  navigation.  Add  to 
this  a  few  windmills  and  pumps  and 
you  have  about  all.  As  yet  the  wind 
is  an  untamed,  unharnessed  force,  and 
quite  possibly  one  of  the  greatest  dis- 
coveries hereafter  to  be  made  will  be 
the  taming  and  harnessing  of  it." 

Now  85  years  later,  wind-electric 
machines  are  being  manufactured  by 
a  number  of  companies.  Of  these,  the 
Wincharger  Corporation  of  Sioux 
City,  Iowa,  manufacturers  of  genu- 
ine 6-volt  Deluxe  and  32-volt  Giant 
Winchargers,  and  the  world's  largest.

This  company  has  supplied  over 
half  a  million  farm  homes  with  wind- 
electric  plants  which  bring  them 
power  to  light  their  lights,  and  run 
their  radios.  A  larger  plant,  which 
they  manufacture,  can  in  addition 
supply  the  power  necessary  to  oper- 
ate electric  mixers,  separators,  milk- 
ing machines,  iron  water  pumps, 
grinders,  vacuum  sweepers,  washing 
machine,  small  motors,  fanning  mills, 
and  many  other  electrical  appli- 
ances. 

To  the  poultry  farmers  this  means 
of  power  is  a  great  boon.  Now  they 
can  have  lights  in  their  poultry 
houses,  which  will  usually  result  in 
sufficient  increase  in  profit  to  pay 
for  the  Wincharger  within  a  short 
time. 

In  recent  tests  held  at  the  Ohio 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  leg- 
horn pullets  with  no  lights  averaged

The  electric  lights  in  the  brooder 
house  provide  Vitamin  D,  which  is 
necessary  for  bone  development  and 
irradiates  both  the  growing  bird  and 
laying  hens  with  ultra-violet  light. 
On  farms  where  high  quality  eggs 
are  the  goal,  the  use  of  electricity 
helps  to  attain  it.  The  eggs  are  usu- 
ally cooled  on  trays  surrounded  by 
wet  burlap,  and  cooled  by  a  fan  blow- 
ing directly  on  them.  Then,  too,  of 
courpa,  candling  requires  good  light 
and  there  has  even  been  a  newly  de- 
veloped sandpaper  device  to  clean 
soiled  eggs. 

Poultry  farms  which  are  not  situ- 
ated where  the  high  line  is  available 
need  not  wait  indefinitely  for  the 
benefits  that  electricity  can  bring  to 
them  both  in  home  comfort  and  busi- 
ness efficiency.  Equipment  can  be 
secured  which  operates  from  batter- 
ies powered  by  Wincharger,  and  the 
best  part  of  it  is  that  the  wind  is 
free.

the  process  of  the  egg,  the  blood  spot 
will  be  found  in  a  different  location 
in  the  egg.  When  the  blood  is  found 
on  the  outside  of  the  shell  it  indicates 
that  the  hemorrhage  occurred  during 
the  time  of  laying. 

The  only  safe  way  to  select  eggs 
with  blood  spots  is  to  candle  the  eggs. 
Do  not  sell  such  eggs.  Use  them  at 
home.

Eggs  which  have  blood  spots  in  or 
on  them  tend  to  injure  the  sale. 

When  you  dress  a  laying  hen  next 
time,  observe  the  yolks  in  the  process 
of  formation.  You  will  note  a  line  in 
which  the  blood  vessels  are  separat- 
ing so  that  when  the  sack  or  capsule 
ruptures  and  allows  the  yolk  to  drop 
into  the  oviduct,  a  blood  vessel  may 
be  ruptured.  A  drop  of  blood  may 
come  in  contact  with  the  yolk  before 
it  gets  away. 

If  the  hemorrhage  occurs  later  in

The  Editor  Says 


THE  KNOCKER 

Everywhere  one  goes  he  meets  the 
knocker.  He  appears  to  thrive  under 
all  manner  of  conditions.  No  one 
section  of  the  country  may  be  said  to 
be  his  favorite  place  of  abode.  He 
horns  in  everywhere.  Were  it  not  for 
the  law  against  murder  there  would 
be  less  knockers  abroad.  As  it  is, 
there  is  slight  check  upon  the  activ- 
ities of  the  knocker.  When  we  get  to 
making  the  laws  of  the  land  we  pro- 
pose to  modify  the  law  against  mur- 
der to  the  extent  that  a  knocker  is 
not  a  human  being,  therefore  it  will 
not  be  murder  to  shoot  one. 

Seriously,  the  poultry  business  suf- 
fers from  too  many  knockers,  within 
and  without  the  ranks.  When  we  use 
the  word  knocker,  we  refer  to  the  cur 
that  goes  about  telling  lies,  scatter- 
ing tales  and  generally  talking  and 
acting  in  a  way  that  will  undermine 
the  very  foundations  of  the  poultry 
industry.  Just  because  a  fellow  has 
a  just  complaint  and  makes  it,  does 
not  brand  him  as  a  knocker.  He  may 
and  probably  is  a  true  friend  of  poul- 
try. We  do  not  object  to  the  truth. 
It  may  hurt,  but  eventually  much 
good  may  come  from  it.  The  knock- 
er is  not  confined  to  a  true  state- 
ment of  facts.  In  order"  to  further 
his  ends  he  resorts  to  untruth. 

Many  times  we  have  followed  the 
knocker  in  his  fantastic  statements 
and  given  sufficient  time  he  always 
convicts  himself. 

The  old  poultry  keepers  recognize 
the  knocker  early  in  the  game  and 
avoid  him.  The  beginner,  not  having 
the  experience,  may  fall  a  victim 
to  his  unholy  business.  It  would  be 
well  if  those  who  are  new  in  the  poul- 
try business  would  look  to  reliable 
sources  of  information  and  once  au- 
thentic advice  has  been  received  to 
weigh  it  carefully  and  be  governed 
accordingly.  Above  all  things,  do  not 
listen  to  the  ravings  of  the  disordered 
mind  of  the  knocker.  Hold  fast  to 
the  fundamental  things  and  build  up- 
on the  rock  of  safety  and  security. 
Sway  not  in  every  whiff  of  wind  that 
may  blow.  He  that  endureth  to  the 
end  shall  be  saved. 


QUALITY  CONTROL 
There  is  a  close  relationship  be- 
tween quality  and  price.  Were  it  not 
true    that    better    quality  brought 
higher  prices,  there  would  be  slight 
excuse  to  try  and  improve  the  qual- 
ity.  As  the  matter  stands,  the  best 
quality  commands  the  top  price.  For 
that  reason  we  constantly  strive  to 
improve  the  quality  of  our  product- 
and  thereby  increase  our  incomes. 
To  some  people  quality  is  more  or 


less  a  matter  of  luck.  They  give  lit- 
tle thought  to  the  subject,  and  should 
they  have  the  good  fortune  to  pro- 
duce high  quality,  they  give  Lady 
Luck  the  glad  hand. 

The  thoughtful  poultryman  con- 
siders ways  and  means  of  producing 
high  quality  all  the  time.  After  all, 
quality  is  a  matter  over  which  we 
have  considerable  control.  Take  the 
matter  of  eggs  for  example.  The 
kind  of  eggs  we  have  to  sell  rests  in 
our  hands.  To  begin  with,  we  select 
hens  which  are  normally  sound  and 
lay  uniform  eggs  in  size,  shape  and 
color.  This  is  quite  a  start  towards 
quality.  In  addition  to  this,  we  must 
look  within  the  shell  and  see  that  the 
eggs  have  the  proper  color  and 
flavor.  Again,  we  find  that  proper 
feeding  and  care  of  the  hens  has 
much  to  do  with    the    contents  of 


every  egg.  Exposure  of  the  eggs  to 
filth  means  inferior  eggs.  If  you  will 
follow  this  subject  to  its  natural  con- 
clusions you  will  find  that  the  eggs 
are  what  we  will  them  to  be.  The 
quality  is  up  to  you.  If  you  are  not 
getting  the  top  price,  do  not  blame 
the  hens,  but  look  under  your  hat  and 
begin  the  study  there.  It  is  quite  un- 
thinkable that  anyone  can  blame  the 
hens  for  laying  inferior  eggs  in  this 
day  and  age  when  the  poultryman 
has  so  much  control  over  the  hens.

Rats  Bother  Us 

I  am  having  a  lot  of  trouble  with  rats. 
They  have  dug  under  my  poultry  house  and 
they  breed  under  the  floor.  Now  they  are  in 
the  walls,  which  are  double.  I  am  almost 
afraid  to  go  to  the  hen  house  any  more.  What 
can  I  do? — Mrs.  C.  P.  E..  Wisconsin. 

Well,  now  you  are  having  trouble. 
As  long  as  you  have  a  wooden  floor 
it  would  hardly  seem  best  to  tear  it 
up.  If  you  had  no  floor  we  would 
suggest  a  new  cement  floor.  How- 
ever, let  your  floor  stay  where  it  is. 
You  can  go  around  the  outside  of  the 
house  and  dig  down  and  put  a  piece 
of  galvanized  iron  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  rats  cannot  dig  under  the 
walls.  Then  take  off  a  board  at  the 
floor  so  that  the  bottom  of  all  the 
studs  are  exposed.  This  will  give  you 
access  to  them.  Now  set  traps  and 
put  out  poison  to  kill  the  rats.  We 
suggest  that  you  use  some  well- 
known  commercial  rat  poison.  A  good 
rifle  will  also  be  an  aid  in  shooting 
some  rats.  The  aim  is  to  get  rid  of 
all  the  rats  and  then  keep  them  down 
with  a  good  dog  and  some  traps. 
Every  poultry  farm  should  have  a 
little  dog  to  catch  rats.  We  do  not 
think  your  case  is  hopeless  at  all.

Rough  Shells 

I  have  been  selling  my  eggs  at  a  nearby 
town  and  getting  a  fair  price  for  them,  but 
of  late  am  having  complaints  because  the 
shells  are  rough.  Some  even  show  ridges.  If 
you  can  help  me  solve  this  problem  I  shall  be 
most  grateful.  The  hens  are  nice  and  fat. — 
Mrs.  K.  L..  Indiana. 

This  condition  might  be  caused  by 
a  disease  of  the  egg  organs,  but  more 
than  likely  the  trouble  comes  from  a 
lack  of  lime  or  an  inferior  oyster 
shell,  or  possibly  an  overfat  condition. 
If  the  hens  have  plenty  of  good  shell 
and  then  the  trouble  does  not  clear 
up,  we  would  be  inclined  to  say  that 
the  birds  are  too  fat.    Reduce  the

It  all  de- 
pends upon  how  we  look  at  the  prob- 
lem. This  is  not  a  question  which 
can  be  answered  easily.  We  prefer  to 
be  excused  from  making  an  attempt 
at  its  solution.  We  value  the  friend- 
ship of  many  poultry  friends  too 
much  to  be  misunderstood,  as  we 
most  certainly  would  be,  no  matter 
how  well  the  subject  was  covered. 
We  suggest  that  you  and  friend  hus- 
band sit  down  and  agree  upon  the 
matter.  If  you  cannot  decide  upon 
one  or  the  other  breed,  then  pick  an- 
other breed,  say  the  Wyandotte  or 
Rocks.  Either  would  be  good.

Poultry  Manure 

Will  you  kindly  inform  me  whether  poultry 
manure  may  be  used  on  strawberries?  We 
raise  some  berries  as  a  side  line. — N.  W. , 
Illinois. 

Poultry  droppings  may  be  used  on 
all  gardens  and  berries,  but  it  must 
be  used  somewhat  sparingly,  or  it 
has  a  tendency  to  burn  the  plants. 
Our  plan  has  been  to  scatter  the 
droppings  on  the  garden  late  in  the 
fall  and  let  the  snow  and  winter 
moisture  work  down  through  it  into 
the  soil.  We  have  used  it  on  straw- 
berries, but  we  placed  it  between  the 
rows  of  plants  so  that  it  never  came 
in  contact  with  the  plants  so  as  to 
burn  them.  Some  poultrymen  mix  the 
poultry  droppings  with  fine  dust  and 
sprinkle  it  over  the  garden  carefully.

Side  Lines

A 
number  of  side  lines  which  bring  in 
extra  money,  are  pop  corn,  honey, 
horse  radish,  fruit,  berries,  sweet 
corn,  and  any  number  of  garden 
products.  It  is  best  to  select  a  side- 
line which  will  not  interfere  with 
your  poultry.

WATER     FOWLS  :: 

 By  Oscar  Grow  


MA  RCH  WATERFOWL  NOTES 


With  the  advent  of  March  comes 
the  incubation  of  waterfowl  eggs. 
Both  ducks  and  geese  usually  begin 
laying  early  in  March,  if  not  in  Febr- 
uary, so  preparations  for  hatching 
the  eggs  must  not  be  deferred.  Geese 
eggs  may  be  kept  from  two  to  three 
weeks,  if  stored  in  a  cool  place  and 
turned  regularly  each  day,  if  setting 
hens  are  not  available.  But  the  soon- 
er they  are  set  after  they  have  been 
laid  the  better  the  results.  Duck 
eggs,  on  the  other  hand,  spoil  quickly 
and  should  not  be  kept  longer  than 
ten  days  at  the  most.  Many  duck 
eggs  undergo  decomposition  by  the 
end  of  the  first  week,  so  it  is  impera- 
tive that  incubation  in  some  form  be 
provided  without  delay.  Fortunately, 
duck  eggs  can  be  incubated  artificial- 
ly with  fair  success;  so  one  is  not 
entirely  dependent  upon  setting  hens 
for  hatching  them.  Not  so,  however, 
with  geese  eggs — no  reliable  device 
for  hatching  geese  eggs,  artificially, 
has  yet  been  discovered — an  occas- 
ional good  hatch  in  an  incubator  to 
the  contrary,  notwithstanding. 

Geese  eggs,  therefore,  should  be 
placed  under  broody  chicken  hens  for 
best  results,  inasmuch  as  few  breeds 
of  geese  are  themselves  reliable  set- 
ters. Whether  the  results  obtained 
by  employing  setting  hens  are  suc- 
cessful will  depend  much  upon  the 
hens  environment  and  the  care  be- 
stowed upon  her  while  performing  her 
part  of  the  undertaking.  In  the  first 
place,  the  nest  should  be  made  upon 
the  ground  with  a  deep  dried  grass 
lining.  Geese  eggs  should  never  be 
set  in  elevated  nests.  The  nest,  too, 
should  be  isolated  so  that  the  hen 
will  not  be  disturbed;  which  may  re- 
sult in  the  eggs  being  either  broken, 
or  forsaken.  After  the  nest  has  been 
properly  located,  it  is  vitally  import- 
ant that  the  hen  be  first  carefully 
deloused  by  a  good  application  of 
sodium  floride;  inasmuch  as  chicken 
lice  are  decidedly  fatal  to  young 
goslings.  Repeat  this  precaution  at 
the  end  of  the  second  week,  but  not 
thereafter. 

As  the  season  advances  it  is  also 
advisable  to  regularly  examine  the 
nest  for  mites;  although  if  the  sides 
of  the  nest  have  been  well  treated 
with  creosote  oil  before  the  hen  is 
placed  in  it,  there  should  be  little 
trouble  from  this  source.  Moreover, 
there  is  apt  to  be  less  infestation  of 
mites  when  hens  are  sitting  on  the 
ground.  Then,  too,  care  should  be 
observed  to  see  that  the  front  side 
of  the  nest  is  not  too  high,  so  that 
the  hen  must  jump  down  onto  the 
eggs  when  returning  to  it.  Other- 
wise, some  of  the  eggs  are  apt  to  be 
broken.  Finally,  remember  a  setting 
hen  must  have  access  to  a  balanced 
ration  during  her  period  of  durance, 
exactly  as  when  laying.  Many  hens 
become  sick  and  leave  their  eggs;  in- 
deed, many  even  die  as  a  result  of 
nutritional  deficiencies  while  setting 
on  ep-p-s  for  weeks  at  a  time.    It  is 


particularly  important  that  green 
feed  in  some  form  be  provided  for 
them,  especially  after  the  first  week. 

What  has  been  indicated  as  a  nec- 
essary proceedure  to  follow  in  the 
hatching  of  geese  eggs  applies  equal- 
ly well  to  the  hatching  of  duck  eggs 
when  setting  hens  are  depended  on. 
It  should  be  emphasized,  however, 
that  the  shells  of  duck  eggs  are  more 
fragile  than  those  of  geese  eggs  and 
therefore  the  nests  should  not  only 
be  shallower,  so  the  hen  will  not  be 
required  to  step  down  onto  the  eggs; 
but  the  nest  should  also  be  broader, 
so  the  eggs  will  not  be  crowded  to- 
ward the  center  and  subjected  to  un- 
due pressure.  Ducklings  also  are 
lamentably  helpless  for  a  brief  per- 
iod after  emerging  from  the  shell  and 
unless  there  is  room  in  the  nest  for 
them  to  spread  out,  they  are  almost 
certain  to  be  trampled  on  and  killed 
by  the  hen. 

It  is  always  prudent  to  remove  the 
hen  and  her  eggs  to  a  quiet  place, 
where  no  other  brood  hens  are  near, 
as  soon  as  the  eggs  begin  to  pip.  A 
wash  tub  with  fine  straw  in  the  bot- 
tom and  covered  with  burlap  makes 
an  ideal  ward  in  which  her  brood 
may  be  brought  forth.  It  may  also 
serve  as  a  sort  of  brooder  house  for 
mother  and  family  during  the  first 
two  or  three  days  afterwards.  Early 
spring  is  a  season  when  temperatures 
are  often  low  during  the  early  morn- 
ing hours,  the  time  of  day  when  all 
duck  eggs  and  many  geese  eggs  are 
laid.  Consequently,  it  is  most  urgent 
that  they  be  gathered,  during  this 
month  at  least,  as  soon  as  one  arises 
in  the  morning  to  prevent  their  be- 
coming chilled  and  useless  for  hatch- 
ing. 

A  goose  usually  builds  a  crude  nest 
and  regularly  deposits  her  eggs  in  it. 
Ducks  are  far  less  particular  and  are 
inclined  to  drop  their  eggs  wherever 
they  happen  to  be  at  the  time.  Hence 
it  is  necessary  to  keep  them  confined 
until  eight  or  nine  o'clock  each  morn- 
ing so  their  eggs  may  readily  be 
found.  While  ducks  have  a  habit  of 
laying  an  egg  a  day,  geese  rarely  lay 
oftener  than  once  every  forty  hours; 
although  some  individuals  have  been 
known  to  lay  an  egg  every  thirty-six 
hours.  Accordingly,  the  time  of  day 
the  egg  is  laid  varies  considerably. 
During  cold  weather  it  is  well  to  bear 
this  in  mind,  for  otherwise  it  may  not 
be  gathered  in  time  to  prevent  freez- 
ing.
